UR. GLADSTONE’S FINAL APPOINT- 
MENTS TO OFFICE. 

THE EARL OF ABERDEEN MADE VICEROY OF 
IRELAND—ADDRESSES TO ELECTORS—A 
CABLE WAR PREDICTED, 

Lonvon, Feb. 5.—The Earl of Aberdeen, 
Lord Lieutenant of Aberdeenshire, Scotland, 
has been appointea Viceroy of Ireland. Baron 
Wolverton, ex-Paymaster-General, has been ap- 
pointed Postmaster-General. Mr. Jesse Collings, 
Liberal member of Parliament for Ipswich, 
whose “three acres and acow” amendment to 
Mee address in reply to the Queen's speech 
eaused the overthrow of the Conservatives, has 
been appointed by Mr. Gladstone Secretary of 
the Local Government Board. Mr. J. Rigby, 
Liberal member for Wisbech, Cambridgeshire, 
bas been appointed Solicitor-General. The new 
Government is now completed, all the minor 
places being filled. 

Mr. Charles Russell, Liberal member for Hack- 
aey, South, the new Attorney-General, in his 
address requesting re-election by his constitu- 
ents, proclaims himself in favor of allowing 
Irishmen to deal with Irish questions on Irish 
boil, while at the same time he favors maintain- 
Ing all the safeguards of the supremacy of the 
Crown. He advocates a “real union, founded 
on mutual good will,” which, he says, would be 
Bure to follow the abandonment of the present 
coercive relations between the two countries. 

Sir William Verncn Harcourt, the new Chan- 
eellor of the Exchequer, in his address to the 
siectors of Derby soliciting a return to Parlia- 
ment, states that he will doall in his power to 
co-operate with the new Government in the 
work of solving the Irish question in a way that 
will maintain the union and the supremacy of 
the Crown. 

The Dublin Freeman's Journal, commenting 
on Mr. Giadstone’s election address to his con- 
stituents, says the Prime Minister explicitly 
recognizes that no settlement of the land or edu- 
cation questions in freland is possible without 
Irish seif-government. The ublin F2press 
(Conservative) says it is nauseating to be con- 
fronted with such taikas Mr. Gladstone’s acdress 
contains about an inquiry into the affairs of 
Ireland when the * Radical Ministers” know 
tuat crime, boycotting, and breach of contracts 
are rampant in the country. 

Michaei Davitt, speaking at Holloway to-night, 
said he believed that Mr. Gladstone was the only 
English statesman that had the courage and 
ability to grapple with the Irish problem and 
establish peace between England and Ireland. 
The Premier, Mr. Davitt said, had already set- 
tled the question of religious inequality, and had 
made an honest attempt to solve the land pro- 
biem. His failure to deal in a satisfactory man- 
ner with the latter question was due to the fact 
that he had not gone to the root of the matter. 

The Marquis of Salisbury to-day received a 
deputation of unemployed workmen, who called 
to urge upon him the necessity existing for 
Government help. Lord Salisbury told them 
that he considered the question they presented 
more serious than the Irish question. He how- 
ever denounced the policy in vogue among for- 
eign Governments of fostering industries by the 
granting of bounties from the public treasury, 
Calling ita taise politicaleconomy. He expressed 
2 hope that the electors of Great Britain would 
give Parliament the power to influence foreign 
Governments to abandon such policies. Con- 
cerning the land question Lord Salisbury said 
the proposition to help the poor by furnishing 
jand to reclaim was impracticable, for the reason 
shat nobody would invest capital in the work of 
reclaiming bad lands so long as the good lands 
pf the country do not pay. In conclusion the 
»x-Premiuer deciared that statesmen and Parlia- 
ament must confront the question of how best to 
solve the problem of relieving the present general 
distress. lt was growing while the population 
was increasing and caused emigration. Goy- 
trnmental support of private enterprises might 
be a good way to afford temporary reliet and 
the promotion of public works might be an- 
ptber. He would do his utmost to contribute to 
a satisfactory solution of the problem.

At the annuai meeting of the shareholders of 
che Anglo-American Cable Company to-day it 
was reported that the receipts for 1885 had been 
reduced £93,926, as compared with those of 1884, 
This was explained by the cutting of rates and 
the competition of the Mackay-Bennett Com- 
pany. he Chairman of the Anglo-American 
Company predicted that there would soon be an 
increase in cable tarifis. He deciared that if the 
Mackay-Bennett people declined to be influenced 
by the reasons in favor of higher tolls a war of 
rates would be inevitable. 

The Italian bark Silvio, which sailed from Pen- 
pacola Dec. 18 for Liverpool, has put into Fal-

CURRENT FOREIGN TOPICS. 

Paris, Feb. 5.—The cause of the decline 
in Rentes to-day was a revival of rumors that 
the Government would propose the impusition 
pf an income tax. The rumors are without 
foundation. 

The strike of factory employes at St. Quentin 
isextending. The strikers are making demon- 
strations, and fears are felt that they will resort 
to serious violence if the masters persistin re- 
fusing to concede their demand. The strikers 
attempted to hold a meeting this evening, but 
were probibited by the town officials. In re- 
venge the strikers smashed the windows and 
shutters of the iactories and of the residences of 
the managers. 

Tbe members of the party of the Extreme Left 
In the Chamber of Deputies consider the present 
time inopportune for bringing torward a mezgs- 
ure for the expulsion of tbe Orleans Princes. It 
is thought the Radicais will abandon their in- 
tention of iatroducing a motion to expel the 
Princes.

TIMMINS IDENTIFIED, 





THE PRISONER IN LYNN TO BE BROUGHT 
BACK TO NEW-YORK. 

Lynn, Mass., Feb. 5.—The man Timmins, 
arrested here charged with assaulting a bar- 
tencer in a liquor saloon, bas been fully identi- 
fied as the missing Timmins, of Tarry- 
town, N. Y., alleged to be one of the 
gang of, masked burglars who have been 
operating so extensively of late there. 
To-day Detective Cornish, one of the Pinkerton 
force, arrived here with a photograph of the 
Tarrytown Timmins, and Marshal Neal, 
when shown it, said at once that he had 
the man, and subsequently he was identified. 


He is a wiry, well-built fellow. about 6 
feet in height, bas brown ohair, light 
mustache, small blue eyes, sharp pointed nose, 
and weighs about 175 pounds. He was closeted | 
with Detective Cornish for several hours, but 
stubbornly refused to give any points or to 
tell who his companions were on the night 
of the row here. Another of that gang is 
wanted for the Tarrytown affair. When Tim- 
mins was on his way to Lynn from Boston about 
a week ago, the seat in the car next to bim 
was occupied by <A. M. Dykeman, the 
proprietor of a Lynn boarding house, 
the two enraged in conversation, and Timmins 
said he came from New-York and was in search 
ot work in Lynn at shoe trimming. He declared 
that he hadn’t any money. but said he had worked 
here last Summer, and thought he would have 
no ditficulty in getting a job. He wanteda 
boarding place, and Dykman told him that he 
could board at his place if he could give assur- 
ance that his board would be paid. It 
so happened that when they reached Lynn 
& young man who boarded at the Dykemans’ 
hailed Timmins as an old acquaintance with 
whom he had worked last Summer in a Lynn 
shoe shop, and he agreed to be responsible for 
the stranger’s board. Timmins was quiet, gen- 
tlemanly in manner, and popular inthe b.ard- 
ing house the short time he was there, 
but it was observed that he was in 
his room but little, spending during the 
week he held it not more than three nights in it 
or in the house. He had no visitors. He fre- 
quently spoke of Tarrytown, and also said he 
had been in Hopkinton, this State. Detective 
Cornish has a warrant for his arrest, and unless 
he is held in Lynn will take him on a requisition 
to New-York. 


KILLED BY A BROTHER DRUMMER. 











FATAL ENDING OF A QUARREL 
SOUTHERN HOTEL 

Waco, Texas, Feb. 5.—A sensational and 
somewhat mysterious killing affray occurred 
here last night inthe dining room of the Mc- 
Clelland Hotel. William Lamb, a traveling 
salesman for Roberts & Lee, of Chicago, 
dealers in picture frames and art fur- 
niture, was shot and killed by a _ broth- 
er drummer named J. A. Graham, representing 
R. & T. A. Ennis, wholesale stationers of St. 
Louis. Graham is 6 feet in height, a fine-look- 
ing man, aged about 35, while Lamb was also 
good looking, and about 25 years old. They 
were seated at the same table. In a few 
moments they became involved in a quar- 
rel. hey were on opposite sides and 
each rose. Lamb moved the quickest and struck 
Graham a very severe blow, prostrating him 
almost before he had risen from his chair. Lamb 
appeared greatly enragei and was bending 
down about to renew the attack when Graham 
suddenly whipped out a six shooter, and 
sbot four bullets at Lumb in quick succession. 
The Chicago drummer fell at full length. Three 
bullets had penetrated the body—one above the 
coliar bone near the neck, another near the !eft 
nipple, and a third under the left arm. 

Lamb died_at midnight and made no formal 
statement, Just before he died he called a gen- 
tleman to his side and whispered, My mother 


lives at Lucan, Canada, Mrs. A. M. Lamb. 
Please telegraph her that Will is dying.” 
After the shooting Graham awaited the arrival 
of the Sheriff, and seemed glad when that officer 
took bim jail. The mysterious part of the 
affair is the_statement by Graham that he had 
never met Lamb before they happened to 
meet in the hallway, both going to the dining 
room. Atthe inquest to-day Graham declared 
that he did the shooting purely in self-defense, 
He related an interesting story of how he be- 
came involved with a handsome lady at Round 

ock, Texas, two years ago, and while in 
Austin last Saturday the allewed husband of 
the lady confronted him, declaring that he 
intended to kill him. This so frightened Gra- 
ham that he fied precipitately from one place 
to another, buying a revolver at George- 
town, When Lumb began picking a quarrel 
with him by stating “that any man who tray- 
eled for a St. Louis. house was no good,” 
and making other insulting remarks, Graham 
says he concluded that Lamb was a friend of 
the injured husband and was seeking a pretext 
to kill bim. Under this excitement he fired. 
Graham is a brother of John W. Graham, Gen- 
eral Freight Agent of the Chesapeake and Ohio 
Railway.

A SUIT TO FORECLOSE. 

CuiIcaGco, Feb. 5.— Judge Upton M. 
Young, of St. Louis, Special Master in Chancery, 
began taking testimony here to-day in a fore- 
closure suit brought by Marie Servan, of Paris, 
against the La Grange (Mo.) Rolling MilisCom- 
pany. This company was organized 13 yearsago, 
and the mills subsequently passed into the hands 
of the McKenney Tubular Rail Company, of 
this city. Since then they havejnever been ope- 
rated except for three weeks last Spring. Some 
500 bonds of $100 each were sold, secured by 
mortgage. At the present time M. F 
Sheridan, of the Chicago Board of Trade, owns 
$27,500 worth of these bonds, and has been ap- 
pointed Receiver of the concern. Marie Servan 
owns 40 of the bonds, and others are owned by 
Charles W. Alexander, ot Aurora, Jll., and J, W. 
Scott and others, of St. Louis. The suit for 
foreclosure was brought before Judge Treat, in 
the United States Circuit Court at St. Louis, and 
Judge Young was appointed a Special Master 
to hear testimony as far as Marie Servan is con- 
cerned, and will endeavor to find out where the 


bondholders stand and what can best be done 
for their interest. 





A NEW CHURCH FOR MR. BRISTOR.

intention of the newly formed Congregational- 
ists to erect a house of worship there at an early 
day. For the present they have secured Van 
Houten 8 Halland will hold services there. A 
Sunday school has also been started in connec- 
tion with the new church, and its first session 
will be held on Sunday morning at 9:15 o'clock, 
The friends of Mr. Bristor are determined in 
thar efforts to smash the Methodist Church of 
Sing Valley. The old church organization at 
its best was not very strong. and this movement 
will take away ali the strength it bad. Mr. Bris- 
tor’s friends gloat over this fact, wnile those who 
are on the other side and who believe the Pastor 
guilty of the cnarges against him say it is a 
movement tor which the instigators will repent 
bitterly in the future.

IN AND OUT OF CONGRESS 


THE PROPOSITION TO HOLD OPEN 
EXECUTIVE SESSIONS. 

MR. PLATT’S RESOLUTION TO BE CONSID- 
ERED TO-DAY—CUTTING OFF CONSULAR 
FEES—MR. GORMAN’S CHIEF HEELER. 

WasuHINGToN, Feb. 5.—Senator Platt's 

proposition to consider all Executive nomina- 
tions in open session unless otherwise ordered by 
a vote of the Senate will receive its first consid- 
eration by the Committee on Rules to-morrow. 
The Republican Senators have not been in any 
hurry to caucus on the subject,and the committeo 
will take up the resolution without having heard 
any formal expression of the Republican posi- 
tion in the matter. A Republican caucus is ex- 
pected to be called soon, at which the Platt 
proposition will doubtless receive some atten- 
tion, but more attention will be paid as to what 
the majority can say or do regarding the flut re- 
fusal of the Administration to give the Repub- 
licans material out of which they would try 
to make capital against it. It iy not be- 
lieved that the Committee on Rules will fa- 
vor the public consideration of nomina- 
tions, Mr. Biackburn being about the only 
member of that committee who is pronounced 
in support of the idea. The Republicans will 
have an opportunity to say whatever they wish 
on the general question of their high preroga- 
tives as the highest legislative branch of the 
Government when the report of the Judiciary 
Committee on the Garland letter is presented. 
The Democrats will have the same opportunity, 
and a majority of both sides of the chamber re- 
gard this as a better scheme than to squabble in 
public over eachof the many contested nomina- 
tions which are now pending in executive ses- 
sion.

Mr. Belmont has taken another step toward 
the correction of abuses in the consular service 
that have been permitted for years. He has in- 
troduced a bill to amend section 1,750 of the 
Revised Statutes, so asto provide that every 
notarial service certified under the hand and seal 
of a Secretary of Legation or consular officer 
shall be deemed an official service,and the fee 


is to be charged and collected according to the 
schedule of fees prescribed by section 1,745 of 
the Revised Statutes. The seal of office is 
to the seal of the legation or con- 
sular officer, and no personal seal is to 
be substituted for it for the authentication 
of any of the notarial acts described. Section 
1,750 of the Revised Statutes authorizes Secre- 
taries of Legation and consular officers to per- 
form any notarial act, and gives to such acts, 
under their hand and seal of office, validity in 
the United States in all matters of evidence and 
record. These notarial acts are such as authen- 
ticating powers of attorney, attestations of deeds, 
&c. The words “notarial act” only refer to so 
much of the transaction as requires the appli- 
cation of the seal of office. It has been cus- 
tomary to treat this service as unofli- 
cial and to prescribe no fee therefor, leav- 
ing the officer to collect what he can and 
pocket it. It is, of course, impossible to com- 
pute the amount of such fees collected as per- 
quisites ina year. If is reported to be very 
jarge at the principal cities. It issaid to amount 
to $5,000 or $6,000 at London and $10,000 is suid to 
have been taken at Hong-Kong in a single year. 
At Havana it amounts to $1,000 or $1,200 a 
quarter. Estimating from accidental sources of 
information it is probable that more than 
$200,000 is taken at all the foreign ports tor nota- 
rial fees not accounted for. Theamount may be 
larger, but cannot possibly exceed $500;000 an- 
nually. By the proposed amendment the notarial 
fee which depends on the use of the seal is to be 
returned to the Treasury. This does. not pre- 
vent an officer from receiving compensation for 
private and personal service he may perform, 
If he draws up a will, a power of attorney,or an 
assignment, there is nothing to prevent bis be- 
ing properly paid for his legal or clerical labor; 
but when he comes to the attestation or authen- 
tication under official seal, that is an official 
service, for which the prescribed fee—$2—goes 
to the Treasury, or shou la £0, 


While Senator Gorman was introducing some 
of his Maryland friends to the President at the 


White House to-day the Dawes resolution, in 


which he is considerably interested, came up in 
regular order in the Senate and was adopted 
without a word of debate. This resolution di- 
rects the Secretary of the Interior to communi- 
cate to the Senate all papers on file in his de- 
partment, or which have been presented 
to any officer of that department, touch- 
ing the official and personal conduct in office 


of Henry Ward, who was suspended from his 
office as an Indian Inspector last Summer, his 
successor heing Mr. orman’s man, Morris A. 
Thomas. The fact tbat the reply of Secretary 
Lamar to this resolution will probably be a 
declination to furnish the reasons for Ward’s 
suspension has no particular comfort for Thomas 
or his friends. Senator Gorman has not succeed- 
ed in securing favorable action upon the Thomas 


nomination by the Indian Committee, and he 
is credited with having ao little hope of ever do- 
ing so that he is understood to be trying to find 
another place for his.chief heeler in, Baitimore. 
There is good reason to believe that if the 
best of reasons were shown for the suspension 
of Ward the character of Thomas would bar him 
from securing the indorsement of the Indian 
Committee, and the respectable citizens of Bal- 
timore, who have been watching the case close- 
ly, regard his rejection as assured, 


Representatives of the Union Pacific and the 
Central Pacific Railroads are to be heard at the 
Interior Department next Wegnesday before 
Assistant Secretary Jenks, when they will be ex- 
pected to give some reason why the Govern- 


ment should not begin a suit to secure the res- 
toration of so much of the amount paid to the 
Pacific Maii Steamship Company as appears to 
have been properly a part otf the fund outof 
which the Government should have received 
its 25 per cent. under the Thurman act. 
The company, it appears, has satisfied the 
Pacific Mail Company before accounting to the 
Government. While itis not contended that it 
migbt not make a contract ifit regarded sucha 
contract forthe reguiation of freight ratesa 
profitable one, the Jaw is considered plain as 
preventing expenditures of the sort before 
the Government has received its due under 
the law. <cIf a suit is brought it will 
be to secure the restoration of the propor 
tion shown to be improperly diverted. 
After the hearing the department wili report 
upon the recommendations made by an expert 
wno recently examined the books of the roads.

The House Committee on Railways and Canals 
is reported to be in a state of desperation about 
the Hennepin Canal proposition, the proposition 
to improve the Erie Canal, the Maryland Ship 
Canal, and one or two other bills before it. As 
these measures have been considered it has be- 
come evident that it would scarcely be poasible 
to report one alone, as the persons interested in 
other projects are disposed to assert themselves 
and to make the report of one conditional upon 
the report of all, It would be regarded as offen- 
sive to call this log-rolling, but the indications 
point that way, and if they were developed in 
the House would certainly deserve that name, 
It is probabie that ali the canal schemes will be 
reported to the House for consideration.

This flow comes through 1,000 feet of water, and 
shows an enormous pressure and volume of gas.

AN INDIGNANT JUSTICE, 





MRS. HOWARD ACQUITTED OF MURDER AND 
REBUKED BY THE COURT. 


Syracussz, Feb. 5.—Mrs. Carrie C. How- 
ard has been on trial at Morrisville for the last 
10 days for the murder of her husband, Albert 
Howard, and her alleged? lover, John Kief, who 
was a farm hand in the employ of Howard, is in 
jail awaiting trial. The jury brought in a ver- 
dict of not guilty in the case of the woman at 10 
o’clock this morning, after being out 15 hours. 
Justice Martin was very indignant, and said to 
Mrs. Howard: “The jury has seen fit to acquit 
you, but don’t ever do it again.” Counsellor Smith 


endeavored to make a motion for Kief’s dis- 
charge, but the Justice would not listen to him, 
and said he wanted to get out of Madison Coun- 
ty as soon as possible. Kiet will have to stay in 
jail until next October. 

There is general dissatisfaction over the ver- 
dict. Some of the jurymen say that the first 
ballot stood 10 for conviction and 2for acquit- 
tal. Itisalleged that the gary, was tampered 
with. Justice Martin said that Madison was the 
worst county in the State tor juries to acquit 
prisoners, and he iad had enough of Madison 
County justice. Mrs. Howard came into the 
room smiling after the verdict was given. There 
was no applause whatever, for the Justice had 
ordered the constables to arrest the first person 
who made any such demonstration. Very tew 
offered to shake hands with Mrs. Howard after 
the Justice’s pointed rebuke tothe jury. After 
the court adjouvnea THE TIMEs’s correspondent 
visited the jail where Mrs. Howard was getting 
ready to goaway. She was carrying apples, 
preserves, and her extra provisions to Kief. She

* Poor Johnnie has got to stay a while longer, 
but I am going to do my best to get him clear.

Mrs. Howard is a comely 
woman of graceful figure and bearing, aged 
about 32 years. She dressed elaborately and in 
good taste. Her only child, a bright and beauti- 
ph por of7 or 8 years, was with her during the 

rial. 

Albert Howard was a wealthy farmer, and 
died suddenly on Dec. 16, 1884. The intimacy 
between Mrs. Howard and Kiet was noticed im- 
mediately after the funeral, and it led to an in- 
vestigation. The body was taken up and ar- 
senic was found in the stomach. Kief wore a 
suit of Howard’s clothes to the funeral and 
rode in the carriage with Mrs. Howard as one of 
the chief mourners. Afterward be wore some 
of Howard’s jewelry. The case has excited a 
great deal of interest in Central New-York. 








GOLD HUNTERS DISAPPOINTED.

HOW THEY WERE BADLY DUPED BY A 
HALF-BREED INDIAN. 

CALHoUN, Ga., Feb. 5.—In the early Fall 
there appeared in the neighborhood of Resacaa 
half breed Iudian, who claimed to have como 
direct from tbe Indian Nation and told won- 
drous tales of goldto be found inthe hills of 
that section, of which no one knows but the In- 
dians, who had handed down the information 
from sire toson. He claimed to be a descendant of 
Bushy Head; a Choctaw, who once, he said, dug 
gold in those hills, His tales set the people wild 
and an agreement was made to buy the mineral 
interest in thousands of acres of land in the up- 
per edgeof Gordonand Murray Counties by giv- 
ing the owner half the find. With picks and shov- 
eis these men followed the Indian from place to 
place forjfive or six months and their other busi- 
ness cares were thrown to the wind in their 
eagerness to grasp the untold wealth said to 
abound in the mountain regions, The Indian 
led them to an old mine which he said the In- 
dians once worked and found in it immense 
quantities of gold. The signs gave evidence 
that the mine had once been worked 
and the searching party dreamed of the millions 
of wealth which would soon be theirs. Rocks 
were gathered with shiny specks which told of 
mineral of some kind—they knew not what—but 
which fondly cherished the hope of gold, 
Day aiter day, week after week, and 
month after month they have searched, 
always encouraged by the hope that the 
gold would at last be reached and _ their 
labor fully repaid at the end. But an end 
came. The elysian flelds have been swept away 
at one blow and their fondest hopes blighted. 
The haif breed was a fraud. His name is Sexton, 
and a little paper reached the bands of the bailiff 
of that section offering a reward for him of $200. 
Jt came from Cincinnati, and it is said he is 
wanted there badly. He mysteriously disap- 
peared and his whereabouts are now unknown.

A CANADIAN CITY UNDER WATER. 
ToronTOo, Feb. 5.—The flood in Belleville, 


asmall city east of Toronto, is much more seri- 


ous than at first reported. Nearly the whole 
city is under water, and owing to the intense 
cold weather that has prevailed all week the suf- 
fering among the families driven from their 
houses by the continually rising water is very 
great. The tlood was caused by ice in the river 
that flows past the city accumulating to such 
an extent that it dammed the stream and 
turned the water back on the city. The 
water stopped rising tor some time yesterday 
and was immediately frozen in the streets. 
Houses, churches, and public buildings were 
paved with sheets of ice, which was covered 
witn hundreds of skaters. To-day the water 
continued to rise, and many additional houses 
are now partly under water. Hundreds of fam- 
ilies, many of them very poor, bave been obliged 
to leave their homes and seek shelter in barns 
and outbouses or in the garrets of flooded dwell- 
ings. Some have had fue! and sufficient food, 
but many were almost perished with cold and 
hunger, and nota few were badly frozen. Busi- 
nessin the city has been virtually suspended, 
and the damage to property will be very great.

A NEW BANK FOR CHICAGO. 

CurcaGco, Feb. 5.—A movement is on foot 
to organizea new national bank in this city, 
with a capital of $1,000.000, to be called the 
American Exchange National Bank of Chicago, 
and the greater portion of the stock is already 
taken. Some of the best known capitalists and 
active business men are interested in the matter, 
and will be represented in the Board of Direct- 
ors. Among them are D, K. Pearsons, 
Cc. B. Eggieston, D. B. Dewey, D. W. Ir- 
win, and M. M. Kirkman. ‘The immediate 
occasion of this action is the announcement 
by the Canadian Bank of Commerce that it 
will withdraw from business in this city and 
close its ayency here on April 30 next, using, it 
is understood, its surplus funds in New-York, 
where they can be om pore to better advan- 
tage. A. L. Dewey, who has been the manager in 
this city of the Canadian Bank, will be the Cashier 
of the new bank, and the relations between the 
two institutions will be very close. The Twen- 
ty-Second-Street Bank, at ‘'wenty-second-street 
and Michigan-avenue, at present a small insti- 
tution, is to be converted into a national bank 
under the name of the Park National Bank. 
There is a rumor that an institution to be called 
the Lumbermen’s Nutional Bank is also forming. 








FEARS FOR THE PEACH CROP. 
Witminaton, Del., Feb. 5.—There isa 
strong fear amoug tne peach growers of the 
Peninsula that the severe cold of last night and 


this morning has badly injured the trees and 
ruined the prospects foracrop next S ummer. 
The mercury feilto 7° below zero in the peach 
districts and remained at that point for about 12 
bours. The most extensive and experienced 
growers in this county state that at 5° below zero 
the trees are badly injured, and at 8° below the 
damage is so great that the orchards will not 
yield at all during the following Summer. If 
there are any peaches next year, it will be due to 
the fact that the ground was heavily covered 
pe snow, Which afforded the trees some pro- 
tection.

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A SERIOUS PRACTICAL JOKE. 
SEVEN SWITCHMEN ENVELOPED IN FLAMES 
AND BADLY BURNED. 

Sr. Lours, Mo., Feb. 5.—A fearful prac- 
tical joke, resulting in probable fatal injury to 
seven men, was enacted in East St. Louis at 12 
o’clock last night. At that time Morris Mc- 
Glynn, James Donahue, William Guilxy, Pat 
Boyle, Scott Anderson, Joseph McGee, Fred 
Erickson, and another person unknown, all 
Switchmen in the yards, had congregated in a 
little frame shanty, a short distance east of the 
repair shops. They were seated around the blaz- 
ing fire talking, when some raised a laugh at the 
expense of one of those present, and they then 
started to play jokes on one another. It 
seems that the man whose name cannot 
be ascertained, on account of the refusal 
of any of the other men to divulge it, had been 
made the subject of some sport, and smarting 
under the ridicule to which he had been sub- 
jected, resolved to geteven. He left the shanty, 
and proceeding to the repair shops procured a 
can of oil. He then climbed up on the roof of 
the shanty without making any noise, and 
started to pour some of the oil down the chim- 
ney, his intention being to cause a slight explo- 
sion and trighten those inside. As he raised 
the can to the top of the chimney it 
tilted, and, the cover falling off, the 
whole contents went into the stovepipe. The 
stove door was open and the iznited oil shot out 
through it, and in an instant the whole shanty 
was in flames. Tbe sven terrified switchmen 
could not see to unlatch the door, and screamed 
loudly for help. Their clothes were on fire, and 
they were suffering intense torments. Hearing 
their agonizing cries the man who had poured 
the ojl in the chimney knew that his intended 
joke had turned outseriously, and jumping from 
the roof of the burning house he began to batter 
in the door. Itsoon yielded, and he then dragged 
his seven unfortunate victims out. By this 
time the night watchman and a number of other 
yard hands, attracted by the flames, which had 
shot through the roof, arrived on the scene, and, 
taking off their coats, threw them around the 
seven men, whose clothes were burning or their 
backs. Fortunately there was considerable snow 
in a slough near by, and the men were hurried 
down the embankment and rolled in it until the 
flames were extinguished. They were then 
placed in a caboose, to which an engine was at- 
tached, and conveyed to the relay station read- 
ing rooms. 

Scott Anderson, one of the injured men, was 
found at his residence this morning. His hair 
was badly singed and his neck was covered with 
bandages. Three fingers of his right hand were 
burned nearly off. e said he was the least in- 
jured of the lot; that he knew the man who had 


played the joke on them, but would not give 
him away. 
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PART OF THE PLUNDER RESTORED. 
THE BOLD MANNER IN WHICH A PENNSYL- 
VANIA HOUSE WAS ROBBED. 
HuntTimncpon, Penn., Feb. 5.—Part of the 
large sum of money stolen from Thomas West- 
brook, train dispatcher on the Pennsylvania 
Railroad in this city, on Monday last, has been 
restored to him, having been found this morn- 
inginacanvas bag which had been left during 
the night inside a gate on his premises, near the 
rear door of hisdwelling, from which the money 
was taken, The robbery was a bold one, hav- 
ing been perpetrated in broad daylight and 
by a well planned ruse. Westbrook’s wife 
was alone in their house in Portstown, a 
suburban village, when word was brought to 
her trom her son’s house, near by, that a strange 
boy had calied there and said that her sister. 
Lizzie Westbrook, had been stricken with paral- 
ysis. This alarmed tke unsyspecting lady, and 
she at once went to see hersister. After locking 
the doors of her house she came into town and 
found that her sister, Mrs. Westbrook, had not 
been stricken, but was in her usual health, as 
were also her other sisters, Mrs. Letterman 
and Mrs. Conrad. This led Mrs, Westbrook to 
suspect that something was wrong, and on 
hurrying home she discovered that the back 
door ane a door to a room up stairs had been 
broken open and $2,500 taken from a trunk. 
The door was pried open with a hatchet which 
the thieves had found in the yard. Detectives 
have since been at work upon the case, and 
yesterday came upon aciue of which one of the 
thieves became apprised, and to avoid detection 
he restored the amount in his possession, which 
was about $1,5u0. The remaining $1,000 is be- 
lieved by the detectives to have been divided 
among four or five other persons who assisted 


in the robbery. They expect to recover it and 
arrest the thieves by to-morrow.

A LINSEED OIL POOL. 

Cuicaeo, Feb. 5.—The Western linseed 
oil crushers reached a basis of agreement here 
to-day for the establishment of a pool of the lin- 
seed oil trade of the West, and prices were imme- 
diately advanced 1 cent, or to 41 cents per gallon. 
The new pool is on substantially the same plan 
as the old consolidated linseed oil company, 
which went to pieces in 1881. It consolidates the 
58 Western oil mills into one incorporated com- 
pany, whose headquarters will be in Chicago, the 
owners being awarded stock to the appraised 
value of their milis. The returns from each 
mill will then be made to the company, and the 
profits divided as a dividend upon the stock. In 
this manner the pool gains a legal existence and 
is in a condition to enforce its contracts—some- 
thing which the ordinary association has no 

ower of doing. For the present the Eastern 

inseed oil men will not be considered in the plan 
of organization, but it is intended that it will 
ultimately include all the crushers in the United 
States. 

THE BURIED NANTICOKE MINERS. 

NANTICOKE, Penn., Feb. 5.—The work 
of driiling the bore hole into the mine where 26 
men and boys were entombed by the disaster of 
seven weeks ago progresses favorably. The drill 
is now down 110 feet, but has not yet reached 


the rock. This is entirely unexpected, as the 
officials of the company fully believed that the 
rock would be reached at about 80 feet. This 
shows that the rock overhead was not as thick 
as anticipated, and it may yet be proved by the 
drill that the roof, instead of being unusually 
strong, was quite weak at this point. The driil 
is about 400 feet from the centre of the cave hole, 
and is calculated to strike the mine at the 
highest elevation in the workings where the 
miners were caught, and in which it is naturally 
thought they would seek refuge. There can 
scarcely be any doubt that the men suffered 
death shortly after the calamity, put the bore 
hole is being put down 1n order to fully satisfy 
the friends of the men.

WHAT HAPPENED WHEN AN ENVELOPE WAS 
PUT IN THE WRONG HANDS. 

One of Wall-street’s delights is her ama- 
teur pugilists, and A. H. Combs, whose office is 
in the Mills Building, isone of the Stock Ex- 
change's special objects of pride. He is not big, 
but he is quick; he does not hifi heavy blows, 
but he puts them in the right place. Yesterday 
somebody awoke Mr. Combs’s ire. He is one of 
the busiest brokers on the Stock Exchange, and 
orders to buy or sell stocks are sent to 
him frequently by messenger boys while 
he is on the floor of the Stock Ex- 
change. With these orders are often in- 
closed memoranda not intended for anybody 
else’s eyes, and this was the case yesterday. An 
envelope got into the wrong man’s hands, and 
there wasa dispute which seemed tobe of big 
proportions as the din and cry of 500 yelling 
brokers chimed in asa chorus to the animated 
remarks that were heard. It looked like a seri- 


ous difficulty, and men who were on the floor 
thought it was, but the hubbub ended quickly 
and to the greater purt of the big crowd of 
brokers whose attention had been: attracted it 
developed into a story that had plenty of inter- 
est and iots of exaggeration in it. No event that 
has happened in months on the Stock Exchange 
floor has caused more gossip. 

The name of Howell Osborn was mixed up in 
the story asit was generally told after the Ex- 
change trading hour was over, and when that en- 
terprising young mau dropped into the Windsor 
last night he was the topic of conversation again 
among the brokers who had been brave enough 
to venture away from home. But Mr. Osborn 
denied tnat he had_ been indulging in any pugil- 
ism. Heis a member of the brokerage firm of 
W. L. Stow & Co., of No. 35 Broad-street. They 
have atelephone in the Stock Exchange cor- 
necting with their own office, and one of their 
clerks attends to the telephone. But yesterday 
the clerk happened to be sick, and a messenger 
boy had to be assigned to his work. Before bus- 
iness closedinthe afternoon an Exchange page 
handed an envelope to Stow & Co.’s telephone 
boy—an envelope of the ordinary sort used in 
Wall-street for Stock Exchange orders, and the 
telephone boy hurried to deliver it toStow & 
Co.’s broker. The broker tore off the end and 
read the order. It was from a prominent oper- 
ator, and was an order to sell 5,000 shares of 
Lackawanna. That operator had not hitherto 
been sending orders to Stow & Co., and the 
broker glanced at the envelope a little aston- 
ished; he was more astonished when he discov- 
ered that on: the envelope’s face in bold black 
type was printed the name of A. H. Combs. He 
called his boy and _ hurried the order 
into Mr. Combs’s hands. Not unnaturally, 
Mr. Combs was indignant when he found that 
his private business and that of a customer had 
been exposed. The telephone boy stood self- 
confessed in his guilt. Mr. Combs talked to 
him. His language was plain. The boy quaked. 
Mr. Combs did not hit anybody, but he looked 
asif he would like to if somebody of a proper 1 
age and size should be produced. It was his 
warlike countenance that started the story of a 
real battle. 

Tbe matter was brought officially to the at- 
tention of the Exchange by Howell Osborn, who 
was anxious to have it understood that the open- 
ing of the order by his firm’s representative was 
purely the result of an accident. In this he was 
satisfied. It was settled to that effect at once by 
the Stock Exchange Committee of Arrange- 
ments. Mr. Combs said last night that he was 
satisfied quickly that nothing wrong had been 
intended. But Wall-street has had its little sen- 
sation all the same.

he bartender did not question bim further 
through fear of rousing hisanger. After warm- 
ing himself at the stove fora few minutes the 
man walked out of the hotel and disuppeared. 
The bartender spoke to Jobn Kelly, the 
proprietor of the place, about the man’s 
conduct, and_ subsequently started down 
toward Coney Island Creek to find the woman. 
On the embankment near the bridge which 
spans the creek he sawcutter tracks leading 
down to the creek, andin peering about in the 
faint light he found the horse and cutter in_a 
big hole in the ice in the bed of the creek. He 
spoke to the h¢rse but the animal did not move. 
Then walkireéut on the ice be found that the 
horse was fren stiff. A woman’s woolen scarf 
was in the sleigh, andr smalishaw!l lay on the 
ice. No trace of the woman could be found. 

The accident was reported to the Gravesend 
police early yesterday morning, and was tele- 
phoned from Coney Island to Brooklyn. Several 
detectives were sent out on the case. A Fourth 
Precinct officer called at the house of William 
Loan, at No. 145 Classon-avenue, Brooklyn, late 
in the afternoon. 
ai** Billy,” said the officer, ‘did you lose a horse 
and cutter last night ?”’ 

* Yes, I did,” returned Mr. Loan. 

“Do you know where they ure?” 

“Yes. They are in Coney Island Creek |’ Mr. 
Loan then explained that while driving down 
the Boulevard bis borse had become unmanage- 
able, and swerving from the road had fallen off 
the bridse, into the creek. The ice broke 
and let the horse into the water. Loan 
tried to eet the horse out, but failed. 
He did not then know what became of the 
woman with him, but not seeing her anywhere 
about, concluded that she tad either been 
drowned or had sought a place of safety. He 
refused to give the name of the woman to the 
officer, but said that he had learned upon reach- 
ing home yesterday morning that she had re- 
turned home at about 4 oclock in the morning. 

It was learned last evening that the woman 
wus Mrs. Jennie Williams. of No. 205 Marcy- 
avenue, Brooklyn. Mrs. Williams is about 30 
rears Of age, ani has been separated from her 
1usband for some time. She said that when the 
sleigh struck the ice she was thrown out and 
partially stunned. She was confused for a time by 
the struggles of the horse, and when she re- 
gained her presence of mind she was alone. The 
horse struggled desperately for a while, and then 
jay still, Mrs. Wiliiams then climbed up to 
the road and wandered about until she 
found a man who for the minor con- 
sideration ot $20 consented to take her 
to Brooklyn. Upon arriving home she 
found that her nose, ears, and toes were frost- 
bitten. She was put to bed for medical treat- 
ment. She was calied upon during the after- 
noon by Mr. Loan, who, she said, seemed both 
surprised and pleased to find that she had re- 
turned 1n safety. 

Mr. Loan is a boss stevedore of some means. 
He Goes a thriving business on the Waliabout 
docks, keeping about 25 horses employed most 
of the time. He is about 40 vears old, and 
has a wife and family. ‘The horse that he 
drove into Coney Island Creek was Mollie 
Brannagan, .®& young trotter which he 
purchased in Danbury, Conn., a year ago for 
$1,000. The animal was a good roadster, with a 
record of 2:30 on a heavy track. She was a 
vicious beast, and was fond of running away. 
She had run away with Loan three times, on 
one gccasion injuring him severely.

FIVE DEGREES BELOW ZERC 


——_—_o__—— 
NEW-YOREK’S COLDEST DAY IN 
FIVE YEARS. 

A SHARP WIND ADDING TO THE DISOOM- 
FORTS AND SUFFERINGS OF ALL EX- 
POSED TO THE SEVERE WEATHER. 

By some sudden and remarkable dis- 
turbance of the arctic circle, or a violent jurch 
of the temperate zone toward the north pole, or 
else through the culpable negligence of the 
Weather Bureau, the whole counry was nearly 
frozen up tight yesterday, and only those people 
were thoroughly pleased who had been where 
the mercury went down so far as to get outof 
sight, and bragged of it. As far as the city is 
concerned, no such weather has been expe- 
rienced since Dec. 31, 1880, when the thermom- 
eter marked 6° below zero. Yesterday alleged 
reliable instruments in different parts of New- 
York showed a range of from 8° below (claimed 
but not proved) to as many degrees above. Taking 
the record at Hudnut’s as a fair average of what 
New-Yorkersa had to suffer, the severity of the 
cold is thus sbown: Beginning at 7 o’clock 
on Wednesday night’ the mercury showed 8° 
above zero. From this point on the fall was 
very rapid, reaching, at 5 A. M. yesterday, 5° 
below zero, and s0 little effect had the sun after 
that hour that at 11 o’clock the register showed 
an advance of only 5°, to zero. 

The wind, too, held high carnival during the 
day. Inthe early morning it howled through 
the streets with a velocity of 27 miles, and for 
an hour or two after daylight it showed signa 
of weakening, but with a reinforcement from 
the West it collected its forces once more,.and 
atll o’clock was making things generally lively 
at a rate of over 30 miles an hour. On the top of 
the Equitable Building it tore through the air 
so fiercely that it was almost impossible to stand 
up against it, and the weather prophets sta- 
tioned there at once hoisted the off-shore signal ' 
and kept it flying all day. 

The sufferings caused by the extreme:severity 
of the weather was felt by every one. Pedestri« 
ans carefully sought the sunny. side.of the 
streets andambled along at as lively'a rate a4 
the wind would permit, nearly‘every one stop- 
ping every block or two to rub his ears and re« 
store the circulation. In the street-cars the-con- 
dition of things was nearly as bad. On most-of 
the lines the passengers were just as nearly, 
frozen as those on the sidewalks, and in the cars 


where a feint of warming-is kept up by 
means of the little stove, those nearest 
the heat were half grilled, while those 
a foot away were freezing trom the wind which 
rushed in the open doors and cut the othes 
passengers to the bone. Theintense cold drove 
nearly everybody to the cars of the elevated 
roads. Intheearly hours the cars were sug- 
gestive of Greeniand’s icy mountains. Hvery 
one going home iast night took the elevated| 
road trains when possible to do so. The car¢ 
were warmer than in the morning, and if the 
heat in some was a littie too intense, the pas- 
senger could not complain, but muse on the 
inability of corporate management to grasDa@ 
happy medium. 

Car driversand truckmen felt the cold the 
most. Not tor years has there been so much dis- 
comfort for this class of workmen. On several 
of the street lines many of the drivers were un- 
able torun their accustomed number of trips, 
and among those who did reports of frostbitten 
noses, fingers, and ears were very general. 
Tbe tall policeman whose beat is on the span be- 
tween the two towers of the Brooklyn Bridge, 
inthe eariy hours of morning, from 12 to 8 
o’clock, had the appearance of a ruffied turkey 
yesterday. His bead was bound up in scarfs and 
mufflers, while beneath the big overcoat were 
extra layers of underciothing, cardigan jackets, 
and various articles. He was busy for a 
time helping frost-bitten pedestrians to the 
little shelters at the towers, where ears and 
noses were rubbed with snow. Yesterday morn- 
ing early, there were several cases of frost bites 
and the night before adozen more. The ther- 
mometer at 4 o’clock yesterday morning at the 
Brooklyn tower had worked its way down to 
2° below zero, and hovered around zero until 
sunrise. Then it went up to 5°, and in the mid- 
dle of the day was at7° At 6o0’ciock last bight 
it had settled very little. The number who paid 
a cent fora good, brisk freezing walk yesterday 
over the bridge was small. Those who did at- 
tempt it. did not stop at the towers to view the 
arctic scenery in the river below. 

Both rivers all day iong were much obstructed 
by the floating ice fields. Travel on the ferries 
was accordingly greatly delayed, and in the 
East River there were provoking delays in the 
morning, especially on the long routes, many of 
the bouts taking from three-quarters of an 
hour to an hour in making the usual trip of 10 
or 15 minutes. Mails were very late in arriving 
here 1n the early part of the day, on account of 
continued snow biockades. On the New-York 
Central the trains came in anywhere from an 
hour to an hour anda half late, and this was 
about the detention of the Eastern mails, From 
the West the trains west of Pittsburg reached 


Jersey City three hours behind time, and the 
local trains were an hour late. Upto noon no 
mails from points south of Washington had been 
received. urine the afternoon, however, the 
delayed mails arrived,and by 9 P. M. all were 
received nearly on time. Incoming vessels were 
covered with ice, and the sailors teil of extreme 
suffering from exposure to cold blasts and icy 
waves, Some steamers had difficulty in reaching 
port on accouat of thick vapors rising from the 
water. 

While the temperature was arctic in its severi- 
ty throughout the country east of the Missis- 
sippi River, the zero range extending south of 
Nashville, Tenn., where the record was 6° below, 
there was a decided change the other way in the 
Northwest, where the mercury had climbed up 
fully 60° in 24 hours in many localities, This 
was due to the formation of a warm wave, which 
is said to be on its way east, probably through 
the active efforts of the manager of the Weath- 
er Bureau to make amends for his previous 
neglect. At10P. M. the temperature had made 
a decided rise and was above zero in all places 
west of the Middle Atiantic States. A storm 
was appearing in the Northwest, central at Fort 
Garry, Manitoba, and light snows were falling 
throuch the lower lake region. The warm wave 
which had tormed in the Northwest had traveled 
as faras Dakota and Montana, and in both these 
Territories the temperature was above freezing, 
while at Nashville it was 16° and in other South- 
ern cities ranged from that to 27°. At St. Louis 
the temperature was 30°, st Chicago 20’, at Mil- 
waukee 12°,and in New-York at midnight 7° 
above zero. 

One of the curious phases of the cold snap was 
shown at the fish markets. The price of tish 
yesterday was shockingly high in the opinion of 
the frugal housekeeper, but the latter’s threat 
toeat meat, even if it was Friday, had no effect 
upon the fish dealer. He knew that so long as 
the weather betokened a proximity to the north 
pole the wary fisherman would not venture out 
to sea. The supply of fish at Fulton Market 
was equal to the demand, simply because 
prices were too high for what is known 
as family trade. Codtish that had been 
selling at from 6 to 8 cents a pound 
sold yesterday for 12 cents. Theprice per pound 
for lobsters jumped from 10 to 20 cents. If 
prices had remained as they were the supply 
would not have been equal to thedemand of 
24 hours, und, as it was, the refrigerators were 
called upon to give up frozen fish that bad been 
stored in them since last Summer. The fish- 
cleaners found a job which, though quite pleas- 
antin Summer, was almost impossible to exe- 
cute. Even the sight of a cargo of red snappers 
from Pensacola could not drive the cold out of 
their freezing toes and fingers. The dealers in 
Washington Market, where prices ruied 
or2cents lower than that of its eastern rival, 
complain that in cold weather the building is 
bardly habitable. It is filled with draughts, as 
the wind comesin and goes out as it pleases. It 
is not heated except in spots where a dealer 
sets upa temporary stove that will t.-ow out 
a little heat without requiring a stove pipe. One 
deaier, who stamped his feet as he spoke, said he 
managed to keep trom freezing to death by 
wearing two shirts, a waistcoat, three coats, and 
two pairs of socks, to say nothing of cowhide 
boots and rur cars. 

Yesterday and the day before any person de- 
sirous of so doing could enjoy a sleigh ride on 
Fifth-avenue, between Eleventh-street. and Cen- 
tral Park, for five cents. The Fifth-Avenue 
Transportation Company, which receatly re-es- 
tablished aline of stages on the avenue, sixnal- 


. ized the advent of the snowstorm of Wednesday 


last by putting a number of large sleighs on 
the route on Thursday morning, bright and 
early, and running them at five-miuute inter- 
valg throughout the day. Yesterday they were 
again on the avenue and made alternate trips 
withthe company’s stages. ‘Tuey are big affairs, 
capable of accommodating 20 or 25 passengers, 
and have been well patronized. Each is drawn 
by four horses and carriesa conductor. In de- 
sign they are a good deal like the public sleighs 
which used to be seen on Broadway ten or 
a dozen years ago, with seats along the sides and 
a high box or throne for the driver. They are 
painted white, and white strips of cloth are 
tacked on their sides, bearing the words in black 
letters, “ Fifth-avenue.” 

The entire force at the disposal of the Street- 
cleaning Department was massed in the lower 
part of the city Thursday night. There was at 
work removing snow from the streets an army 
of about 500 men, not counting cart drivers, 
and about 400 horses and carts. Over half of 
this force was emplored by the department; the 
remainder worked by contract. The same tac- 
tics were to ve pursued during last night.

Mr. Dugro’s name was sent to the Commerce 
and Navigation Committee, by whom it will be 
appropriately suspended. 

Mr. Dugro is the Grand Sachem of the Tam- 
many Society and one of the leaders of the Tam- 
many organization, the Tenth District being the 
one in which he lives and in which he has there- 
fore a proprietary interest. Mr. Dugro was 
born in New-York City, Oct. 2, 1855, and is the 
son of the late Anthony Dugro,a well known 
Democrat on the east side yearsago. Heis a 
lawyer and was graduated trom Columbia Col- 
lege and from the Law School of that institu- 
tion, In 1879 he was a member of Assembly. 
He occupied in the Forty-seventh Congress the 
seat subsequently tilled by Mr. Dorsheimer and 
now graced by Congressman Joseph Pulitzer. 
The partiality shown by the Governor toward 
Tammany Hall inthis and other matters does 
not escape the attention of the County Democ- 
racy nor increase their respect for him. 

The other nominations of the Governor were: 
Charles F. Fox, of Painted Post, Steuben Coun- 
ty, to bea Trustee of the Soldiers’ Home at 
Bath, in the place of Gen. Jonathan F, Robie, of 
Bath, term expired; George F. Comstock and 
Robert Aberdeen, of Syracuse, to succeed them- 
selves as Trustees of the State Idiot Asylum; 
William F. Warner, of Waverly, to be special 
County Judge of Tioga County in the place of 
Adolphus G. Allen, who resigned to accept a 
seat in the Assembly, and Pascal C. T. De Ange- 
lis, of Utica, to fill a vacant Trusteeship 
in the Utica Insane Asylum, These 
nominations were also sent to appropriate com- 
mittees. The Senate will not confirm Mr. Fox, 
though no opposition is likely to be. arrayed 
against this class of nominees. Gen. Robie is a 
Republican whose endeavors to repress the 
political manipulation of the soldiers by Capt. 
John F, Little have led to repeated attempts on 
the part of the latter to oust him from the 
Bvard of Trustees. Mr. Fox has the reputation 
of being *a first-class Democrat,” but for the 
reasons enumerated the Senate will hardly allow 
him to supersede Gen. Robie. 


A reform measure was introduced by Senator 
Pitts to-day which will doubtless provoke the 
opposition of some, if not all, the of Democrats, 
because it puts an end to one of the costly bu- 
reaus created by the Democratic Legislature of 
1883. It abolishes the office of Harvor Master, 
and imposes its duties upon the Dock Depart- 
ment of New-York City without any added re- 
muneration to its employes. There are 12 of 
these ofticers, 11 Harbor Masters and 1 Cap- 
tain of the Port, the former receiving $2,500 
salary, and the latter $3,500. The law whicb 
created these dozen places for Democrats pro- 
vides an annual appropriation of $33,500. Lnas- 
much as the offices never were filled, owing to 
the inability of Gov. Cleveland and the Tam- 
many Senators to avree, and as the duties have 
been discharged with entire satisfaction by the 
New-York Dock Department, without expense 
to the State, the proposition to aholish them 
altogether would seem to be a reasonable one, 
and certainly in the interest of economy. It 
will be interesting to watch the course of the 
Senate professors of reform age this measure. 

The members of the Assembly Appropriutions 
Committee were extremely reticent to-day about 
their foolish move of last night against the Civil 
Service Commission. They got together before 
the session to-day, and the Republican members 
who had voted with the Democratic mob not 
to insert the commission’s appropriation of 
$18,400 in the annual Appropriation bill, re- 
considered their course, and were counted with 
the Kepublicans, who favored giving the com- 
mission the money needed to run it this 
year. At yesterdny’s meeting four members 
otf the committee, Messrs. Curtis, Hopkins, 
and Smith, Republicans, and Mr. Greene, Demo- 
crat, were absent. In the discussion that oc- 
curred over the commission’s application for 
funds Editor Platt, of the Poughkeepsie Hagle, 
and Smith O’Brien, Albany’s sole Republican 
Assemblyman, both agreed that the commission 
wasa humbug, and that it therefore was de- 
serving of no State aid whatever. Mr. McClel- 
Jand, Democrat, of Westchester, immediately 
moved that the committee refuse to make 
the appropriation. Messrs. Platt and O’Brien 
voted with him,and his two Democratic col- 
jeagues, Messrs. McCann, of Brooklyn, and Lev- 
erich, of Seneca,and his motion was carried. 
Chairman Kruse and Mr. Porter, of Niagara, 
stoutiy protested against any such course being 
adopted, but without avail. At this morning’s 
meeting these two members were reinforced 
by Gen. Curtis, and there was another 
jong .discussion over the committee's ab- 
surd act. Several motions were made for 
the purpose of correcting it, but they 
were lost by the union of the three Democrats 
andthe two Republicans. Mr. Krusé made an 
appeal in behalf of the commission, the re- 
forms in which it was envaged and the Repub- 
lican Party, and told Messrs. Platt and O’Brien 
that they were scandalizing the party by their 
course, Finally the two obdurates yielded and 
voted with Messrs. Curtis, Kruse, and Porter, 
and the appropriation was inserted, The three 
Democrats yoted against and jeered their two 
Republican associates for “deserting their 
colors.” 


Mr. Kruse reported to the Assembly to-day 

the annual Appropriation bill from his Appro- 
priations Committee. Its amount is about 
$7,500,000. The total rmount is about $450,000 in 
excess of last year’s appropriation. This is ac- 
counted for by the fact that the common school 
fund has been increased from $3,250,000 to 
$3,750,000, which is warranted by the increased 
needs of the school system. By request the item 
of $18,000 for the New-York City Museum has 
beed omitted. A separate Dil! will be intro- 
duced asking for a special appropriation for the 
maintenance of the museum. he New-Paltz 
Normal School has been added to the list of 
State normal schools, and is apportioned the 
usual amount of $18,000. 
The bill was never before reported so early in 
the session. The effort will be made this year to 
get it to the Governor so that it shali be signed 
before the Legislature adjourns. This wili leave 
the Governor with one less clubin his hands 
when the 80 days following the adjournment 
sine die arrive. The Democrats are expected to 
delay this purpose of the Republicans, in obedi- 
ence to a desire expressed by Gov. Hill to that 
effect. They undertook to guide the Assembly 
when Mr. Kruse asked that the Appropriation 
bill be made a special order for next Tuesday. 
They carried their point, in fact, and compelled 
the Republican majority to name the following 
Thursday. 

It is understood that the Democratic minority 
has decided to take up the old fight of the 
Jesuits against the Randall Island House of 
Refuge, and that it will supporta motion to 
strike out from the bill the appropriation of 
$70,000 for that institution, on the ground that 
freedom of worship is not enjoyed by its in- 
mates. Opposition to the insertion of the item 
was made by Democratic members of the Ap- 
propriations Committee, and this opposition will 

robably be repeated upon the open fioor of the 
iouse. lt is said that the leader of the minority, 
Mr. Sheehan, ispreparing a speech ageinst the 
Randall’s Island managers on the same old 
grounds, foliowed by Senators Gibbs ana Mc- 
Carthy and their Democratic colleagues in the 
Senate last year. 

In this Appropriation bill the amount allowed 
the National Guard in $850,000. or $50,000 less 
than last year. Among the other appropriations 
are the following: Salaries, Quarantine Commis- 
sioners, $7,500; State Assessors, $6,000; postage 
for the Governor and the State officers, $5,800; 
stationery for same gentlemen, $6,000; care of 
Capitol and State buildings, $150,000; Secretary 
Board of Regents, $3,500; Assistant Secretary, 
$2,000: expenses of Board of Regents, including 
postage, expressage, printing, stationery, visita- 
tion, examination, attendance of the Regents at 
the meetings, messenger, and office, $4,000; 
purchase of books for State Library, $5,000: 
premiums to State agricultura) societies, $28,000; 
experimental station at Geneva, $20,600; com- 
pensation and mileage of members of Legisia- 
ture. $340,000; legislative printing, $60,000; legis- 
lative incidental expenses, $18,000; support and 
maintenance of prisons, ordinary repairs, and 
purchase and pviant of material, $450,000; Onon- 
daga salt springs, $64,153 37; Labor Bureau, 
$10,000; State Board of Health, $20,000; Western 
House of Refuge, $85,000: Randall’s Island 

House of Refuge, $70,000; Governor’s depart- 
ment, including repairs to Executive Mansion, 
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32,000. 

Assemblyman McCann sought to introduee a 
resolution just as the session closed. precipi- 
tating upon the House the ancient fight between 
the Roman Catholics of New-York City and _ the 
managers of the House of Refuge. Mr. Van 
Allen’s objection compelled its withdrawal for 
the day, though it was first read through for the 
benefit of the House. It practically cites the 
managers to show cause why they should not be 
deprived of their annual appropriation, al- 
leging that they have violated the constitution 
in not permitting Roman Catholic children to 
receive priestly ministrations. 

The commercial travelers of the State are de- 
sirous that the Legislature shall request the 
New-York Congressmen and Senators to urge 
such national legimetion as will enable taem 





“to solicit orders for sales of goods and mer. 
chandise to dealers or merchants of-other States 
and Territories, without payment of any license ; 
or mercantile tax.” The drummers complain 
that in certain sections of this country license 
fees are exacted of them which discriminate 
against non-residents’and the products of other 
sections, and in some instances are so excessive 
as to be prohibitory. Their resolution request- 
ing§the indorsement by the Legislature of na- 
tional legislation was introduced by Speaker 
Husted, and went over under the rules, 

Senator ‘Pitts’s bill submitting the question 
whether there shall be a constitutional conven- 
tion to the people passed the Assembly to-day. 

The quarrel between the New-York Emigra- 
tion Commissioners was the subject of a brief 
discussion by the Senate. A substitute for Sen- 
ator Murpby’s resolution Cpmmeeting, an in- 
vestigation was offered by Senator Pitts, di- 
recting the Commerce and Navigation Commit- 
tee to report if any necessity exists for an in- 
vestigation. by the Senate and unanimously 
adopted. The young Tammany Senator, Mr. 
Reilly, calmly suggested that there was a way 
out of all this trouble, and that was for the 
Senators to confirm P. H. Dugro as Emigration 
Commiussoner. Senator Fassett reminded him 
that nothing very serious could be the matter 
with the affairs of the present Emigration Com- 
missioners else Senator Jacohsand his Democrate 
ic committee would have discovered it when they 
investigated the bureau three years ago. Senator 
Worth expects to make inquiries at Castle Gar- 
den to-morrow and report to the Senate next 
week. Gov. Hillevinces much interest in the 
Castle Garden bureau and its patronage, partic- 
ularly the latter. Should the Senate fail to dis- 
cover reasons why an investigation should be 
ordered he will, it is said by some of his Demo- 
cratic friends, appoint a hidebound committee 
of his own to find fault with the commission’s 
workings. 

Mr. Cullen introduced a bill directing the New- 
York Board of Health to set apart the grounds 
between Ninety-fifht and Ninety-seventh streets 
and First-avenue and the East River for the 
temporary deposit of stable manure until it can 
be removed from the city. 

The bill to permit the sale of salt sea striped 
bass was reported favorably by the Game Com- 
mittee, and on Mr. Pierce’s statement that it was 
desirable that the bill go into effect before Lent 
begins, to accommodate the New-York fish mar- 
kets, the bili was passed. 


FELL FROM THE ELEVATED ROAD. 








AN ATTEMPT TO BOARD A TRAIN AT THE 
REAR END. 

A man who, if he was tipsy, was not suf- 
ficiently so to attract the attention of the ticket 
taker and gateman of the down-town station of 
the Sixth-avenue elevated railroad at Twenty- 
third-street, bought a ticket and went on the 
platform at about8o’clock last night, Soon 
after persons in the street saw first a shower of 
papers and clothes and the wreck of a paper 
box tumble into the street, and a mo- 
ment after a man fell headlong from 


the track, just as a Sixth-avenue car, bound 
down town, passed, and he fell onthe roof of 
the car and Jay there asif stunned. The car was 
stopped, and the man was removed to W. B. 
Riker’s drug store, No. 853 Sixth-avenue. He 
was soon able to talk, although suffering 
acute agony. He said he was Hubert 
Osmund, a telegraph operator, of No. 53 
Bowery, and tbat he was entering the 
gate of the last car of a _ train when it 
was slammed in his face. He tried to open the 
last gate on the car, which is always kept locked, 
and wus carried to the end of the platform, 
where the rail struck him. He whirled around, 
fell on the track, and staggered about until he 
fell onthecar. An ambulance took him to the 
New-York Hospital. The surgeons there said 
he appeared to have a fracture of the thigh, and 
that he was not sober. 

Tne railroad officials said that so far from 
knowing how Osmund got hurt their first inti- 
mation that be had met with an accident was 
when some one came up stuirs and said a man 
had fallen from the track. Osmund’s clothes 
and papers were collected and sent to the hospi- 
tal. A policeman who helped to carry Osmund 
to the drug store said he was sober,

FLAMES IN MAIDEN-LANE. 

Smoke issuing from the basement of No. 
126 Front-street, just before midnight, and the 
quick spread of the flames led to the issuing of 
three alarms in quick succession. Tke fire in 
the meanwhile burned its way to the upper 
floors, and by the time the engines arrrived 


the interior of the building was a mass of 
flame. The building,a three-story and basement 
structure, with iron front, was completely 
gutted, but the fire was prevented from spread- 
ing tothe buildings on either side. The base- 
ment was occupied as a Delaware, Lackawun- 
na and Western Railway ticket office and 
partiy asa United Lines Telegraph office. The 
first floor was occupied by J. Neumark & Co., 
importers and commission merchants; the sec- 
ond floor by Haas Brothers, grocers, and the 
third tloor by the New-York and Balti- 
more Coffee Polishing Company. The stock of 
Haas Brothers was entirely destroyed, as were 
almost the entire contents of Neumark & 
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Co.’s place. The loss to the occupants 
of the building could not be ascer- 
tained. The loss on the building was 


about $20,000. Andrew McCormack, the janitor, 
ot No. 124 Front-street, was asleep on the top 
floor of that building with his wife and two 
children. They were waked up by the police 
and made to leave the building, but the fire did 
not extend there. A member of Truck No.6 
was thrown from the truck in Maiden-lane on 
the way to the fire and seriously injured. He 
was sent back to the truck house. 





APPEALING TO IRISHMEN’S SONS. 

‘*You don’t have to talk long before 
you can getan Irishman’s last dollar for Ire- 
land’s welfare,” said ex-Senator Thomas F. 
Grady at a crowded meeting held at Stuyvesant 
Hall last night by the Sixteenth District Associ- 
ation of Tammany Hall.

TERRORIZED BY RUFFIANS. 

LANCASTER, Wis., Feb. 5.—The villages of 
Glen Haven, Cassville, and Potosi, along tbe 
shore of the Mississippi River in Grant County, 
are the scene of daily rows ‘among the workers 
on the Chicago, Burlington and Northern Rail- 
road. Many of the men have quit work on 
account of the severity of the weather, and xo 
into the villa es to spend their money in saloons. 
When the* saloons close they break into private 
houres and demand shelter of the occupants. 
This occurred nearly every night in Cassville 
and Glen Haven. The officers of the law are so 
few in number that they find it difficult to keep 
the railroaders from committing desperate deeds. 
About 200 workmen near Glen Haven struck 
yesterday for an advance of wages from $1 25 to 
$150 per day. The contractors wouid not ac- 
cee to their demand, and about half of the men 
quit work and have gone into the villages, where 
trouble is anticipated. 


GOOD NEWS FOR THE MINERS. 

Mount CARMEL, Pepn., Feb. 5.—The five 
Philadelphia and Reading collieries in the Mount 
Carmel district drawn to furnish a rate of wages 
for January work have returned prices 4 per 
cent, below the $2 50 basis, but the company has 
announced that they will pay the full basis rate. 
This is good news tothe miners and business 
men, who feared a cut in wages and consequent 
trouble. Tnig rate is 10 per cent. above the 
wages paid in January of last year, and the 
members of the Miners and Laborers’ Amalga- 
mated Association attribute the improveman* to 
the existence of that organization.

AFFAIRS OF THE RAILROADS. 
THE’ST.,PAUL’S RETALIATION. 


“MAKING A LARGE CUT IN RATES AT THE 


BEGINNING OF ITS FREEDOMs 

Cutcaaco, Feb. 5.—Relieved from the 
embarrassment of connection with the Missouri 
River Passenger Association, the Chicago, Mil- 
waukee and 8t. Paul Railroad Company to-day 
announced acuton rates to Council Bluffs and 
at the same time one. on rates to St. Paul. The 
announcement was made in the shape of a 
notice to agents stating that the Rock Island 
had been for months selling tickets to St. Paul 
at less than tariff rates and refused to restore 
rates, and that the Milwaukee and 8t. Paul 
felt compelled to meet the Rock Island 
ratesin order to protect its legitimate business. 
Second class tickets to either Council Bluffs or 
St. Paul would therefore be sold over the coun- 
ter at $7 each * till,” concludes the notice signi- 
ficantly, “tickets are sold in the market over 
other lines at a less rate.”’ 

There has hitherto been no second class rate to 
Council Bluffs and the first class rate has been 
$12 50. The cut is therefore virtually $5 50. 
The second-class rate to St. Paul has been $9, 
making the cut to that point $2. The Rock Isl- 
and, at which the Milwaukee and St. Paul’s blow 
is directed, is hampered in retaliatory measures 
by its connection with the new Missouri River 
Passenger Association, which was formed this 
week. By the terms of the new agreement it can 
meet the cut on the Council Bluffs business, which 
is included in the new association, only through 
Arbitrator Wilson. It is not doubted, how- 
ever, that some way will be found to meet the 
competition of the Milwaukee and 8t. Paul. 
As far as the St. Paul business is concerned, it is 
free to take such steps as it sees fit, and a very 
lively rate war is expected, 


CONFIRMING A SALE. 

INDIANAPOLIS, Feb. 5.—The confirmation 
of the recent sale of the Toledo, Cincinnati and 
St. Louis Railroad to the bondholders repre- 
sented by Mr. 8. H. Kneeland, of New-York, 
brought together to-day probably the most dis- 
tinguished array of railroad counsel ever gath- 
ered in Indianapolis. There were in attendance 
upon the United States court, Judges Gresham 
and Woods sitting, Col. Robert G. Ingersoll, of 
New-York, who represents the purchasers; 
Messrs. McDonald, Butler, Mason, and McFar- 
land, of New-York, representing the bondhold- 
ers; Baker, Hord, and Hendricks, represent- 
ing the Trustees; J. L. High, of Ohicago, 
and Henry D. Hyde, of Boston, representing the 
car owners; Clarence Brown, of Toledo: Bluford 
Wilson, of Sprinefield, IlJ.; James Iryin, of 
Toledo; Judge Isham, of Chicago, a partner of 
Robert Lincoln; C. W. Fairbanks, general at- 
torney of the Indiana, Bloomington and West- 
ern; R. B. F. Pierce, general counsel of the Re- 
ceiver of the Indianapolis, Decatur and Spring- 
field Railroad, and others. The sale was con- 
firmed, and the court spent some time In arrang- 
ingaplan forthe adjudication of claims. The 
company will be reorganized in a few days un- 
deranewname. After much wrangling among 
the attorneys Judge Gresham decided that the 
creditors of the road and of the Receiver 
should have until March lin which to file their 
claims. The Master reported claims amounting 
to $800,000, but it is the opinion of attorneys 
after to-day’s developments that the purchasers 
will be compelled to provide for the payment of 
at least $1,250,000. 
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A ROAD TO HUDSON’S BAY. 

Sr. Paut, Minn., Feb. 5.—A special to 
the Pioneer Press from Winnipeg says that the 
construction of a raiiway from the head of Lake 
Winnipeg to Fort Churchill, on Hudson’s Bay, 
is now an assured fact, arrangements having 
just been concluded under which work will be 
immediately begun. When surveyors were sent 
over the proposed route last Fall their expenses 
were borne by Messrs. Granet and McLennan, 
railway contractors, on condition that they 
should have the first opportunity for making 
tenders for the work. The report of the sur- 
veyors being highly satisfactory, the firm was 
given the privilege of tendering bids on the 
work. Tney made a definite offer to build the 
road for much less than was originally supposed 
it could be built for. This offer was cabled by 
President Sutherland to English capitalists, who 
have the scheme in hand, Last night they 
cabled a reply authorizing the closing of the 
contract. It is understood that building opera- 
tions will be begun very soon, starting at the 
head of Lake Winnipeg. 








THE NEW-JERSEY CENTRAL. 
At a meeting of the Directors of the 
New-Jersey Central Railroad yesterday a reso- 
lution was passed referring the recent decision 


of Chancellor Runyon, in the Vail case, to the 
officers of the company, with power to act un- 
der advice of connsel. This, if was explained, 
means that the company will at once be placed 
in an active Receiver’s hands, President Little 
being Recetver now only as regards the floating 
debt. The Chancellor has already given Mr. 
Little the option of resuming the management 
of the company under the court’s direction. 


PHILADELPHIA, Feb. 5.—Exceptions were 
filed in the United States Circuit Court to-day 
on benalf of the Receivers of the Philadelphia 
and Reading Railroad Company, to the report 
of Special Master Dallas in relation to the peti- 
tion of the Central Railroad Company of New- 
Jersey asking to exercise the option of cancel- 
ing its lease to the Reading Railroad.

CANADIAN PACIFIC’S PROFITS. 

MONTREAL, Feb. 5.—The official state- 
ment of the business of the Canadian Pacific 
Railway for the past year was issued to-day. 
The gross earnings were, for December, $729,935 
and the working expenses $488,951, giving a net 
profit of $241,033. For December of the previous 
year the net profit was $171,815, giving a gain in 
net profits for this month in the year of $69,718. 
For the whole year 1885 the gross earnings of the 
company were $8,368,493. The working expenses 
were $5,143,276, giviug a net profit of $3.225,218. 
During 1884 there was a protit of $1,191,890, and 
the net increase in profits was therefore $2,033,- 
826. The total mileage of the line in operation 
is now 3,527, and during December $14,000 for the 
carriage of building material is included in the 
gross earnings, as against $38,000 during the same 
month last year. 
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AN EXPENSIVE LINE TO BUILD. 

OTTawa, Feb. 5.—James Isbester and P. 
J. Brown have been awarded the contract for 


building a railway from the Inter-Colonial Rail- 
way at Metapedia, to Paspebiac, a distance of 93 
miles along the north shore of Bay Chaleurs, in 
Quebec Province. The contract was signed to- 
day by Senator Robitaille, Presicent of the 
Paspebiac Railway. Thecountry through which 
this road will pass is mountainous and the work 
will be expensive. The Dominion Government 
has granted a subsidy of $6,400 per mile and the 
Government of the pete Province has also 
granted asubsidy. If work is commenced on 
this road at once it will furnish employment to 
a number of fishermen who have been left-desti- 
tute by the failure of fishing firms. 


SLEEPING CAR ENTERPRISE. 

Burra.o, N. Y., Feb. 5.—The New-York 
Central Sleeping Car Company has leased the 
unfinished shops of the West Shore Railroad in 
this city, and willat once extend and complete 
them ata cost of $200,000. The company will 
use the shops forthe construction of its own 
cars, and will be able to work upon 80 at one 
time in the new buildings. The company is 
about to increase the salaries of its conductors 
25 per cent., making the maximum salary $100 
per month.

THE GREAT CONTESTS POSTPONED FOR LAOK

POUGHKEEPSIE, N. Y., Feb. 5.—There 
were enlivening scenes on the river at New- 
Hamburg this morning, it having been an- 
nounced that the yachts of the Poughkeepsie 
and Hudson River Clubs would sail two races 
over that course for the Poughkeepsie 
challenge pennant and the ice yacht chal- 
lenge pennant of America.

down before the wind at terrific speed, when she 
struck a hummock, and at the same time was 
hit by atremendous flaw, when she lifted high 
in air and Mr. Sanford was_ hurled out as quick 
as lightning, and the racer dropping again went 
on her way with the speed of a whirlwind. It 
looked as if she was going to dash into the rail- 
road track, but just before reaching the em- 
bankment something caused her to whirl! sud- 
denly about, and she started off like a gale of 
wind on the westward tack. 

Some of the people on_the ice ran for the 
shore. much frightened. Finally she struck a 
mound of snow and stopped short, when she was 
captured, no damage baving occurred, and she 
Was s00n on her way to New-Hamburg, with Mr. 
Sanford safely onboard. All the yachts reached 
New-Hamburg before noon, the fleet of racers 
being composed of the Snow Flake, Grace, 
Jessie B., Avalanche, Jack Frost, Great Scott, 
Northern Light, Icicle, Haze, and Scud. Before 
they arrived there were two races by boats 
of the New-Hamburg Club, the first being the

FREDERICK, Md., Feb. 5.—In conse- 
quence of the strike of the Pennsylvania coke 
burners, the Catoctin Iron Company have been 
compelled to bank their fires and temporarily 
suspend operations because of the lack of fuel.

CLEVELAND, Ohio, Feb. 5.—Owing to the 
continuance of the strike in the Connellsville 
coke regions the prospects of a famine in the pig 
iron market are becoming more serious daily. 
The supplies of coke and pig iron inthe mar- 
ket are growing constantly smaller, and iron 
men assert that a prolongation of the 
troubles for a few weeks would almost para- 
lyze the iron business in Ohio and Pennsyl- 
vania. A prominent iron manufacturer says 
there is at present very little coke in 
this city, and should the strike be prolonged the 
effect will be very serious. 


GREENSBURG, Penn., Feb. 5.—The situa- 
tion in the coke regions was not materially 
changed to-day. The writs of ejectment issued 
yesterday have not been served, Sheriff Stewart 
refusing to evict the strikers while the cold 
weather lasts. He says if the operators want 
the Hungarians turned out they will have to do 
it themselves. Several works were in operation 
to-day, and others were preparing to resume. 


TWO MYSTERIOUS DEATHS. 

MARSHALLTOWN, Iowa, Feb. 5.—Joseph 
Cavanagh, an Englishman who has lived here 20 
years, and was formerly a respected citizen, was 
found dead in bed at his house this evening, and 
beside him, breathing his last, was a man named 
Buckley, who is not well known in this vicinity, 
but issaid to be a physician. Cavanagh and 


Buckley were last seen on Monday night. They 
were not together, and it was not known that 
they were even acquainted. To-night Cav- 
anagh’s son-in-law broke into the for- 
mer’s house. The door to Cavanagh’s sleep- 
ing room was locked, and on the floor 
outside were his clothes and those of Buckley. 
When the door was opened Cavanagh was found 
dead and cold. Buckley, who occupied part of 
the same bed, was alive, but died in a few 
minutes. There was no evidence of a struggle 
and both men looked asif they died easily. It is 
the opinion of the doctors who were called that 
both took chloral, though no motive is known 
for the act. Cavanagh has lately been very dis- 
sipated, and his wife recently separated from 
him.

The operator at Mill Creek, a 
few miles from Williamsville, failed to stop 
the Memphis train owing to the signal 
failing to work, and the train from 
St. Louis was going about 18 miles an 
hour when struck by the Memphis train 
at tullspeed. Both engines went down the em- 
bankment about 2 feet, and were badly wrecked. 
No damage was done to the rest of the train. 
Engineer Wallace, of the Memphis train, and his 
fireman, name unknown, were instantly killed. 
They lived in Memphis. Engineer Walker, of 
the St. Louis train, jumped from the train and 
was badly injured. His fireman, name unknown, 
was caught between the engine and the tender 
and crushed to death. Walker is from Aurora, 
Ill. Engines were sent from Poplar Blutf and 
both trains went on, the train from 8t.

ART WORKS RUINED. 





FIRE~CAUSES A POSTPONEMENT OF THE 
KIT-KAT CLUB’S MEETING, 

The members of the Kit-Kat Club who 
purposed attending its semi-weekly meeting last 
night arrived at their studio to find the Fire De- 
partment busy fin destroying with water such of 
their works of art as fire and smoke had spared. 
At 7:50 0’clock Mr. George Vandien, an artist, 
whose studio is, like that of the club, on the top 
floor of the Demorest Building, No. 23 East Sev- 
enteenth-street, discovered that smoke, which 
had been noticed for some time, came from 


the clubroom, and that ai stove had 
fired the box for storing coal and 
wood. When the firemen arrived the 


clubroom was ablaze, but a quarter of an hour 
later all danger to other occupants of the house 
wasover. The members of the ciub, which was 
not insured, organized a rescuing party and 
saved a box of aquarelles and oil paintings and 
afew sketches. About 30 aquarelles, oil paint- 
ings, and sketches were ruined, with furniture 
and other property. Many of the sketches were 
from the club’s last exhibition. “ The Confes- 
sion,” by Edward Siebert; ‘* A Spanish Officer.” 
by Cusachs, of Barcelona; ** Evening,” a large 
charcoal study by C. Graham, and an ideal 
head in water colors by Moreno were among the 
ruined works. 

The loss on art works is about $1,000. The 
officers of the club are P. G. Cusachs, President; 
W. C. Fitler, Vice-President; Mr. Roush, Cor- 
responding Secretary; Mr, Fagan, Recording 
Secretary, and Edward Connell, Treasurer. In 
the adjoining studio of F. F. Martinez about $200 
damage was done. On the next floor underneath 
was the office of G@. W. Colby, whose loss is about 
$100, and the studio of Hillary Bell, where $200 
damage was done. The loss onthe building is 
about $400. The members of the Kit-Kat Club 
met in the studio of Miss Bevier, exchanged con-

DEATH OF HOLLIS L. POWERS. 

Hollis L. Powers, for many years a 
well-known hotel man in this city, died 
at his residence, No. 556 Fifth-avenue, at 
8:20 o’clock last night, in his fifty-ninth 
year. His father was a farmer at Marl- 
borough, Vt. When about 20 years old the son 
left his home and went to Boston, where he 
obtained a minor position in the United States 
Hotel. Two years subsequently he went to Cape 
May and took charge of a hotel there. From 
Cape May young Powers went to Philadelphia 
as Superintendent of the Harrison House. 
About 1852 he came to New-York, and fora while 
wasemployed at Lovejoy’s Hotel. Thence he 
went as clerk to what is now known as the In- 
ternational, but which was then styled Earle’s 
Hotel, on Park-row. Soon afterward he was 
taken into partnership by Mr. Earle, the pro- 
prietor of the house, and when:the latter 
went up town he became sole proprietor, 
The hotel then was named atter him, 
and subsequently was renamed the Com- 
mercial and finally the International. Mr. Pow- 
ers conducted the house until 1869, when he 
leased the Grand Central Hotel. He remained 
there until October, 1879. Since then he has de- 
voted himself to dealing in stock, his 


office being at No. 24 New-street. Mr. 
Powers was almost uniformly successful 
in his hotel ventures and is said to 


have accumulated a fortune in the business. 
Abouta month ago he complained of feeling 
ill,and since then he has been growing worse. 
Heart disease, complicated toward the end by 
pneumonia, was the cause of death. His remains 
will probably be interred at Ludlow, Vt., but 
the funeral arrangements have not yet been de- 
cided upon. 





WRECKS ON THE VIRGINIA COAST. 

NORFOLK, Va., Feb. 5.—The schooner Col. 
S. W. Razee, with lumber, from Petersburg for 
New-York, went ashore in Lynn Haven Bay in 
the storm last night, and is a total loss. The 
crew remained in the cabin, which was half full 
of water, until this morning, when they were 
rescued. One man, a Norwegian, attempted to 


swim ashore and was drowned. The schooner 
James L. Maloy, with lumper, hence for New- 
York, has been towed back in distress, having 
been ashore on Willoughby’s Spit. The schoon- 
er Frank N. McGear, from Savannah, with ]um- 
ber, is ashore at Sewell’s Point. ‘lhe Captain has 
been taken to the hospital here having been se- 
verely frostbitten. Thefsteamer, Roanoke, Capt. 
Crouch, from New-York, reports that at 9 A. M., 
when off Cobb’s Island, Virginia, she sighted the 
three-masted schooner Emma Avery, of New- 
York, Capt. D. M. Hall, flying a signal of distress. 
She went as near to her as was safe and then 
lowered the lifeboat, which, after four hours’ 
hard work, saved the entire crew of seven men. 
Two of the schooner’s crew and four of tbe 
Reanoke’s were frostbitten, and all were sent to 
the bospital in this city. The schooner was 
loaded with coal for New-Haven. She will prove 
a total loss.

THE NORTHERN PACIFIC LANDS. 


ONE OF THE EFFECTS OF THE TRAILL 
COUNTY TAX DECISION, 

St. Paun, Minn., Feb. 5.—A Valley City, 
Dakota, special to the Pioneer Press says: 
“When what is known as the Traill County tax 
decision was rendered by the Supreme Court of 
the United States lands on odd sections were 
supposed to have been more or less af. 
fected. The Eastern holders of these lands, 
as well as residents, have almost all 
paid taxes on them in this county without pro- 


test. Yesterday the Board of County Commis. 
sioners of Barnes County allowed a claim of 
$5,207 44 on account of tax title certiticates held 
by them. It is authoritatively understood that 
this amount includes not only lands affected by 
the injunctions issue’ at the instance of the 
Northern Pacific ,but all lands on oda 
sections in Barnes County on which they had 
certificates. On some of them Treasurers’ deeds 
were held, the land having been deeded by the 
railroad company to a third party, and after- 
ward sold for taxes. The board, in paying this 
amount to claimants, not only refundea the 
amount originally paid, but also allowed 
the 380 per cent. interest allowed by law iu 
this Territory. This establishes a precedent for 
Eastern capitalists who hold ax certificates on 
land in this county to also present their bills to 
the board. 
class of certificates in this county is estimated at 
between $400,000 to $500,000.” 

The publication of this dispatch caused con- 
siderable surprise in railway circles. The Traill 
County tax decision was to the effect that the 
Northern Pacific was not compelled to pay taxes 
on lands to which it was entitled, but which had 


not been patented to it. Title rests in 
the Government until the company has 
paid the cost of surveys and cer- 


tain fees. These the company stand ready to 
pay, but the Government cennot accept. them 
until the surveys are made. Northern Paciflo 
officials here claim that the decision did not af- 
fect taxes already paid, and in no way provided 
for the refunding of the same; and, further, that 
there is no law in Dakota which would compel 
such refunding. It is claimed that the action of 
the Barnes County Commissioners is wholly 
illegal, and some intimate that there may ie a 
big job at the bottom of it. 


MR. DOWNS STRIKING BACK. 

Boston, Feb. 4.—On Monday last Judge 
Norton, Lawyer Coffee. and the Rev. Mr. 
Downs took the Rev. Secretary George 
W. Bosworth to task for omitting Mr. 
Downs’s name from the list of Massachu- 
setts ministers. lt is alleged that Mr. 
Bosworth promised to sign a paper that Mr. 
Downs was a clergyman in good stand- 


ing and expressing regret that any 
act of the subscriber should have given 
another impression. Mr. Coffee having held 
this paper in_ readiness for three days 
without Mr. Bosworth’s putting in an 
appearance, suit has been brought against 
the latter for $20,000 damages. The 
writ charges Mr. Bosworth with the willful 
erasure and omission of Mr. Downs’s 
name from “two lists and the statistical 
tablets, and for various utterances at the 
meeting of ministers which expelled Mr. 
Downs from the Conference. Property 
of Mr. Bosworth in Cambridge has been at- 
tached for the sum claimed. This morning a 
second suit was brought by Mr. Downes. It 
seeks to recover one year’s salary, amounting to 
$3,000 from the Bowdoin-Square Church, ‘The 
society's funds in bank were attached to cover 
the amount claimed. 











THE NESSMORE WAS SEAWORTHY. 

BALTIMORE, Ieb. 6.—In the United States 
District Court to-day Judge Morris filed an 
interesting opinion in the case of Edward Morris 
against the steamship Nessmore. In this case 
the steamer, having broken one of the blades of 
her four-bladed propeller on the outward voy- 


age from Liverpool, sailed from this port for 
Liverpool on July 18, 1884, with Jibelant’s cattle 
on board and with only three blades to her 


propeller. Atseashe lost two more blades and 
put back to Baltimore for repairs. ‘he libelant 
claimed damages for the delay.

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SPIES ON PULLMAN CARS 


IT COSTS MORE TO WATCH THEM 
THAN TO PAY THEM. 
EARNINGS OF CONDUCTORS AND PORTERS 
REDUCED BY FINES—A NEW CONTRACT 

WHICH EMPLOYFS MUST SIGN. 

It is a common seurce of wonder among 
travelers who are accustomed to buy their com- 
fort in Pullman cars with liberal “tips” to the 
porter, whether that functionary will be con- 
tentto retire and live on his accumulations 
after heis tired of work, or will continue his 
fork-over-or-suffer-for-it system of taxation 
until be is rich enough to own theroad. It 
isthe general impression that Pullman car men 
are well paid by their employers for the work 
they do, and that whatever extortion passen- 
gers feel obliged to submit to is additional re- 
muncration of which the compenoy chooses to 
remain ignorant. But according to the condi- 
tions of the service, as related toa TIMES re- 
porter bya man who has been in itfor years, 
this is very far from the actual state of the case. 
The Pullman Company allows its porters wages 
scarcely sufficientto pay for the clothes and 
food necessary to make their “runs,” and ex- 
pects passengers, who have paid for their tickets 
and for the aaditional accommodation supposed 
to be afforded ina Puliman car, to look after 
the support of the porter, and his family if he 
bas one. 

On the trunk lines running out of this city the 
pay of a Pullman car porter is $16 a month. Out 
of this heis expected to pay for the clothes and 
cap required by the regulations of the company, 
and for his meals while he is onduty. The usual 
run is from New-York to Chicago and return. 
Not allowing for delays, he is on the road about 
37 hours each way. Men who reach Chicago in 
the morning start on their return trip the same 
night, or if they arrive there at night they must 
be ready to return the next morning. If the 
train is late in arriving at Chicago, it isso many 
hours lost from the sleep and rest of the Pull- 
man conductor and porters. Asa general thing 
tbe conductor can count on getting from two to 
three hours’ sleep while his train is going and 
coming, but if the cars are anything like full 
the porters cannot count on so much as that. 
Supposing a train to be on time at the New- 
York terminus, the Pullman hands are allowed 
B8 hours off before starting on anothertrip. If 
the train is six or eight hours late, not at all an 
uncommon occurrence, it is s0 much deducted 
from the leisure time of the Pullman men. 

While on the road they get their meals at re- 
duced rates from |}unch counters in railroad sta- 
tions, or froma dining car if there happens to 
be one on the train. The employe who gave the 
information for this article kept track of his 
expenses for a year, and struck an average of 25 
centsa meal, 7) cents a day, or at least $2 25 for the 
round trip. This he considered an underestimate 
of each man’s expenses for food in four trips 
out of five. A porter usually has to buy two 
uniforms a year ata cost of $18each. The con- 
ductors have to get Winter and Summer uni- 
forms at a cost of about $22each. Shabby dress 
or negligence of personal appearance is consid- 
ered a misdemeanor. 

The Pullman car conductors get a salary of 
$70a month. On each train the conductor is 
held responsible for the three cars on his train 
and the porters under him. If the porters di- 
vide their “ tips’? with the conductors as waiters 
do with head waiters in several New-York res- 
taurants, the company is presumed to know 
nothing of it. A conductor's salary is supposed 
to be sufficient for al! his personal needs and his 
expenses in the service of thecompany. Allow- 
ing $20 a month for meals bought on the road, 
and $4 amonth for his uniform,a conductor 
does well if he can get $50 a month for his fami- 
ly out of his salary. 

But owing to the system of inspection and 
fines to which the Pullman men must submit 
the chances are that the conductor will not get 
anything like that sum. The conductors and 
porters are under the constant surveillance of 
‘spotters,’ as the train hands call them, or 
“special agents,” as they call themselves and are 
called on the company’s pay roll, who report at 
division headquarters the slightest infringemert 
on the rules of the company. As a generai thing, 
the Pullman conductor can no more tell a spot- 
ter from an ordinary passenger than the horse 
car conductors in the city can single out the 
company spies who are sent around to see that 
they do not knock down on registered fares. If 
a spotter sees any indications of untidiness 
about the Pullman cars—dust on the window 
siuls, scraps of paperon the floor thrown there 
by some heedless passenger, untidy looking 
berths or seats, soiled washbowls or towels—he 
reports to the Division Superintendent and the 
conductor has to pay forit. It makes no differ- 
ence that the fault may have been a porter’s or 
RB passenger's, the conductor is held responsible, 

be usual fine for misdemeanors of all classes 
js $2. A conductor considers himself lucky 1f he 

etts off with $6 in fines 10 months out of the 12. 

‘his makes a big holein his salary. He has no 
chance to explain or to contradict the charges. 
The spotter is believed and the conductor must 
submit or leave the service. lf the porters are 
not promptiy on the railroad station platforms 
with stools to assist passengers on and off the 
cars when the train stops, ten chances to one the 
conductor gets fined for not looking after them. 
But the greatest bone of contention and the 
most frequent source of complaint is with the 
magazines and newspapers. If a spotter findsa 
pile of reading matter tumbled Joosely on an un- 
occupied seat he reports it. If the passenger 
happens to be temporarily chatting with some 
one in another seat, or smoking a cigar, and sees 
the conductor order the porter to straighten out 
or remove the newspapers, he is likely to make 
arow aboutit. Ignorant of the rules, he looks 
upon it as a piece of unwarrantable officious- 
ness. Then the spotter reports the conductor 
for incivility to passengers. 

This system of espionage hits the porters ina 
little different way. niess the complaint 
against them is a very serious one, in which 
case they are suspended atthe pleasure of the 
company, their wages are only docked for 
articles lost or stolen from the cars. (itis not at 
all uncommon tor a passenger to walk off with 
the company’s comb or brush, or to carelessly 
smash a tumbler, and for this the porter has to 


pay full price. If he loses a berth check it costs 
m 50 cents. If he happens to have a keen 
appetite and an unfortunate month in losses the 
porter frequently finds that, aside from his 
*tips,”’ he is actually paying the company for 
the privilege of working. 

On nearly every full train with three or more 
Pullman cars tbat runs over the trunk lines be- 
tween New-York and Chicago a special de- 
tective is employed to watch for graver mis- 
demeanors on the part of conductors which 
may be consiaered outside the bailiwick of 
spotters. Necessarily a Pullman car conductor 
must handle more or less money for berths not 
purchased in the ticket offices. Usually a check 
is kept on this by a diagram, which must corre- 
ppond with reports of tickets collected received 
from tbe regular conductors on the railroad. If 
& conductor makes an error in his diagram, a 
thing likely to ocour atany time when passen- 
gers are dissatisfied with berths selected and de- 
pire transfers, he is fined for it, and if the of- 
fense becomes too frequent he is liable to sus- 
pension, Until a few months ago a Pullman 
conductor was obligedto leave $lu0 or more 
bonds with thecompany as a guarantee, which 
was returned to him with legal rates of inter- 
est when he was discharged or voluntarily left 
the service.

It is their 
business to report something and they report 
anything. The company’s rules forbid a con- 
fluctor or-a porterto smoke or drink liquor while 
pn duty. It wasa common thing, THE TIMEs’s 
informant said, for a detective to proffer a con- 
ductor a cigar ora drink and then report him 
tor accepting it. He related this incident: 

“Coming through from the west one cold 
Winter's day our train was blocked for three 
hours at a lonesome spotin the road by a snow- 
slide. The Pullman car conductor was obliged 
to be out in the weather a good deal, and on one 
occasion when he passed through a cara man 
was giving one or two acquaintances some 
liquor from what appeared to be his sample 
case. He called the conductor and proffered 
him the flask. The man shook his head, though 
greatly tempted, explaining that it was against 
the rules. 

“*On, bosh,’ said the supposed drummer, 
*take a drink, man. We care nothing about the 
rules in an emergency like this.’ 

* The conductor accepted the invitation, took 
a drink, and went about his work. I offer no ex- 
cuse for him, because he knew he was disobeying 
orders, no matter how strong the temptation 
may bavebeen. Histrain arrived at its destina- 
tion he made his report, and went home to bed. 
He had not been asleep two hours when he was 
summoned to the office. Very much to thecom- 

any’s regret, he was politely informed, he 

d been detected disobeying orders. It had been 
suspected for some time that some of the men 
were drinking on duty, and they had evidence 
beyond doubt that he had taken liquor at such 
and such a place, [mentioning the time andiinei- 
dent.) Such flagrant disobedience could 
not be passed over witha mere fine. He might 
consider himself suspended from further duty, 
without previous payment of the salary due 
him, for two weeks. The conductor afterward 
ascertained to his satisfaction that the man 
who offered him the drink wasthe very detective 
whom the company had sent out toconfirm their 
suspicions. I merely quote this incident to show 
what some of the men employed as spies will do 
to retain their positions and earn their salaries, 
The conductor has no appeal. He must supmit 
without a hearing or even an expostulation. His 
word counts for nothing against the detective's 


report.” 

Beually, in cases of accident where no blame 
could be attached to the employe, the Pullman 
men have been subject to substantially thesame 
remuneration for time lost while injured as 
other railroad cueeres. Recently, however, 
the following tron-clad contract was issued from 
the.general offices of the company and sent to

the Division Superintendents, with instructions 
to obtain the signatures of the employes and re- 
turn to the Secretary of the company. The italics 
are the same asin the printed contract: 


‘HIS IS TO CERTIFY, That 1, —, have this y ao- 
epted employment by, and enter into the sery of, 

ullman’s Palace Car Company. hereinatter ed the 
Pullman Company, as —-, subject to the express condi- 
tions following: 

First--That I may be suspended, definitely or in- 
definitely, with or without pay, or be discharged, from 
such employment und service, at the pleasure of the 
Puliman Company. or, at the pleasure of any General, 
Division, or Assistant Superintendent, or authorized 
agent thereof, at any tte, without previews notice, 
such notice being hereby expressly waived. 

Second—That, in consideration of such employment 
and service, and the paymevt to me of the wages or 
salary now Or hereafter agreed upon, andas a part of 
the agreement for such employment and service and 
the payment of such wages or talury, I hereby un- 
dertake and bind myself to assume ai! risks of casualties 
by railroad travel, or otherwise, incident to such em- 
pioument and service, and aeccordiagly hereby release, 
acquit, and dischurge the Pullman Company from any 
and all claims for iiubility of every nature and charac- 
ter whatever, tome, or to my heirs, Executors, Ad- 
ministrators, or legal represeniatives, on account of 
persona! injuries or otherwise. 

Third—Thet | fully understand the meaning and ef- 
fect of that part .4 «Le contracts made between tho 
Pullman Company and the railway cova panies relating 
to the runuing of siceping, parlor, and drawing room 
cars, wh.cis is as foulows: 

“Itis hereby mutually agreed that the said em- 
ployes of the Pullman Company, named inarticle —— 
of this contract, shall ba governed by and subject to 
the rules and regulations of the railway company which 
are or may be adopted from time to time for the gov- 
ernment ofits own employes, and in the event of anu 
liability arising agatnst the rainway company for person- 
ai injury, death, or otherwise of any employe of the 
Pwliman Company, tt ts hereby distinctly understood and 
agreed that the rat}way company shall be liable only to the 
same catent it would heif the person injured was an em- 
plove in Jact of the ratiwaycompany, and for all liability 
in. excess thereof shall be indemnified and patd by the 
Pullman Company.” 

I hereby undertake and bind myself to obey the 
rules and reguiations of such railway companies, in 
strict compliance with the terms and conditions of the 
contracts referred to, the same usif { were an emplove 
in fact of such railway companies: and in further con- 
sideration of such employment and service, and of 
the payment to me of such wages or salary therefor, 
by the Pullman Company, and of my trensportation 
free of charge by such railway companies over thelr 
lines of railway. where any casualty may occur, if at 
all, 1 hereby release, acquit, and forever discharge any 
such railway companies from all claims for lability of 
every nature and character whatever, to me or to my 
heirs, Kxecutors, Administrators, or legal representa- 
tives, on account of personal injuries or otherwise, 
except such liability as would accrue to me if | were at 
the time an employe inact of such railway companies. 

Fourth--It is distinetly understood by me that this 
agreement is binding upon me, while in such employ- 
ment and service. whether in the United States of 
America, or the Dominion of Canada, or the Republic 
of Mexico, 

The men were called to the division offices, 
shown this circular, and requested to sign it. 
Some of them did so without even taking the 
trouble to read it. Others who asked questions 
and were inclined to protest were told that all 
new men taken into the company’s employ 
would have to sign it, and that old hands would 
be expected to sign also if they remained in the 
service. The compulsory contract has created a 
‘good deal of dissatisfaction among employes. 

In making application for a position, either as 
conductor or porter inthe employ of the Pull- 
man Company,a man must face a formidable 
written examination involving a great deal of 
personal history. Among other things he must 
tell whether or not he has ever been married or 
divorced, whether he is in debtandif soto whom 
and how much, how long he went to school, 
whether he has any physical deformities, wny he 
was discharged from or voluntarily left his last 
position, whatever that position may have been, 
whether he uses intoxicating liquors, plays 
games of chance or gambles in any way what- 
ever, and whether he is willing to go wherever 
the company may see fit to send him, eitherin 
this worid-or the next. 





DR. ARMSTRONG CONVICTED. 





AN ECCLESIASTICAL VERDICT THAT THREAT- 
ENS TO MAKE TROUBLE. 

ATLANTA, Ga., Feb. 5.—As soon as he 
arose this morning Bishop Beckwith broke the 
seal of the package which had been handed him 
by the ecclesiastical court which had been try- 
ing Dr. Armstrong on charges of immorality. 
It was fousd that the verdict of the court was 
that “Dr. Armstrong conducted himself in a 
manner inconsistent with, and in violation of, 
his ordination vow, but we do not find that the 
testimony establishes immorality.” The ordina- 
tion vow, upon which this verdict is founded, 
as laid down in the Prayer Book is an affirmative 
answer to the following: 

“Wil you apply all your diligence to frame and fash- 
ion your own life and the lives of your family acoord- 
ing to the doctrine of Christ, and to make both your- 
selves and them, as much as in you eth, wholesome 
examples of the-fiock of Christ?’ 

The court held that the drinking of beer at 
his hotel and the visiting of immoral houses in 
Cincinnati, even fora laudable purpose, as Dr, 
Armstrong claimed, constitute a yiolation of his 
ordination vow in that he failed to be a whole- 
some example. The sentence of the court is 
that Dr. Armstrong be suspended from his office 
for such length of time as the Bishop may deem 
best, not to exceed 10 years. Bishop Beck- 
with made due copies of the findings and at 
once served them upon Dr, Armstrong, who had 
been waiting at the Rectory for the result. In 
hiscommunication Bishop Beckwith informed 
Dr. Armstrong that he would be given until the 
19th inst. in which to make any plea he might 
wish, at which time the sentence of the court 
would go into effect. 

It is learned from the evidence that the whole 
case hinged on the charge of intoxication. Mr. 
Maon, the Cincinnati editor, sworein his affi- 
davit that he believed Dr. Armstrong was under 
the influence of liquor, Mr, Foote, now of Chi- 
cago, swore that Armstrong's speech was thick, 
and he looked like a man recovering from a 
spree. Mr. Hunt, of the Cincinnati hotel, where 
Armstrong staid, swore that he was under the 
intluence of the beer which he had drank. The 
sensation which this unexpected result pro- 
duced, especiallyin Dr. trong’s congrega- 
tion, ishard to describe. The feeling against 
the courtis deep,and the opinion is freeiy ex- 
pressed that Dr. Armstrong is the victim of men 
who felt that his light outshone theirs, 
For years there has been a quarrel be- 
tween Bishop Beckwith and §8t. Philip's 
Church, growing out of transactions in 
church property. In this quarrel Z. D. Harrison,

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FANCIERS MUCH ELATED 


THEIR SHOW ONE OF THE FINEST 
EVER HELD. 

SINGULAR. BREEDS OF HOMING PIGEONS AND 
POULTRY—A COLD DAY FOR THE CHICK- 
ENS—PRIZES AWARDED. 

Chickens who yesterday pecked and 
kicked their way out of warm and comfortable 
shellsinto avery trigid world at the Madison- 
Square Garden peeped their disgust most vigor- 
ously. The great vacuous bosoms of their arti- 
ficial mothers, bosoms of warm air redolent with 
kerosene, didn’t satisfy them. <A nest of mother 
hen’s feathers would have more quickly dried 
out their bedraggled dress of down and more 
thoroughly huve warmed them. These poor 
little makeshifts for regularly born and bred 
chickens, whose ultimate fate is a broiler, had, 
however, & most aristocratic welcome. Never 
before this week could they have been born in 
the vicinity of such a pampered and biue- 
blooded lot of crowers and cacklers. That is be- 
cause no such crowd was ever collected at a 
poultry show in this city or elsewhere. 

** What Charlie Crosby don’t know about poul- 
try isn’t worth knowing,” crowed one of that 
gentleman's great partridge cochin cockerells, 
on whose pen had just been posted a first pre- 
mium card. Mr. Crosby was-at that instant 
judging the hundreds of game fowlsand saying: 
**] never saw anywhere, not even in England,a 
collection of game birds that will mark so high 
either on points or as fighters as this lot will, and 
I don’t believe they ever were shown.” The 
same remark would as fitly apply to a half dozen 
other breeds of poultry, so breeders and exhibit- 
ors agree, and that’s why all say that the chicks 
borp yesterday came into, being under auspi- 
cious circumstances. Thaf didn’t prevent them 
from peeping and crying and crowding to the 
spotin the incubators where they could most 
easily warm their little yellow toes. 

Such fowls as nature or careful inter-breeding 
had supplied with feathers on their legs, muffs 
over their ears, beards under their chins, and 
elaborate top-knotsa looked the most comfort- 
able, and probably were so. But they crew no 
louder nor cackied more vigorously than did 
those who had only the customary outtit of 
feathers, But the cold weather didn’t prevent 
any of them from appearing at their best, for 
this isthe time of year when plumage is the 
brightest and heaviest, and combs and wattles 
only show the effect of snapping cold weather. 
The Fanciers’ Club were much elated, now that 
their show {is complete. that it is a model in its 
way, and thatzit will go on record among breed- 
ers as the finest in quality ever held. They ex- 
pect to match it in this respect next week, 
when the dog show will be added. 

For this active preparations were in progress 
all day yesterday, and benches for the toy and 
pet dogs, who will be shown in a warm room on 
the Madison-avenue side of the Garden, were 
fitted up. Sporting dogs, mastiffs, St. Bernards, 
bulls, and other classes of large dogs will hold 
court at the’ Fourth-avenue end of the Garden 
after Monday. Some of the dogs are expected 
to-day to mingle their barks with the music of 
the poultry, ducks, geese, and pigeons, whose 
combined noises now rival the most sensuous 
music of a Chinese orchestra of 20 mandarin 
power. 

Women and children worship spellbound now 
at the shrine of the pigeon department. Ab- 
normally developed watties; legs so hidden in 
feathers that the original color cannot be told; 
tumblers who fall overif they try to walk too 
rapidly; pouters !who blow up their crops to toy 
balloon size; fantails whose body and head are 
lost in the vast expanse of plumage; the twenty- 
odd varities who are blessed with heads of one 
color and boaies of another, and homing pigeons 
with flight records of from 500 miles to 1,000, all 
found ardent admirers. Children and pigeons 
cooed at one another until both were delight- 
fully happy, and each child wanted at least one 
cage for its own, and left the hall filled with 
regret and a determination to own pigeons. 

The experiments of breeders were manifest in 
the show by many new varieties, and the perfec- 
tion of plumage in the old varieties, whose num- 
ber isnow beyond the comprehension of an ex- 
pert. The greatest improvement seems to be 
shown in the owls, blondinettes, satinettes, and 
tumbiers. This with all respect due to the fan- 
tails, which, showiest of all birds, seem to have 
already attained perfection. Singularity in no- 
menclature seems notto have been outgrown, 
forthe pigeons that have become as large as 
bantam chickens have become small are absurd- 
ly called runts and pigmies. 

As with the pigeons, singularity in poultry 
continues to attract many breeders, and they 
certainly attract the attention of visitors. Hun- 
dreds stop and laugh at the rumpless fowls 
which have no tails, at the silkies which have 
fine switches instead of feathers, the peculiar 
breed whose feathers seem to bave been set 
the wrong way in a gale of wind, and 
the houdans, crevecceurs, and Polishes, with 
abnormally developed tonpknots. Some of the 
latter have finer, longer, and handsomer beards 
than any bearded woman in a Bowery museum 
can show, and they don’t appear to be mortified 
about iteither. But the most curious pair in 
the show is one that, so far as catalogue and 

lacards andall but their breeder go, is name- 
ess. They ought to be so. They have a pinched, 
blue face, a blue tinged beak,'and a blue comb. 

Naturally they are ashamed of themselves’ and 

ag retiring asif their peculiar facial adornment 

was due to their having * monkeyed” with the 
bluing water on wash day. 

B, F. Lewis's Egyptian rabbits entered into 
competition with the artificial mothers and 
hatchers in the show. Tho result was four little 
rabbits, who seem to be about half ears and the 
rest pink eyes. Naturally they divided honors 
with the baby alligators and the big Angora 
cats. The rabbits were turned over to the care 
of artificial brooders, as several score of chickens 
were. The latter seemed to enjoy their liberty 
mightily and clustered about the kerosene stove 
and the curtains of carpet scraps which made up 
for the warm breast and feathers of a mother. 
They quarreled for the contents of the feed 
trough and water can as vigorously as if they 
had been in the business for several years, and 
apparently had a jolly gooi time.

OFFICIAL MEXICAN REPORT OF THE UN- 
FORTUNATE MISTAKE. 

WASHINGTON, Feb. 5.—Sefior Romero, 
the Mexican Minister at Washington, has re- 
ceived from the Governor of the State of Chi- 
huahua, Mexico, an official report of the unfort- 
unate encounter which the Mexican forces had 
with the United States troops commanded by 
Capt. Crawford, at the mountains of Bavis, Chi- 
huahua, on the llth ult. It is stated in the re- 
port that the Mexican forces, commanded by 
Major Mauricio Corredor, arrived on that day at 
a place called Tiopar, in the Sierra of Bavis, 
where they knew that the Apache Indians who 
had revolted under the leadership of Geronimo 
were, The Mexicans fired on the United States 
troops in the belief that they were hostiles, and 
Major Mauricio Corredor, irst Lieut. Juan J. 
Lu Cruz, and Privates Mariano Madrid and Luz 
Kstradau were killed and four other soldiers 
wounded. As soon as the Mexican forces found 
that they were firing on United States soldiers 
they stopped firing and expressed to the latter 
their regret at the losses occasioned to both 
commands, 

‘The report gives as an excuse for tho above 
mistake the difficulty of distinguishing the rene- 
gade Indians from the scouts, and says that 
while the latter generally behave themselves 
when they ure in their camp and under the view 
of their officers, when they go out under the 
pretext of hunting or of looking for hostile In- 
dians or others they sometimes commit great 
depredations on the peaceful inhabitants of the 
frontier, and cannot readily be distinguished 
from the hostile Indians. It was reported from 
Mexico that the scouts killed and wounded on 
the 17th of December a considerable number of 
cattle and horses belonging to Mr. Jos& Maria 
Torres, and that on the 28a, while they were en- 
camped ata place distant about a mile from 
Guasabaz, Sonora, seven of the scouts entered 
the village and committed great outrages. The 
Mayor was forced to ask for armed forces to 
bring them to order, and in the fight which en- 
sued one of the scouts was wounded. The same 
Indians killed afterward 11 head of cattle and 
wounded others near Granadas, and killed two 
men who were leading two mules loaded with 
goods, which were stolen by the scouts. 

Itis also reported that Francisco Garcia and two 
other Mexicans were attacked by scouts on the 
8th of January on the road that leads from Na- 
cosarito Cumpas. The Mexicans succeeded in 
escaping, but their donkeys, their cargo, and 
pack saddles were captured by the scouts. ‘The 
report says further that the Constiiution, the 
official journal of the State of Sonora, contains 
a detailed statement of all the outrages com- 
mitted by the scouts, and the result has been to 
address a petition to the General Government 
not to allow the scouts to cross over into Mexi- 
can territory. 








CONVICTS DEMANDING LIBERTY. 

NASHVILLE, Tenn., Feb. 5.—A suit in- 
volving the release of 250 convicts from the peni- 
tentiury was filed in the Chancery Court yester- 
day, and subsequently removed to the Supreme 
Court, in order that an early decision may be 
had and the question finally settled. Counsel 
for George Bingham, a convict, filed a petition 
for a mandumus to compel the Warden and 
lessees of the penitentiary to grant him ** good 
time,” under the law passed by the 
General Assembly last year. One clause 
ot the law declares that the provisions shall not 
be carried out unless agreed to in writing by the 
lessees. Another clause provides that the law 
sball take effect from and after its passage, 
while still another says it shall not take effect 
until the present lease expires. The “good 
time” allowed by the law istwo months for the 
first year, three months for the second, and so 
on up to and including ths tenth year, not only 
for the years that elapse after the passage of the 
act, but also for the years previous. Should the 
law passed lust year be declared constitutional 


. by the Supreme Court, many convicts will be 


immediately set at liberty. 

It is claimed by counsel for E. H. Johnson, an- 
other convict, whose application fora writ of 
habeas corpus has been held under*consideration 
by Judge Reid, of the Circuit Court, for several 
weeks, that the mandamus suit brought yester- 
day isin the interest of the lessees, who wish a 
decision in the Johnson case deferred. Judge 
Reid, upon learning of the suit instituted by 
Bingham, decided to await the decision of that 
case in the Supreme Court. The point made by 
Johnson’s attorneys is that by the last clause of 
the act it became a law as soon as it was passed. 
Johnson, who was sentenced to 21 years’ impris- 
onment for robbing an express messenger in 
Memphis, escaped from prison, and, being re- 
captured, was deprived of his “good time.” A 
bill will be filed soon to declare the present lease 
null and void. 








THE PAINTER, TONGUE & CO. FAILURE, 
BALTIMORE, Feb. 5.—A new phase was 
to-day put upon the proceedings in regard to 
the Painter, Tongue & Co. failure, upon the ap- 
plication of J. Henry Keene, counsel for the 
creditors, by Judge Phelps, in the Court of Com- 
mon Pleas. The petition was by A. Person 
Harriman &Co., of New-York, and other cred- 
itors of that city,as well as creditors in Philadel- 
phia and Baltimore. An order was issued for 
George W. Day, who claims to have been a spe- 
cial partner, to show cause within 10 days why 
he should not be declared an insolvent debtor, 
and an injunction was issued restraining bim 
from disposing of or interfering with his own 
property. A Lrustee in insolvency will be ap- 
pointed for Painter, Tongue & Co., who will take 
ossession of the property of Day, Painter & 
ongue, although Day is not insolvent. This is 
done because of his alleged fraud in taking from 
the firm $438,000 in drafts when the firm wasin 
contemplation of insolvency. The fact that he 
claimed to be acreditor and took assets to secure 
his alleged debt, under the Maryland law, makes 
him lose his whole debt and become responsible 
forall the debts of the firm. Mr. Day is said to 
be in New-York for the purpose of effecting a 
settlement with the creditors of the firm. 





STARVING FISHERMEN. 

CHICAGO, Ill., Feb. 5.—The most distress- 
ing intelligence continues to be received from 
Gaspe, Quebec, regarding the starving oondi- 
tion of the fishermen and their families who 
have been thrown out of employment by the 
suspension of Robin & Co. To make matters 
worse the other great fishing firm of {Le Boutil- 
lier Brothers has also suspended, so that about 
5,000 souls are literally on the verge of starva- 
tion, The Dominion Government has been pe- 
titioned to come to the assistance of these peo- 
pie. There seems to be no hope of the firms’ re- 
suming business. A communication has been 
received by the Mayor here from the Rector of 
New-Carlisle and of Paspebiao asking for aid, 
and intimating that the system pursued by the 
bankrupt firm was such that the men were at all 
times dependent on their employers for tkeir 
daily bread. Now that this has failed them, and 
unless assistance is provided, the provision stores 
will be pillaged, mob rule will reign, and life 
and property will be in danger. Two-thirds of 
the population of the County‘of Gaspe are af- 
fected by the failure. 











A BARK DRIVEN ASHORE. 
PROVIDENCE, Mass., Feb. 5.—The British

San Josh, Cal., Feb. 5.—The first Anti- 
Chinese State Convention met here yesterday. 
One hundred delegates, representing anti-Chi- 
nese leagues and trade organizations, were pres- 


ent. A permanent organization was effected. The 
general sentiment among the delegates is strong- 
ly against violence or threats. Boycotting was 
favored as the quickest method of accomplish- 
ing the desired end, and resolutions in accord- 
ance with these views were adopted. A resolu- 
tion was also adopted demanding that Congress 
abrogate the Burlingame treaty.

THE DAKOTA BILL PASSED 


AFTER A WARM POLITICAL DE- 
BATE IN THE SENATE, 
MESSRS. BUTLER AND LOGAN INDULGE IN 
PARTY FLINGS—THE MEASURE PASSED 

BY A MAJORITY OF TEN, 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 5.—Mr. Butler was the first 
speaker on the bill for the admission of Dakota inthe 
Senate to-day. He chargea that the opposition had 
first come, not from the Democratic side, but from the 
Republican side, and quoted some remarks of Mr. 
Hale in a former Congress to sustain his position. 
The Senators from Indiana and Illinois, he said, had 
referred to the vote polled in South Carolina acd other 
Souther States, and compared these votes with the vote 
ot Dakota. Mr. Butier had to assume that that was done 
for the purpose of giving a sectional turn to the debate 
and arraying popular prejudice against the Southern 
people. ‘he Southern States had been under fire for 
a good many years. ‘hey had survived heavier artil- 
lery than that now turned against them and would 
survivethis. Whatever might be said against South 
Carolina—and no doubt she had made mistakes In the 
past and would make mistakes in the future—never 
until the political friends of the Senators on the other 
side had camped upon the fair bosom of that State 
had her officials been tainted with the blemish of cor- 
ruption. It had never happened till then that her 
officials had been compelled to fly from her borders to 
escape State prison, and while the degrading, dis- 
graceful, and humiliating spoliation had been going on 
not one word of protest had come from the honoruble 
Senators on the other side who now arraigned South 
Carolina. 

Mr. Logan said his attention had been directed to 
the vote of South Carolina because the Senators from 
South Carolina (Mr. Butler) and Missouri (Mr. Vest) 


had complained that Dakota in 1884 had polled 55,000 
votes, while on the adoption of the proposed constitu- 
tion only 31,000 votes bad been polled. Hei Mr. Logan) 
had then called attention to the vote of the Senator’s 
own State (South Carolina)—that Dakota, with only 
250,000 population, bad polled 31,000 votes, while 
South Carolina,with a population of a million, had only 
polled 91,000 votes, and he had inquired whether, if 
explanation was required for Dakota. if explunation 
was not also required for South Carolina. 

Mr. Butier replied that the explanation was that at 
the last election in South Carolina the political friends 
and allies of the Senator from Iilinois were industri- 
ously neglected. ‘‘hey had» not been instructed or 
even approached by that Senator. Mr. Butler then in- 
qguirea if the senator from Illinois would in_turn 
vouchsafe an explanation of the votes of some States 
that he would mention. He inquired how it was that 
only 62 per cent. of the voters of Iliinois had gone to 
the polls at the last election—even with the ** favorite” 
h eaeae and the “Plumed Knight” both on the 
ticket. 

Mr. Logan said the point first made by the Senator 
from South Carolina had been that an explanation 
wus required wnoy the vote had fallen off in Dakota. 
He (Mr. Logan) hud explained that fact by showing 
that the Democratic Committee of the ‘l'erritory had 
informed the Democrats not to participate in the vote. 
But even on the view of the Senator from South Caro- 
lina, if the vote had fallen off in South Carolina, lLlli- 
nols, and other states, why shoulditnot fall off in 
Dakota? 

Mr. Butler said this did not explain the falling off in 
Illinois. He also asked why the “old reliable,” solid 
Repubiicun State of Vermont, under the distinguished 
leudership ot the Senator from that State. (Mr. Ed- 
munds,) who was wild with enthusiasm for the suc- 
cess of the Republican ticket, (great laughter,] had 

olled only 62 per cent. of its vote, and even then that 

enator’s own town had for the first time in its history 
gone Democratic. Also, why had Rhode Island, 
equally enthusiastic for the |! epub.ican Party, polied 
only 42 percent. of her vote for that ticket, and, fur- 
ther, why in Maine, the home of the * Plumed Knight,” 
but 69 per cent. of the vote was cast for that popular 
ticket? lt was amusing, Mr. Butler said, for Senators 
who had not, und in the nature of things could not 
have, i’residential aspirations to watch the contests 
going on vetween some of the Senators on the other 
side. He had no doubt |)akota’s vote would be a 
luscious plum forthe ambitious statesmen who were 
infected with the Presidential fever. He referred to 
“our genial friend from Iowa,” (Mr. Allison,) who, he 
suid, had **only got to cross over and shake the bush,’ 
and who would bear watching, 

Mr. Logan, referring tothe vote of Illinois quoted 
by Mr. Butler, asked where he got his figures. 

Mr. Butier replied in the American Almanac. 

Mr. Logan said almanacs sometimes mace mistakes. 
He cited the figures of the votes cast in Illinois for 
several years past, showing a constantly incressing 
vote in that State, the figures for 1876 being 554 066, 
and for 1654 as much as 672.669. At every Presiden- 
tiunl election, he said, since such elections had been 
known in this country, the vote of Lilinois had in- 
creased over that of the prior eleciion. How was it 
with south Carolina. With a population of a mil- 
lion of people, that State, in 1880, polled 
170,056 votes; while with the same  popula- 
tion, and perhaps un Increase, in 1884, the vote 
polied was only ¥2,862 votes, If, therefore, the vote ot 
Illinois had increased by 50,000 and the vote of South 
Carolina had decreased by 78,000 bis (Mr. Logan’s) 
idea wastbatan explanation was as much due from 
South Carolinatas Dakota. In conclusion Mr. Logan 
repeated that whatever pretense may be made asto 
the reason for excluding Dakota—however Senators 
may “higgle” over words—the ren! reason was that it 
would havea Kepublican majority. Men may argue 
as} they please with tlimsy pretexts, that was the real 
source of difficulty. ‘ 

Mr. Morgan said he had heard a good deal in this de- 
bate, but had not heard any of the advocates of the 
bill answer the facts presented against it. Senators as 
much as suid to the opponents of admission under this 
bill, ** Your tacts are all right, but your motives are 
wrong You do not want to pass this measure because 





you are a Democrat, an want only Democratic 


States admitted.” He (Mr. Morgan) could 
at least as logically reply that a gentile- 
man who was not elected at the last elec- 


tion wanted a new Kepublican State admitted, or that 
he wanted it in order to retain power in the Senate. 
It would perhaps be unjust to the Senator from 1lli- 
nois to say that, but no more unjust than the mo- 
tives ascribed to the opponents of the bill. Mr. Mor- 
gan admitted that all the conditions necessary for ad- 
mission existed in the case of Dakota, and he would 
be glad to see it admitted—as one State. ‘I'he Senator 
from Illinois insisted on having two States from it. 
“ Insatiate archer, will not one suffice ?”’ 

Mr. Harrison replied to Mr. Butler. After reviewing 
the points made that Senator and commenting on 
the warmth with which that senator had spoken Mr. 
Harrison said he knew no cure for Mr. Butler except 
Pasteur’s new treatment. [Laughter.]} 

Mr. Butler inquired whether the virus to be used in 
the process of inoculation was to come from Mr. Har- 
ri.on? [({Laughter.] ‘That Senator had shown much 
bitterness, Mr. Butler thought, but he (Mr. Butier) 
was free from bite. 

Mr. Harrison saia his remark was persifiage, but ad- 
mitted that Mr. Butler’s reply wus cood. 

Mr. Edmunds inquired whether Mr. Butier and his 
associates would vote for the bill if an amendment 
were made to it providing for the submission of the 
new Constitution to the people for thel: approval be- 
fore it should go into operation; or would they vote 
for a bill which would be submitted to the people of 
the whole Territory for them to say whether they 
wonted division or not. s 

Mr. Call saw no necessity for such urgent haste. The 
matter had to be deciaed with a view tothe future as 
well us the present. 

Mr. Butler—W1il the Senator from Vermont, before 
subm 'tting this bill to the people, eliminate from it 
everything that has been done In the way of elections 
of Senators, Congressmen, &c. 

Mr. Kdmunds—I will not. After all these years of 
effort and application by these people the matter 
should be now disposed of. 

The bill reported from committee was then passed— 
yeas 82,nays 22. ‘he only Democrat voting in the 
affirmative was Mr. Voorhees. ihe negative votes 
were all Democratic, The bill divides the Territory of 
Dakota on the line of the forty-sixth parallel of Iati- 
tude; provides forthe admission of the southern por- 
tion as a State under the title of Dakota, and the or- 
ganization of the northern portion intoa separate Ter- 
ritory under the name of Lincoln.

jis represented by LL. G. Gannon as _ specia 

eut. The Transcontinental Association guarantees 
thas the gross earnings upon through freight and: pas- 
sengers between New-York and san Francisco to be 


/provided to the steamship company by the association | 
"shall be $85,060 per month for 1,200 tons of 2,00uU 


pounds each way, being 600 tons for each of two steam- 
,ers, and agrees to paythat sum to the company 
monthly. ‘I'he gross earnings of the two steamers are 
to be paid to the association, whether collected by the 
association or by the steamship company. The Pa- 
cific Mail Company onits part agrees to run at its own 
expense from New-York to Aspinwall two steamers 
per month and no more, and two connecting steam- 
ers from San Francisco to Panama. It further 
agrees to permit the association to tix the rates at 
which all through freight and all first-class passengers 
shall be carried between New-York and San Francisco, 
and agrees to furnish room on each of its steamers for 
allsuch passengers and such freight as may be ob- 
tained to an amount not exceeding 600 tons of 2,000 
pounds each upon any one steamer. The company is 
to furnish first-class steamers and first-class accom- 
modations. The under-tanding of the agreement is 
declared to bethat the association shall have entire 
and exclusive control of all through business or the 
steamship company between New-York and San 
Francisco each way, and that no through ftrelxht 
or passengers shall be taken except at prices fixed 


by the association. On all freight in excess 
of #00 tons which the steamers may be able 
to carry the association shuail receive one-hait 


the price paid and the steamship company the other 
half. ‘he steamship company also agrees not to carry 
any steerage pussengera between New-York and san 
Francisco. ‘The contract requires the steamship com- 
puny to render its account of transactions for each 
month before the 10th day of the succeeding month, 
and the association is required to make a draft before 
the 20th day of the succeeding month in favor 
of the steamship company, upon each of the 
railroad companies, at a ratio to be fixed by 
the railroad companies among themgelve-, each 
railroad to be liable only for its own percent- 
age so fixed. The association may at any time 
examine the accounts of the steamship company. This 
contract, itis provided, shall begin June 1, 1sd5, and 
continue in force for four months, after which time it 
shall be proper to terminate the contract on 30 days’ 
notice, provided, however, that it shull be labie to 
termination at any time should the exclusive con- 
tract between the steamship company and the Panuma 
Railroad be changed or should any competing 
be established between the Atlantic and 
Oceans that shall affect the through 
business mentioned in the agreement.

Out salary. Their duty shall be to investigate the 
aicohohe liquor trate, its relations to revenue and 
taxation, and its general economic, criminal, moral, 
and scientitic aspects in connection with pauperism, 
crime, social vice, the public heaith, and general wel- 
fare of the people, to inquire and take testimony as to 
the practica! results of jicense and prchibitory legisla- 
tion for the prevention of intemperance in the several 
States, and to report the result of their investigations 
to the President, to be by him transmitted to Congress. 
It uppropriates $10,000 for the expenses of the investi- 
gation. 

Senator Sewell’s bill to amend section 1,661 of 
the Revised Siatutes, which passed the Senate to-day, 


provides for an annual appropriation of $606,000 for 
the purpose of providing urms und ordnance stores, 
Quartermaster’s stores and cump equipage for the mi- 
litia, the appropriation to be apportioned among the 
several States and Territories. No State, however, 
shall receive its share of the appropriation unless its 
militia force numbers at least 100 men for each sena- 
tor und Representutive to whichit is entitled in Con- 
gress. The purchase or manutacture of urms, &c., 
under the provisions of the bill isto be made under 
the direction of the secretary of War, and the arms 
are to remain the pr perty ofthe United Sta’ es, and to 
be annually accounted for by the Guvernors of the 
States and Territories. All arms, equipments, stores, 
&o.. which may become unserviceable ure to be exam- 
ined by a board of officers of the militia, and ius re- 
port forwarded bythe Governor of the State or ‘Verri- 
tory direct to the Secretary of War, who shall direct 
whut disposition shall be mado of them, and if sold the 
proceeds shall be covered into the United States 
‘Lreasury. 

The House Committee on Commerce gave a 
hearing to-day to John P. Green, Vice-President of 
the Pennsylvania Railroad,who argued in opposition to 
the proposed inter-State commerce legislation. He ad- 
dressed himself principally to # discussion or the long 
and short haul, the drawback and pooling sections of 
the pending measures. He maintained that the inhi- 
bition upon a railroad to charge more for u short than 
for a long haul would injuriously aifect the farmers of 
the West; andhe pointed out the evils which in his 
judgment would result from not allowing railroads to 
use @ discretionary powerin this regurd, as well asin 
the matter of drawbacks. He did not think that any 
but disastrousresults could follow an iron-clad pooling 
prohibition, and contended thata fairsystem of pooling 
was beneticial not only to the railroads but to the coun- 
‘try. John Norris, of the Philadelphia Record, replied 
to Mr. Green and spoke in favor of the pending leuisia- 
tion. Hetouched upon the propriety and necessity of 
State as well as Federal legislation on the subject, but 
regurded State legislation as insufficient to deal with 
the matter. He advocated the enactment of laws that 
would stringently guard against rate discrimination on 
the partof railroads, and would prevent any pooling 
system being resorted to by therailroads for the pur- 

ose Of increasing their freight charges. This system 
Re regarded as very oppressive upon the producing 
clusses generally, while the rate discrimination, he as- 
serted, bad for its effect the favoring of the large and 
wealthy producer at the expense of the smuil and poor 
one. 
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THE FIRST STRIK?'’. 
Boston Letter to the Hartford Post. 

The first strike among our working peo- 
ple, I think, was at Dover, N., H., in 1827 or 1828. 
The Cocheco works were established in 1820, and 
the operatives were almost entirely American 
girls, who deemed that weaving and spinning 
were better than farming, and became “™ factory 
girls’ on theerection of the works at Dover 
Falls. A small factory up the river was No.1, 
and the works at the falls were Nos. 2, 8, and 4, 
as I believe they are at the present time. Every- 
thing went on spinningly and sm othly until 
the year of whichI write. There were exac- 


tions on the part of the corporation that the in- 


dependent spirit of the fair spinners and weav- 
ers could not brook, A rule was made that 
the great gates should be shut at bell ringing, 
and those who were late should go through the 
counting room passageway to be marked for re- 
duction of pay, largely disproportioned to the 
delinquency. This gave great offense, other 
measures awakened opposition, and on a fine 
morning the mills were idle, Every operative 
was out, leaving the overseers to run them alone. 
They met at some convenient square, und, form- 
ing a procession, witn a band, and bearing the 
American flag, they paraded the town, under 
a leader whom I very well knew a year 
later, anda stalwart manly guard of one 
tor their protection. The corporation came 
down at once, the offensive rules were with- 
drawn for the time, and everything went 
on harmoniously.

A HOTEL PURTER’S FORTUNE.

THE STATE CANALS.

HORATIO SEYMOUR, JR., THINKS THEY 
SHOULD BE ENLARGED. 
Burra.o, N. Y., Feb. 5.—The Commercia 
has an interesting interview to-day with the 
Hon. Horatio Seymour, Jr., for years the State 
Engineer of New-York. He shows that by 
deepening the Erie Canal, raising the banksa 
foot, and lengthening the locks, as proposed by 
the Weber Federal Aid bill, the cost of trans- 
portation can be reduced fully one-third if not 
one-half. When asked by the reporter what he 


thought of the advisability of passing the Weber 
bill, Mr. Seymour said: “I donot know what 
its provisions ure, but I am opposed to turning 
the canai over to Federal control.” 

** But,” interposed the reporter, ‘ the Weber 
bill is carefulto prevent any control or inter- 
ference by the General Government, and simply 
asks aid on account of the national eharacter ot 
the work.”

the valley of the Thames from Richmond Hill, 
above London.

ACCEPTING A DRAFT. 
From the Philadelphia Inqutrer, Feb. 5. 

A point of law which took many of the 
lawyers by surprise was sprung during the trial 
of a case yesterday before Judge Arnold in 
Court of Common Pleas, No. 4. in 1882 William 
W. Britain was stopping at the United States 
Hotel, in Atlantic City, and gave to the proprie- 
tors of that hotel, Messrs. Brown, Woelpper & 
Co., a draft fur $350 upon his father, Andrew J 
Britain, who was in Philadelphia. Against the 
latter it was alleged that he had a legacy in hig 
hand belonging to his sou, and that he had ver. 
bally accepted the draft if the holders of it would 
consent to a deduction of $34. They did con- 
sent, so it was alleged, but Mr. Britain refused 
to pay the draft, whereupon Brown, Woelpper 
& Co, brought suit, wnich was the subject of the 
trial in court yesterday. The Supreme Court 
has frequently held that a verbal acceptance of 
a draft, no matter what be its amount, will bind 
the acceptor, but the point made by counsl for 
Mr. Britain, and which so many had never heard 
of, was the citing of an act of Assembly dated 
May 10,1881, which provides that no one within 
the State of Pennsy!vania shall be charged as an 
acceptor on a bill of exchanse, draft, or order 
for upward of $20 unless the acceptance should 
be in writing and signed by himself. After this 
act was called to the attention of the court there 
was nothing to be done but enter a nonsult, and 
this the court did.

The causes which led to the suspension 
of Indian Inspector Warp have nothing 
whatever to do with the unfitness of Mr. 
Moreris A. THomas to be his successor. 
Senators have had no difficulty in obtain- 
ing information about the character of 
the latter, and if they were half as much 
concerned about the good of the service 
as they seem to be about the political 
significance and efiect of changes there 
would be no hesitation over his case, 
The appointment was an unfit one and 
should not be confirmed. But the infor- 
mation which the Senate has asked 
from Secretary Lamar will throw no 
light on that question. It relates to the 
conduct of the office under a man who 
was suspended some months ago, upon 
whose suspension the Senate has no 
power to act, and who cannot be restored 
to office by anything it can do. It is 
difficult to see what bearing this informa- 
tion has on any duty which the Senate 
has to perform. 








After what may by a stretch of courtesy 
be called a debate the Senate has passed 
the bill admitting the southern part of 
Dakota as a State, and providing for the 
organization of the northern part as a 
Territory under the name of Lincoln. 
The vote might as well have been taken 
before as after the long talk, mixed with 
all manner of party flings, that has 
dragged through several days in the Sen- 
ate. The vote was a party one, except 
that Mr. VooRHE:S was recorded in favor 
of admission. The bill has a very slender 
chance of getting through the House, and 
itis doubtful whether it ought to be 
passed. The sentiment of the people of 
the whole Territory on the question of 
division has never been adequately ex- 
pressed, and the division ought not to be 
made at the demand of one part only and 


without the assent of the other.

The explanation contained in the offi- 
cial report of the attack upon Capt. CRaWw- 
FORD'S command by Mexican troops 
which has been received by the Mexican 
Minister at Washington cannot be regard- 
ed as satisfactory in view of the circum-. 
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stantial account of the affair furnished 
by Lieut. Maus, While it is possible that 
the Mexicans at the outset supposed our 
troops to be Apaches because of 
the Indian scouts whom they saw, 
the real character of CRAWFORD’s com- 
mand had been clearly shown to them 
by statements which they understood and 
by the uniforms which they saw before 
they renewed the attack and killed a gal- 
lant officer, whose loss is deplored wher- 
ever he was known. The charges made 
against the scouts by the Mexicans may 
be well founded, but they cannot fairly 
be urged, as they are in the report, in ex- 
tenuation of the terrible blunder or crime 
that was committed. Yet they should be 
examined, and if they are substantiated 
it will be difficult to defend the use of 
such scouts upon expeditions of this kind 
hereafter. 











There is room for improvement in the 
regulations governing the consular serv- 
ice, and Mr. BELMONT will give the House 
an opportunity to vote upon bills provid- 
ing for changes that may very properly 
be made. One of these bills provides that 
all notarial acts done under the hand and 
seal of a Secretary of Legation or a con- 
sular officer shall hereafter be deemed 
official acts, and that the fees col- 
lected for such acts shall be turned 
into the ‘Treasury. Such acts are 
now unofficial, and the fees are 
turned into the officer’s pocket. The pas- 
sage of this bill would not deprive con- 
sular officers of all the fees which they 
now take tor their own benefit, but it is 
said that it would reduce the Consul-Gen- 
eral’s income by $10,000 at Hong-Kong, 
by $5,000 at London, and by $4,000 at 
Havana, The Consul-General at London 
would stiil have $30,000 or $35,000 a year 
with which to keep the wolf from the 
door. The billseems to be one that ought 
to’ become a law without delay. 








The adherents and advocates of the Bell 
telephone monopoly are making a great 
ado about what may be done by means of 
the private suits now pending, which in- 
volve to a greater or less degree the right 
to use the telephone. Full justice, they 
say, can be done to all concerned in these 
private suits, and there is no use of a suit 
being brought by the Attorney-General in 
the name of the people. The attitude of 
these Bell agents is precisely the same as 
was that of the Gould-Field-Sage clique in 
the elevated railway litigation in this city 
and State. A number of private suits were 
brought in that singular set of proceed- 
ings, but they came to naught. Snap 
judgments, collusive proceedings, and the 
buying up of private claimants did the 
business, and the clique was enabled to 
intrench itself behind an array of de- 
cisions and decrees very much as _ the 
Bell Company has been doing. It looked 
as though the Metropolitan Elevated Rail- 


“way stockhoiders would be completely 


swindled by being compelled to accept 
the terms which the victorious clique was 
disposed to give. Then it was that an 
application was made to the Attorney- 
General of this State for leave to bring 
suit in the name of the people. The per- 
mission was granted, despite the frantic 
protests of the clique that the questions 
involved had all been repeatedly tried 
and disposed of. The suit was brought, 
and in due course came to a trial, At 
this trial material witnesses and papers, 
all in the control of the Gould-Field-Sage 
combination, were kept out of the way, 
but in spite of these drawbacks the clique 
was forced to give up its hold. It would 
seem, from the anxiety which the Bell 
telephone agents exhibit, as though they 
expected a similar result in the people’s 
proceeding against them. 








THE GOVERNOR AND THE SENATE. 


The attitude which the Republican ma- 
jority of the State Senate should main- 
tain toward the appointments to be made 
by the Governor during the present ses- 
sion of the Legislature is tolerably plain. 
Where there are vacancies to be filled 
and there is no question about the propri- 
ety of filling them there should be no fac- 
tious opposition to the Governor's selec- 
tions. The fitness of the appointments 
should alone be considered. 

There is one position to be filled in which 
non-partisanship in the choice should be 
insisted upon. When the Railroad Com- 
mission was created it was provided that 
one of its members should be taken from 
one political party and one from the 
other, and that the third should be select- 
ed on the nomination of the Chamber of 
Commerce, the Board of Trade and Trans- 
portation, and the Anti-Monopoly League. 
The purpose was to give the commercial 
interests of the State a non-partisan rep- 
resentative on the board. In his letter 


of acceptance Gov. Hitt said: “I 
am in favor of the continuance of 
the policy which is in part regu- 
lated by law and which requires 


that considerations of partisanship alone 
shall not control in the selection of the 
various boards and commissions to be ap- 
pointed by the Executive, such as the 
Railroad Commission, the Civil Service 
Commission, and the managers of our 
charitable and penal institutions.” The 
qualifying word ‘‘alone” is character- 
istic. The fact is that the policy requires 
that, at least in the case of the third mem- 
ber of the Railroad Commission, consider- 
ations of partisanship should have nothing 
to do with the selection. Mr. O'DONNELL, 
whose term has lately expired, has not 
merely given satisfaction to the interests 
which he represents, but his course has 
produced a demand for his reappointment 
which is quite unprecedented in its ear- 
nestness and unanimity. 
intimated that the Governor desires to let 
‘*considerations of partisanship” control 
his selection in this case, It is plainly his 
duty to the commercial interests and to 
the public to reappoint Mr. O’DoNnNELL, 
whose experience is valuable, and whose 
conduct has been free from partisan bias 
and guided by an evident desire to serve 
the public. The Senate cannot reasonably 
take the ground that it will confirm no 
one else, but it should insist upon fitness 
alone and entire freedom from partisan 
considerations in the selection of a Rail- 
road Commissioner. 

By an act passed in 1883, when the 
Democrats controlled the Legislature,

provision was made for anew appoint- 
ment of Captain of the Port and Harbor 
Masters for this city. Gov. CLEVELAND 
approved the act and made the appoint- 
ments, which were not confirmed, but a 
year later he expressed the opinion that 
these officers were not needed and favored 
a repeal of the law providing for them. 
The duties pertaining to the offices have 
been satisfactorily performed under the 
direction of the Dock Commission and 
they should be by law placed under the 
authority of that department. Senator 
Pitts has introduced a bill providing for 
this and abolishing the offices of Captain 
of the Port and Harbor Masters. It may 
be that the Governor will not object to 
this, but his strong desire to dispose of 
offices to his political supporters may in- 
duce him to doso. In any caseit will not 
be the duty of the Senate to consent to 
the appointment of these unnecessary 
officials. 

The Democratic Legislature of 1883 also 
passed an act substituting for the Board 
of Emigration Commissioners a single 
Immigration Commissioner, with authori- 
ty to appoint two deputies. The appoint- 
ment to this office failed of confirmation, 
and it has never been filled. There is a 
trifling coincidence in the fact that Sen- 
ator MURPHY has been demanding an in- 
vestigation of alleged abuses and wrong- 
doing in the Emigration Department, and 
that this has been followed up by the 
Governor with an appointment to the 
long vacant office. The Republican ma- 
jority in the Senate has taken the 
sensible course of referring the matter 
to the Committee on Commerce and Navi- 
gation to ascertain whether there are any 
definite charges calling for an investiga- 
tion. The whole question of the proprie- 
ty of displacing the present commission 
in the manner provided by the act of 
1883 may have to be looked into. Should 
the change be deemed inexpedient the 
Governor will doubtless resist a repeal of 
that act, but he cannot fill the office 
created by it without the consent of the 
Senate. The matter should not be dealt 
with in a partisan spirit, but with an eye 
to the public interests in the management 
of the Emigration Department. 


The Quarantine Commissioners and 
Health Officer have been holding over 
after the expiration of their several terms 
for two or three years. Ordinarily it 
would be expected that the Governor 
would appoint their successors, and that 
no factious opposition would be made to 
confirming them. But the peculiar rela- 
tion of this department to politics and 
parties in the past is something that 
should be carefully looked into with a 
view to remedying the abuses that have 
undoubtedly existed. Radical changes 
in the constitution and management 
of the Quarantine establishment should 
be made. Until the matter has been 
properly investigated and acted upon no 
new appointments should be made. If 
the subject is dealt with in a proper spirit 
it may be that the Governor and Legisla- 
ture will be found in agreement as to the 
course to be taken. The contrary is not 
to be assumed until the test is made, but 
appointments should be kept in abeyance 
until the proper inquiry has been made. 
In regard to other appointments than 
those mentioned there should be no occa- 
sion for conflict between the Governor 
and Senate, provided both keep in view 
as the chief consideration the efficiency 
and purity of the public service. 








GOVERNMENT INTERVENTION. 


Not a moan was heard from the edi- 
torial end of the Evening Post yesterday. 
But just as the tail of a bruised and half- 
triturated snake will be seen to writhe 
faintly even unto the ninth day after it 
ought to have been wholly dead, so in a 
remote and secluded column devoted to 
‘‘ letters to the editor” our sore contempo- 
rary wriggled feebly in protest against 
further confinement at the bottom of the 
pit. Assuming the name and seeming of 
“Honesty” a possibly fictitious corre- 
spondent of the Post says: 

“THE TrmzEs must be in a trulytdesperate strait 
when itis compelled to justify its approval of 
the Garland-Lamar scandal by a trick of Jay 
GOULD. Still, the two cases are not quite par- 
allel. If Attorney-General BREWSTER did bring 
a suit at the instance of JAY GOULD to annul 
the Simpson patent, THE TimMES fails to show 
that Mr. BREWSTER was previously furnished by 
GOULD with a satisfactory argument in the 
shape of half a million dollars’ worth of tele- 
graph stock. THe Times will have to try its 
band agair.” 

THe Times’s “hand” is well fortified 
for further trial. We have by no means 
fully pointed out the parallelism between 
the Bell case and the Colgate case. 
When the Western Union Telegraph 
Company’s counsel asked Attorney-Gen- 
eral BREWSTER to allow the Government 
to intervene and cancel CoLGaTE’s pat- 
ent, the application was referred to 
Solicitor-General Puruurps for action, 
and by his direction suit was begun in 
the Circuit Court in this city. When the 
Pan Electric Company—or the National } 
Improved Telephone Company, for they 
are practically one—asked Attorney- 
General GaRLAND to allow the Govern- 
ment to intervene and cancel the Bell 
patent, the application was referred 
to Solicitor-General Goops, and by his 
direction suit was begun in’ the Circuit 
Court in Memphis. Attorney-General 
BREWSTER had been counsel forthe West- 
ern Union Telegraph Company in Penn- 
sylvania, and he acted with discretion 
and propriety in referring the company’s 
application to the Solicitor-General. At- 
torney-General GARLAND was interested 
as a stockholder in the Pan Electric Com- 
pany, and he acted with discretion and 
propriety in referring the application to 
Solicitor-General Goopz. We think that 
‘*Honesty” and the Post will be sat- 
isfied now that the cases are ‘‘ quite 
parallel.” And this parallelism will 
not be disturbed if we add _ that 
no corrupt act or intent was ever charged 
against Mr. BReEWstTER for his course in 
the Colgate case, and no corrupt act or 
intent can be justly charged against Mr. 
GARLAND for his course in the Bell case. 
The present Attorney-General ought, as 
we have repeatedly asserted, to get rid of 
his telephone stock, but his continued pos- 
session of it, though extremely damaging 
to him, cannot damage Secretary LaMaR 
or in any way affect his decision allowing. 
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the Government to intervene against the 
Bell Company. 

Now let us turn our attention for a 
moment to our Bell telephone contem- 
porary, the Sun. The judgment of that 
newspaper is so warped by some not very 
mysterious influence that it has not yet 
recognized the convincing likeness of the 
Colgate case to the Bell case, though we 
informed it that Mr. Jay GouLp was the 
instigator of the Government intervention 
against CoLGaTE. And pursuing this 
policy of reckless irreverence to Mr. 
GouLD the Sun prints these observations: 

“ The only difference is that in LAMAR’s suit 
by the Government BELL’s opponents would 
gain an immense advantage, suck as has never 
before been accorded to any private litigant, by 
having the overwhelming weight of the United 
States Executive employed in their service, as 
well ag the money of the Treasury to pay their 
expenses.” 

A monstrous and shocking untruthful- 
ness pervades this brief paragraph from 
beginning to end. The Sun evidently 
needs holding down a little harder. Upon 
the Ossa of Jay GOULD let us pile the 
Pelion of Gen, BENJAMIN F. BuTuER, and 
if the New-York Swn’s backbone is not 
broken by that combination we shall con- 
sider further means to that end. In an 
interview with a reporter of the Herald 
on Thursday Gen. BUTLER said: 

** But the cry is, Why not let some private 
person bring such a suit? Why does the United 
States interfere? The answer is a very plain one 
—that no private person can bring a suit for the 
purpose and with the result of setting aside the 
wrong done by this patent, but the United States. 
True, if a person is sued by the Bel) Telephone 
Company, claiming under that patent, the de- 
fendant may plead among other things that the 
patent has been surreptitiously and unjustly 
obtained for that which was in fact invented by 
another, who was using reasonable diligence in 
adapting and perfecting the same, (United States 
Revised Statutes, section 4,920.) But if that 
issue was determined in that suit, being simply 
a qguestion of fact, it would not determine any 
other suit, nor could the patent be set aside by 
any power because of that finding; and what- 
ever private citizens might do, and however ap- 
parent and certain the theft was made, the 
patent would still preserve its existence, and by 
appealing to the Supreme Court the holder 
would be enabled to fight the many suits during 
the lifetime of the patent.’ 

““* But, General, was any suit like this ever 
brought before ?’ 

**Numbers of them. I, myself, had one 
brought a few years ago. A man gotanold 
patent reissued, by which he claimed that he 
held a patent which controlled the blowing up 
of all oil wells, and he gota Judgeto grant him 
an injunction in one suit which was not well 
contested, and then the comity of the courts, 
following that one Judge until the Supreme 
Court should decide the question, gave him 
muny injunctions, and he brought over five 
thousand suits in several States. It would 


cost some millions of dollars to try all these 


suits, and the oil men were being oppressed 
by this patent. Being retained in behalf of those 
men I looked around for a remedy, and repre- 
sented to the then Attorney-General the condi- 
tion of things. After examining into it he di- 
rected a suit to be brought so as to set aside the 
patent and try one case instead five thousand. 
That being done the whole matter was adjusted. 
I suppose if there is one thing better settled 
than another it is that a patent issued by the 
United States, whether for an invention or for 
land or anything else, cannot be set aside except 
in asuit brought by the United States. There- 
fore I say that if there is any evidence that this 
invention was stolen, and there is one man who 
swears it was, and that he was bribed to give it, 
then I would like to hearfrom somebody a 
reason why the people should not be protected 
by the Government from such official and other 
corruption, and from being taxed by millions 
for the use of the greatest and cheapest means 
of transmitting intelligence ?’” 

Will the Sun spurn the opinion of its 
Presidental candidate as it has spurned 
that of Mr. Jay GouLp ? 

We ought not to dismiss Gen. BUTLER’S 
remarks without calling the Post’s atten- 
tion to the fact that ‘‘ the whole matter 
was adjusted” after the Government in- 
tervened, Our evening contemporary may 


wish to make use of it. 











SALARIES IN THE CITY SERVICE. 


It is announced that Mr. Hamiiton, of 
this city, is to introduce a billin the As- 
sembly giving the Board of Apportion- 
ment authority to fix during the present 
year the salaries and compensation of all 
persons paid from the City Treasury, with 
the exception of heads of departments, 
members of the Police and Fire Depart- 
ment forces, and teachers in the public 
schools, the new adjustment to take effect 
with the beginning of 1887. The purpose 
of this bill is to make a new adjustment 
and a general reduction of salaries. It is 
certain that this ought to be done, and 
there is no official body more competent to 
do it than the Board of Estimate and Ap- 
portionment, which has a certain qualified 
charge over the expenses of the city. 


Salaries in the municipal service are 
not fixed in accordance with any rational 
principle. They have grown up with the 
growth of the service and multiplied and 
increased until they hold no recognizable 
relation to the amount or, value of the 
work done. Many of them have been 
fixed by the Legislature in creating or 
providing for the offices; others have been 
fixed by the heads of departments or 
bureaus. Some of the best paid places 
are those involving little labor or respon- 
sibility, and there is nothing like equality 
of pay for equal service. At atime when 
the ranks of the service were freely filled 
with political workers or personal friends 
of those exercising the appointing power 
it was natural that the compensation 
should be placed high in comparison with 
the value of the duties to be performed. 
It was also natural that a larger number 
of persons should be employed than were 
actually needed. 


Under that system the service has 
grown up in inefficiency and extrava- 
gance. The application of the civil serv- 
ice rules is counteracting many of the 
evils of the old method of appointment, 
but it does not affect the number of em- 
ployés of the city or the amount of the 
compensation paid. In both these re- 
spects there is need of reform, The re- 
vision of salaries and rates of compensa- 
tion is a very important step. The mem- 
bers of the Board of Estimate and Ap- 
portionment are in a position to know or 
to ascertain what services are performed 
in the various departments by every per- 
son paid from the public Treasury and 
what those services are fairly worth, and 
they could make a revision of salaries in 
the interest of justice and fairness as well 
aseconomy. It would be well if it could 
also be definitely ascertained what per- 
sons are employed whose services could 
be dispensed with altogether. The public 
service of the city sadly needs weeding

THE ‘“ MODERATE LIBERALS.” 

Perhaps the most significant conces- 
sion to the Radicals yet made by Mr. 
GLADSTONE’s new Ministry is the appoint- 
ment of Mr. JESSE CoLLines to be Secre- 
tary to the Local Government Board. 
The office is of no great importance, but 
it is, as distinctly as a Cabinet office, a 
‘political appointment” involving ap- 
probation of the political course of the 
person appointed. Mr. JEssE CoLLINGs, 
though he sits in the House of Commons 
for Ipswich, is a Birmingham Radical 
who bears about the same_ rela- 
tion to Mr, CHAMBERLAIN that Mr, 
CHAMBERLAIN bears to JOHN BRIGHT. 
The nickname of ‘‘ three acres and a cow” 
applied to his amendment means much 
the same thing as that of ‘‘forty acres 
and a mule” applied in this country dur- 
ing the period of reconstruction to the 
efforts made by local politicians in the 
South to secure the votes of the freed- 
men. Mr. CoLLiInGs’s amendment did 
not go so far as the burlesque represented, 
but it did proceed upon the assumption 
that the Government ought to ‘‘ do some- 
thing” by way of helping the labor- 
ing classes to establish themselves in 
life. Whatever may be said of his 
proposition on economical grounds, 
it was expected to have the effect of 
attaching the newly enfranchised agri- 
cultural laborers to the Liberal Party, 
and it was hailed with exultation by the 
Parnellites as proposing to apply in Eng- 
land the same method of settling the 
land question which they propose to 
apply in Ireland. In rallying the Radi- 
cals and the Home Rulers it correspond- 
ingly disgusted the ‘‘ moderate Liberals” 
as well as the Conservatives. By both 
these classes the appointment of Mr. JEssE 
CoLLinas to any office implying a con- 
fidence in him on the part of the Gov- 
ernment will be received with almost as 
deep disfavor as if Mr. JoszPpH ARCH 
himself had received the honor. 

In fact, all the signs point to that close 
alliance of the Home Rulers and the Rad- 
icals which THE TIMES some months ago 
indicated as the only natural alliance that 
could be made in the House of Commons 
by the Irish members. If Lord Satis- 
BURY’s Government had been unwise 
enough to cater to the Irish sentiment by 
way of paying for the support the Irish 
voters gave them in the elections and of 
receiving the support of the Irish mem- 
bers, such a bargain must have been 
short-lived and precarious It is to 
the credit of the political honesty 
of the Conservative leaders, hat- 
ing the government of the people, 
either in England or in Ireland, as they 
do and must, that they refused to enter 
into such a bargain, and it is not to the 
discredit of their political sagacity. Where 
their political sagacity failed was in not 
making more direct and attractive over- 
tures to the ‘‘ moderate Liberals” to join 
them, since it is only by a combination of 
the Tories and the moderate Liberals that 
the evil day of home rule for Ireland and 
a change in the land laws, and therefore 
in the social system of England, can even 
be postponed. That these things are cer- 
tain to come at no very distant day must 
now be evident to every intelligent poli- 
tician in England. 

Meanwhile the question of most imme- 
diate interest is what the persons who 
call themselves ‘‘ moderate Liberals” and 
whom the Radicals call Whigs are going 
to do. They must see that Mr. GuLap- 
STONE has cast in his lot, upon all the 
living issues of English politics, with the 
Radicals, and they must see that the 
triumph of the Radicals involves a social 
revolution. Sir WILLIAM HaRcouRT may 
be regarded as a specimen of this class, 
and Mr. Car.pErs, who has also taken of- 
fice under Mr. GLADSTONE, as another. In 
appealing to his constituents of Derby for 
a re-election, Sir WILLIAM uses very 
guarded language about the Irish ques- 
tion. He says that he will co-operate 
with the Government of which he forms 
a part in settling that question ‘‘ in a way 
that will maintain the union and the su- 
premacy of the Crown.” Mr. GLADSTONE 
himself might have used this language, 
and has, in fact, used language almost 
identical with it. What he means by it 
we know pretty well from extraneous 
evidence. But what his Chancellor of 
the Exchequer means by it we car only 
guess. He seems to mean that he 
will wait until he sees his chief’s 
plan for the pacification of  Ire- 
land before he determines whether 
to stay in the Government and sup- 
port it or to leave the Government and 
oppose it. A private member of Parlia- 
ment might very well take this position, 
but it is hardly credible that Mr. GLap- 
STONE’S colleagues should have consented 
to become his colleagues without a mutual 
understanding as to what he proposed 
touching the most important question that 
was to come up in Parliament, and wheth- 
er or not they were ready to sustain him. 
It seems now, however, that we must 
wait until the measure is actually intro- 
duced before we can be sure not only how 
it will strike the House of Commons, but 
even how it will strike the Ministers who 
are supposed to be responsible for its in- 
troduction. 








AMERICAN WHEAT. 

Mr. Horatio Seymour, Jr., has been 
talking to a reporter about the Erie Canal 
and wheat. He is now a resident of 
Michigan. The problem there, he says, 
is ‘‘ how to get the grain to market cheap- 
ly enough,” evidently meaning the foreign 
market. We infer that in his opinion 
cheaper transportation may enable the 
West to defy India and Australia, which, 
he says, ‘‘are becoming formidable rivals 
in the markets of Western Europe.” With 
his mind’s eye he sees our wheat crop in- 
creasing from year to year. ‘“‘If we can 
sell our wheat,” he exclaims, ‘‘ this coun- 
try will have 860,000,000 bushels annually 
to move in ten years.” 

In an address to the New-Jersey Board 
of Agriculture, two or three days ago, Mr. 
TuomMas H, DUuDLEY. 


President of the. 


‘He showed that the cost of transpor- 
tation in India had been reduced, and that 
large tracts of rich and cheap land were 
soon to be reached by railways and in 
this way placed in communication with 
the seaboard. With the price of farm 
labor at afew cents 3 day and British 
capital opening new districts for wheat, 
it was plain to him that in the near 
future the wheat crop of India would 
be doubled. ‘ This India wheat,” said he, 
‘can be laid down in the London and 
Liverpool markets at 75 cents a bushel. 
It can be brought to New-York by way 
of the Suez Canal for 80 cents, and but 
for our protective duty of 20 cents per 
bushel it could be laid down there at that 
price. Our farmers should note these 
facts and take steps to protect themselves, 
As matters now stand they cannot expect 
better prices than they now receive, un- 
less a bad harvest, a famine in India, or a 
desolating war should intervene to put 
them up.” 

There is nothing in the history of the 
last six months to support Mr. SEYMOUR’S 
prediction that our wheat crop is to be 
swollen to 800,000,000 bushels. Three 
weeks ago THE TIMES showed that at that 
time the price of cash wheat was 79 1-4 
cents at Chicago, 89 1-2 cents at New- 
York, and 82 cents’ at Liverpool. Rarely 
has so much important, information been 
expressed so briefly. The canals and the 
railroads will in coming years undoubted- 
ly have increased quantities of some kind 
of produce to move, but it is not proba- 
ble that it will be wheat for export so 
long as the wheat crops of India, 
increasing from year to year, shall be 
sold in Liverpool at the rates now prevail- 
ing there. Mr. DUDLEY advises the farm 
ers to take steps to protect themselves, 
Are they to cause a bad harvest or a fam- 
ine in India, or must they push European 
nations into a desolating war? Unless 
favored by blight, famine, or war they 
cannot, he says, expect better prices for 
wheat. If none of these things shall come 
to their aid it is probable;that they will try 
to substitute for wheat a crop more profit- 
able. 

The sale of our surplus wheat does not 
depend upon cheaper transportation. The 
question has gone beyond that. Can the 
American farmer compete in European 
wheat markets with the wheat grower of 
India, even if transportation bs furnished 
at the lowest living rates? That is the 
question now. The American farmer will 
answer it for himself, and there are no 
indications that he will answer it by 
doubling the area of his wheat fields, 








Competition by water with the! trans- 
continental railroads is pretty effectually 
controlled, not to say wholly suppressed, 
by the contract between the Transconti- 
nental Association and the Pacific Mail 
Steamship Company, which is contained 
among the papers relating to Pacific rail- 
roads transmitted to the House of Repre- 
sentatives by the Secretary of the Interior 
yesterday. The railroads by this agree- 
ment closely restrict the business to the 
other side of the continent by way of the 
isthmus, and in return guarantee a cer- 
tain income to the steamship company. 
This income is safe, and it may be suf- 
ficient, but the arrangement practically 
takes a water line into a railroad pool 
and is calculated to prevent the develop- 
ment of competition with the transconti- 
nental combination. The agreement is 
somewhat fragile, and any decided im- 
pulse to competition by water would 
speedily put an end to it. 








It is to be feared that Judge BARRETT 
does not read the papers. He has denied 
an application for a temporary injunc- 
tion restraining the police from interfering 
with the sale of liquor at a public ball 
from an unlicensed bar. He has not only 
denied the application, but has said that 
to grant it would be ‘“‘improvident” 
and ‘fan abuse of power.” He 
seems to be unaware that Judge 
DONOHUE has granted such applica- 
tions, and it has never occurred to 
anybody to describe Judge DoNOHUE 
as ‘‘improvident.” Such language ap- 
plied by one Judge to another, if it were 
applied intentionally, would be a violation 
of judicial comity. Judge DoNnoHuUE’s 
position appears to be that a temporary 
injunction in favor of a person who means 
to violate the excise law issues as 
a matter of course, and 
purpose of a license for one night 
only. After the night has passed 
and the liquor is all sold, there may bea 
chance for the friends of the excise law 
to show cause why the injunction should 
not be made permanent. It is to be 
feared, too, that Judge BARRETT has put 
a weapon into the hands of law-breakers 
by likening the application made to him 
to an application for an injunction against 
the arrest of a person charged with larceny. 
It may reasonably be expected that the 
counsel of the next notorious thief arrest- 
ed will take this hint and apply for an in- 
junction. Warned by experience, he will 
not make the application to the austere 
and uncongenial Judge BARRETT, but to 
the trusty and affable Judge Donouve, to 
whom, evidently, this application for per- 
mission to sell liquor without a license 
should have been addressed.

OBITUARY. 





GEORGE T. LANIGAN. 

George T. Lanigan, a well known newx 
paper writer and a frequent contributor ta 
the magazines, died at Philadelphia yeater« 
day morning. He had been suffering for som¢ 
months with disease of the heart, and since 
Thanssgiving Day had been confined to his bed, 
He continued his literary work almost to th¢ 
hour of his death. Mr. Lanigan was probably 
more widely known in this city than in Phila. 
delphia, as he was connected with the World 
for a number of years. He obtained some 
fame as the author of a series of political fables 


which first saw the light in the World and were 
afterward published in book form. Mr. Lani- 
gan was born about 40 yearsago in Montreal, 
where he obtained a thorough education. His 
first newspaper work was done on the Montreal 
Gazette. He atterward became one of the 
founders, as well as the editor-in-chief, of the 
Montreal Star. Removing to the West he en- 
gaged in editorial work on the St. Lovis and 
Chicago press, and also acted as correspondent 
fora number of New-York newspapers. In 1873 
he obtained a position upon the New-York 
World, and retained it until the present manage- 
ment of the paper took charge, when Mr. Lani- 
gan became managing editor of the Post-Expresa 
of Rochester. He was vigorously opposed to the 
nomination of Mr. Blaine for the Presidency, 
and gave expression to his regret when Mr, 
Blaine secured the nomination. The Republican 
Postmaster at Rochester, who was the proprietor 
of the Post-Kxpress, did not agree with the 
views it expressed, and as Mr. Lanigan rerused 
to change them he solved the difficulty by sever- 
ing his connection with the paper. His next en- 
gagement was witb the Philade!phia Hecord, and 
he wasa member of its editorial staff at the time 
b~ his death. He leaves a widow and four chil- 
ren. 

Besides the humorous talent shown in the 
fables and ballads published over nis own sigua- 
ture, by which his name is best known to the 
publio, Mr. Lanigan’s qualifications for the more 
serious work of journalism were exceptionally 
high. His work was done with remarkable facil- 
ity, industry, and system. No journalist was 
more minutely acquainted with the course of 
events in Europe and America, nor had any his 
knowledge at more immediate command. The 
mass of information not yet embodied in books 
of reference and only to be found in newspa- 
pers he collected, arranged, and indexed with 
such care and completeness that questions upon 
current affairs to which the answers were not to 
be found in books of reference were referred ta 
him with confidence, and it was a common ree 
mark among his associates that he was the best 
equipped “‘all-round” journalist they had ever 
known. Personally, he was a most genial and 
kindly companion, and he has left many friends 
and no enemies.

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THE MUSICAL SEASON 


OPERA HOUSE AND CONCERT ROOM. 


FIRSi PERFORMANCE OF * RIENZI.” 
The production or “ Rienzi,” which was 
successfully accomplished at the Metropolitan 
Opera House last evening, was equally interesting 
as making known to the public a comparatively 
unfamiliar work by the person whose achieve- 
meuts have cailea forth more discussion at least 
than those of anv one of his contemporaries, and 
AS acquainting persons curious in such matters 
‘with the musician’s earliest efforts as 
& composer of operas. “ Rienzi” was writ- 
ten during Richard Wagner's first sojourn 
in Paris, with a view to its representa- 
tion at the Grand Opera House. It was 
rejected by Léon Pillet, the manager of that in- 
stitution, subsequently acccepted by Anténor 
Joly, of the Renaissance Theatre, who, unhappi- 
ly, went into bankruptcy before the rehearsals 
of “Rienzi? were commenced, and finally 
brought out in Dresden in 1841, thanks to the in- 
fluence of Frau Schréder-Devrient, who took 
part in the performance, as did also the re- 
nowned tenor Tichatschek. ‘ Rienzi” wrought 
a favorable impression, but after the effect of its 
Initial representations had died away Euro- 
pean impresarios appear to have shown 
little anxiety to revive the opera un- 
til Wagner’s growing fame directed attention 
to his least important compositions. In this 
country ** Rienzi” had its first public perform- 
ance at the Academy of Music in 1878, Mr. 
Charles Adams portraying Rienzi and Frau Pap- 
Conposes Irene, and Mr. Max Maretzek directing 
he orchestra. Asa whole, * Rienzi’ is scarcely 
remembered by this production, and as only two 
numbers of the score occasionally figure on con- 
cert programmes—the overture and Adriano’s 
aria in the third act—the work must be con- 
sidered as almost a novelty. Its interpretation 
at the Metropolitan last night can in any event 
be regarded as the only adequate exposition 
* Rienzi’? has had until now ip the United 
States. It enlisted the exertions of M. Sylva, of 
Herren Fischer and Robinson, of Friulein Leb- 
mann and of Friiulein Brandt; large orchestral 
aud choral forces were concerned in the event, 
and the scenic attire of the opera fulfilled every 
jemand of the dramatist and composer in re- 
spect alike of accuracy, picturesqueness, and 
splendor. 

The pilot of “Rienzi” is constructed upon 
the lines} of Bulwer’s wellj known story* and 
Richard Wagner's libretto—for the composer 
was his own librettist at the outset as at 
the close of bis career—is divided into five acts. 
Eight personages carry on the action, which 
my be summarized as follows: The forcible 
abduction of Irene, sister of the Roman Trib- 
une Rienzi, gives birth to a feud be- 
tween some hostile Roman nobles and their 
followers. Adriano, son of Colonna, one of the 
nobles, liberates the maiden he loves. The 
nobiles determine to fight out their dissensions 
beyond the limits of the Eternal City. Rienzi 
shuts the cates against them and calls upon the 
people to shake off the yoke of their oppressors. 
The defeated nobles sue for forgiveness, and 
are permitted to re-enter Rome after taking an 
oath of fealty. To recompense Rienzi for his 
magnanimity, they at once assemble and lay 
plans for his assassination. The plot, however, 
is revealed to the Tribune hy Adriano, whose 
subsequent intercession procures the pardon 
of the guilty. But a new conspiracy is 
batched, and now Rienzi, deaf to Adriano’s 

leading, determines to exterminate his foes. 

he nobles are routed in battle and put to death. 
Rienzi returns to celebrate his victory by a sol- 
emo Te Deum, and finds that he has incurred 
the wrath of the church through its jealousy at 
his supremacy. The people whom he has freed 
forsake him, and the Capitol, in which he has 
sought refuge, is surrounded. Abandoned by 
all except his sister Irene, Rienzi meets deat 
by her side, and with her affianced, Adriano, 
who has sought to save the maiden, is buried in 
the ruins of the burning capitol. 

The score of ** Rienzi” includes 16 numbers, of 
which,asindicated, but two are generaily known. 
The character of the music is distinctiy Italian 
as to themes, treatment, and form. oth the 
matter and manner of the work differ in every 
way from all of Wagner’s later compositions. 
Even “Der Fliegende Hoiliinder,” which fol- 
lowed “Rienzi,” bears no likeness whatever 
to its predecessor. “Rienzi,” in truth, is 
neither original nor suggestive; it is by 
no means poor in melody, many of its 
phrases have breadth and eloquence, some of its 
concerted pieces glow with youthful warmth 
and stir the listener to enthusiasm by rhythm 
and tonal brilliancy, but compared with the 
products of Wagner’s contemporaries the Ger- 
man reformer’s first effort discloses little crea- 
tive power—at least in the field in which 
Meyerbeer and Auber have won immortal 
renown—and the writer’s workmanship appears 
both superficial and unnatural—unnatural, if 
Wagner’s theories as to the ideal attributes of 
the music drama are accepted—when laid be- 
side the fruits of Wagner’s maturity. On the 
other hand many portions of ‘* Rienzi” produce, 
by a combination of lyric, dramatic, and scenic 
Incidents, a very vivid effect. The tuneful 
and spirited overture, the chorus of messengers 
of peace, a fine concerted number just before 
the close of the second act—the impressiveness 
of which is lessened by the somewhat vulgar 
though animated dance measures that follow— 
and Adriano’s air in the third act may be al- 
luded to as most worthy the notice of lovers of 
music that will bearthe test of frequent re- 
petition, but so far as what the Italians call 
effetto plateale is concerned, the score abounds 
in opportunities of impressing the spectator. 

The performance of “ Rienzi” at the Metro- 
politan last evening is to be reckoned with the 
very best that have occurred at this house. 
M. Syiva’s broad declamatory style is 
excellently suited to Rienzi’s principal 
scenes, Friiulein Lehbmann's vibrant tones 
were notably telling in the concerted 
pieces, and Friiulein Brandt lent sienificance and 
feeling to Adriano’s most important aria, and 
acted throughout with the earnestness and 
torce she brings to all her efforts. The remain- 
ing characters were allotted respectively to 
Herren Fischer, Robinson, Lehmler, Kemlitz, 
and Senger, and Friiulein Klein rendered thesolo 
succeeding the “ Messengers’ Chorus.” Frauen 
Krauss and Kraemer-Wiedl were heard, if not 
seen, in the chant executed inside the Churoh 
of St. John the Lateran,and the chorus and 
orchestra were in their wonted good form. 
It is not possible to enter at present

“MORS ET VITA.” 
“Mors et Vita,” a sacred trilogy, by 


Charles Gounod, was made known to an Ameri- 
can audience yesterday afternoon at the Brook- 
lyn Academy of Music under the auspices of 
the Philharmonic Society of Brooklyn. The 
performance, which lasted upward of two hours 
and a half, was followed with close attention 
by a very large audience, and although it cannot 
be recorded that the applause was at any stage 
of events either spontaneous or hearty, the 


grateful impression of the work was not 
to be mistaken. The book, the Latin 
text of which has been chosen. by 


the composer, is in three parts, entitled 
respectively ‘* Mors,” “ Judicium,” and “ Vita.” 
The first part, which in point of length occupies 
about two-thirds of the whole score, isin form 
of a mass for the dead, with the usual divisions; 
the second includes three orchestral movements, 
coming under the successive captions of ‘* The 
Bleep of the Dead,”” **The Trumpets at the Last 
Judgment,” and the “Resurrection of the 
Dead,’ these being followed by brief sections 


parrying on the narrative in the words of the Gos- 
pel, and interrupted by what may be termed 
reflective passages; the third p opening 
with a number entitled ‘The ision of 
Bt. John,” embodies alternate descriptive and 
Seager measures, the work concluding with 
he chorus “Hosanna in the Highest.” Al- 
though it is neither easy nor just to form an 
opinion of a musical work of any magnitude 
from a single hearing, the task of dealing with 
. Gounod’s newest achievement after yester- 
day’s experience is not one that need be avoided. 
M. Gounod’s purpose is plain, his themes are 
distinct and appreciable, and thefforms whicn bis 
material assumes are always symmetrical and 
well defined. His * Mors et Vita,” in which he 
seeks to express feelings rather than to 
describe personages or scenes, inclines toward 
mysticism, but there is nothing confused or con- 
using in the music wedded to the authcr’s text. 
he score, in truth, is marked by the excellences 
and weaknesses that stamp aimost all of M. 
Gounod’s compositions. Under the head of ex- 
celiences are to be cited graceful themes, close 
and rich harmonies, which fiow on with Sponr- 
like suaveness, and tone-color distinguished by 
lacid beauty and never made offensive by vio- 
ent contrasts and far-fetched effects of sonor- 
ity; among the weaknesses of the French 
writer’s music may be mentioned a lack of 
original ideas and combinations and con- 
siderable monotony in their treatment 
both as to development and instrumental 
devices. There is nothing new in “Mors et 
Vita,” except the musician’s use of three **lead- 
ing motives,” which are employed throughout 
the trilogy to typify, respectively, the “terror 
inspired by the sense of the inflexibility of jus- 
tice’—to quote M. Gounod's own words—the 
“expression of c lation and joy,” and the 
“ awakening of the dead.” The melodies in the 
third part of the work are cast in the familiar 
mold, the accompaniments, in which the strings 
are treated in accordance with Gounod’s un- 
varying fashion, and the harmonies, which 
move along with elegant smoothness and 
tranguillity, whatever the emotion to 
depicted, all “bear the well-known 
imprint. The tragic divisions of the trilogy. such 
as the Wr ge il the ** Trumpets at = = 
are good specimens of melo-

Sramatic music, fal) far 
. motto refer te Berlion's. in their impressiveness 
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and significance; those parts of the trilogy in 
which contrition and supplication are given voice 
are, per contra, most happily managed, and in the 
too brief third part some passages of rare love- 
liness, in which the orchestra is handled with con- 
summate mastery and good taste, although in im- 
itation of much that has been heard before,claim 
attention and admiration. Yesterday’s perform- 
ance of ‘** Mors et Vita” was reverént and effect- 
ive, 1f not faultiess. The orchestra, whose share 
ot the afternoon's task Was at least as weighty 
as that of the chorus and soloists, was in capl- 
tal form, but the chorus was unsteady, and Mr. 
Whitney was occasionally uncertain in respect 
of intonation. Miss Juch, though somewhat in- 
clined to spare herseif, sang effectively, and Miss 
Helen Dudiey Campbell, while lacking the 
surety that comes of experience, revealed 
the possession of a voice of delightful 
quality. Mr. Candidus’s delivery was clear and 
not inexpressive, but his tones had no resonance 
whatever. The trilogy, as recorded above, was 
listened to with pleasure; if it did not strike the 
critical auditor as a masterpiece ot thought or 
ingeniousness, the simplicity and charm of many 
of its numbers and its directness and clearness 
rendered it a welcome relief after the turmoil 
aud clangor that are the main traits of no slight 
proportion of modern compositions.

ACADEMY OF MUSIC. 

Nicolai’s three-act comie opera ‘The 
Merry Wives of Windsor” was produced by the 
American Opera Company at the Academy of 
Music last evening, in the presence of a large 
and appreciative audience. The opera has been 
given before in this city, and those who want to 
know its history can easily learn it, as has before 
been suggested in this place, by consulting any 
good musical history. ‘““The Merry Wives of 
Windsor” is a much lighter and less valuable 
work than the American Opera Company has 
heretofore produced. The libretto is, of course, 
founded on Shakespeare's comedy, but is by no 
means a faithfulreproduction of that masterly 
work, even regarded as a selection therefrom. 
Much of the delicacy and charm of the more 
poetic parts of Shakespeare’s work are lost, while 


the broader and more questionable episodes are 
unhappily emphasized. The work contains 
dialogue instead of the recitative of grand 
opera, and this further depresses the general 
level of the work. True, the company of the 
American Opera, being composed of artists 
whose training has been in the field of comic 
opera, Was Dot at a loss how to treat the spoken 
passages; but their introduction broke the flow 
of the musical numbers, and they were not in 
themselves important enough to be amusing or 
interesting. ‘Che music of the opera is light, 
fiowing, and melodious, many of the numbers 
being really fuil of merit. Those which most 
strongly impressed the audience Jast even- 
ing were the duet between Mistresses Ford and 
Page with which the the opera opens, Mistress 
Ford’s solo, * Frolic and Laughter,” in Act I., 
the finale of the same act, the duet between 
Falstaff and Ford in the second act, the 
legend of Herne, the hunter, sung by Mis- 
tress Page, and the trio in the last act sung 
by Mistress Page, Mistress Ford, and Fal- 
staff. There is no music in the entire 
opera, however, as effective as the charming 
overture which has long been familiar as a con- 
cert selection. The performance of the work 
lastevening was by no meansas good as might 
have been expected from the previous produc- 
tions of the company. Mme, Pauline L'Alle- 
mand, as Mistress Ford, acted with a great 
deal of spirit, and at times with considerably 
more breadth than was necessary. She sang 
the music generally with good judgment and 
an abundance of verve, though not always 
with that careful attention to intonation which 
was to be expected. Mrs. Jessie Bartlett Davis 
made her first appearance with the company as 
Mistress Page. She looked well, acted passably, 
and sang her music with good method and in- 
telligence, if not with very abundant tone power. 
Miss May Fielding also appeared for the first 
time, assuming the rédle of Anne Page. She 
looked very pretty, and sang with a still small 
voice that at times threatened to become a mere 
echo. The large share of the evening's labors 
fell to the lot of W. Hamilton, who 
was the Falstaff. He was probably the 
least unctuous representative of that part 
ever seen on the local stage. He was 
a very serious, and at times a very vulgar, 
Knight, and his singing was not good enough 
to atone for his other shortcomings. Messrs. 
Stoddard and Whitney, as Ford and Page, were 
generally satisfactory, wnile Mr. Howson was 
te ig md Slender, both because\he acted well 
and because he sang so badiy. “Mr. O’Maho- 
ny’s French accent inthe réle of Dr. Caius was 
refreshingly original. Mr. Fessenden sang Fen- 
ton in a rather perfunctory manner. The 
chorus was in good form, and the ballet per- 
formed its work with grace. The orchestra 
treated the flowing measures of the score with 
grace and sentiment. The opera was excellently 
mounted and costumed.

SYMPHONY SOCIETY. 

Berlioz’s ‘‘Damnation of Faust,”’ after 
a long silence, was heard once more yesterday 
afternoon in the Metropolitan Opera House at 
the fourth public rehearsal of the Symphony 
Society. There are technical difficulties in the 
way of the frequent performance of this work, 
and with the exception of certain instrumental 
excerpts made known in the concert room it is 
by no means as familiar to this publicas it de- 
serves to be. While it upquestionably lacks that 
perfectly rounded symmetry of form without 
which no true art work can exist, and leaves in 
the mind of the thoughttul a sense of its in- 
completeness, it must nevertheless be accorded a 
place among the most important compositions 
known outside of the field of opera. Nothing to 
equal it has been done in the form of oratorio— 
and it may fairly be regarded as of this form— 
since Mendelssohn‘’s “Elijah,” and with that, 
owing tothe extreme difference of its subject 
and treatment, it can bargly be compared. In 
spite of the assertions of some of Berlioz’s cou- 
temporary opponents later generations havo 
discovered that he could write pure and lofty 
melody and have learned to appreciate it. In 
the work under consideration there are choruses 
of great breadth of styleand remarkable beauty. 
The Easter bymn is as pure and noble a piece of 
choral writing as the most severe taste can de- 
mand, while the Amen fugue is nee | 
scholarly and the chorus of peasants is full 
of freshness and vigor. The solo melodies 
are unquestionably severe in conception 
and technically difficult as to intonation, but 
they are eievated in style and never lack signifi- 
cance. The instrumental beauties of the work 
are almost innumerable, as would naturaily be 
expected from such a consummate master of 
orchestration as Berlioz. There are many strik- 
ing and expressive instrumental combinations 
which extreme classicists—often only another 
name for bigoted conservatists—may censure as 
bizarre. But the tendency of modern instru- 
mentation is toward surprising effects, and 
though many later composers have striven 
to produce them, none have been more 
successful or more judicious than  Ber- 
lioz. It may be noted, too, that they are 
employed in & manner quite as useful 
and significant in its way as the most ingenious 
display of leit motifs. That Berliozis not in the 
position of some of his successors, who are 
obliged to depend mainly on instrumentation 
for their effects, is amply shown by the instru- 
mental epilogue to Faust’s aria, a bit of pure 
unharmonized melody written for violins alone 
and unfailing in its effectiveness. The per- 
formance of the ‘“ Damnation of Faust” 
given yesterday afternoon, though not ful- 
ly adequate, was y no means unim- 
pressive and had its moments of fine 
and artistic feeling. Mr. Max Heinrich, a bari- 
tone who has long been favorably known to 
concertgoers, sang the music of Mephistopheles 
with a purity of intonation, a vigor, and good 
judgment that left very little to be desired, His 
song inthe cellar of Auerbach and his subse- 
quent serenade to Margherita were among the 
most agreeable episodes of the entertainment. 
The part of Margherita is rather a thankless one 
owing to the difficulty of its melodic successions, 
which require from an artist constant effort in 
order to secure correct intonation. Indeed, this 
may be said of all the solo parts. That 
Mme. Medora Henson-Hmmerson sang the 
music of Margherita with good intonation 
and justness of expression must be 
accounted to her oredit, though a little 
more volume of voice would have added to the 
effectiveness of her labors. Herr Alvary, who 
sang Faust, wasevidently none too familiar with 
the score, and at times sang with something 
like timidity. The greater portion of his work 
was, however, creditably performed. Herr 
Sanger was hardly as good an interpreter of 
Brander’s brief music as could have been de- 
sired. The work of the chorus was excellent 
throughout. The choral numbers were all given 
with admirable precision and power and ju- 
dicious shading. The male members of the 
chorus, appreciating the importance of the per- 
formance, turned out in force and filled that un- 
happy void which so often exists at rehearsals. 
The band was insplendid form, and the beau- 
ties of the composer’s masterly scoring lost 
nothing by their treatment. Mr. Walter Dam- 
rosch conducted well, and the performance, asa 
whole, reflected credit upon bim.

THE PROGRESSIVE CIGARMAKERS LIKELY 
TO ACCEPT THEM. 

Phe United Cigar Manufacturers met at 
the Grand Union Hotel yesterday afternoon and 
made a proposition to a committee representing 
the cigar makers and packers belonging to the 
Progressive Union, which is likely to be accepted 
by them, and which may form a basis upon 
which all the locked out and striking cigar- 
makers will return to work. The commit- 
tee consisted of 18 delegates, of which 7 
were sent by the Progressive Union and 4 by 
the Central Labor Union. The tenement house 
workersand Packers’ Union No. 13 were each 
represented by one delegate. The men asked to 
have the old price list restored, and brought 


with thema scale of prices for adoption. Mas- 
ters and men differed widely as to what were the 
—— figures,and the discussion lasted four 

ours, the workmen’s committee retiring to a 
separate room to consider the matter. They re- 
turned with the statement that they could not 
abate their claima, and the Manufacturers’ As- 
sociation then submitted to them the following 
proposition: 

“This association pledges itself to open its various 
factories on the busis of an equalization of prices as 
paid in said factories prior to Jan. 1, 1836, such equalt- 
zation to be made as hereinafter specified. 

“The Progressive and Central Labor Unions shall 
agree to resume work on such basis, and such agree- 
ment shall be made in writing by the proper!y author- 
ized officers. They shall appoint a committee with 
power to act in accordance herewith and with 
& committee of this association; and the joint 
committee thus appointed shall visit the 
various factories of the members of the 
United Cigar Manufacturers and shall have power to 
examiné pay rolls and _ price lists, and the prices so ob- 
tained shall be collated, and the average of the entire 
number shall be the established price for the partic- 
ular class of work on which the various prices are ob- 
tained. 

Immediately upon such average prices being ob- 
tained notice shal! be served upon the manufacturers 
and upon the hands that the shops will be opened for 
work in accordance therewith within 24 hours there- 
after to whomsoever of the hands shall apply for 
work.” 

The offer was submitted by the Progressive 
Union Conference Committee to a special meet- 
ing of the Board of Supervision, held in Lincoln 
Hall, and it was decided to call a meeting of all 
members of the union for to-morrow morning 
to vote upon the acceptance of the proposition. 
The pickets which are kept by the International 
Union to watch upon the manufacturers and 
the rival union reported the above _ proceed- 
ings to the Strike Committee, which was in 
session at No. 3850 First-avenue, which 
passed resolutions in strong condemnation 
of the treachery of the Progressives and 
renewed the former declaration that the Inter- 
national Union would refuse to join in any com- 
promise so made. The last of the long series of 
resolutions was leveled at the Central Labor 
Union and read as follows: ** That we cal] upon 
the organized labor of the entire country to pass 
judgment upon a committee acting and inter- 
fering in local trade troubles in which their 
services are not only not wanted, but who were 
positively requested to keep their hands off, and 
which they promised to do.” 

The proposition made by the bosses is practi- 
cally a withdrawal from the position which they 
took on New- Year’s Day. and which brought on 
the present difficulty. They then claimed that 
the prices paid by members of the association 
were very much higher than thos of outside 
manufacturers, and that they were compelled, in 
making a uniform price list, to bring down their 
wages to the average paid by other employers. 
Now they say they will be content to issue a 
scale of prices averaged upon the amount paid 
by themselves prior to Jan. 1. It the Progres- 
sives and tenement-house workers accept the 
new Offer, over 4,000 of the locked-out hands 
will resume work. 

Cigar Packers’ Union No. 2 held a mass meet- 
ing last evening at Nilsson Hall, in East Fif- 
teenth-street, to organize a single union for 
all the packers in the city. They com- 
plained that inthe past they had to be asso- 
ciated with either the International or Progress- 
ive Unions. If they happened to work ina fac- 
tory controlled by the Internationals they had 
to join that union, and when work became slack 
there and they found employment ina shop von- 
trolled by Progressives they were obliged to 
join them. While they sympathized with both 
unions and would strike with either for an in- 
crease or against a reduction of wages they did 
not like to be involved in quarrels between the 
unions. They were addressed by James P. 
Archibald, George K. Lloyd, and Thomas Ma- 
guire, well known labor organizers

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UNION LABELS FOR HATS. 

The Board of Directors of the Hat 
Makers’ and the Hat Finishers’ Associations, in 
session at the Tremont House yesterday, re- 
ceived several propositions from the manu- 
facturers. These were returned with amend- 


ments, by a committee of the associations, which 


was in conference with the manufacturers’ com- 
mittee all the afternoon. The propositions were 
further amended by the manufacturers’ commit- 
tee and returned to the makers and finishers. 
To-day the propositions, with still more amend- 
ments, will be returned to the manufacturers’ 
committee for its action, The Directors of the 
makers and finishers are willing to issue union 
labels to the manufacturers and jobbers to use 
on their present stock, with the exception of a 
few firms whicb are particularly objectionable 
tothem. They will continue in session at the 
Tremont House until satisfactory arrangements 
are reached. 

The Knights of Labor have prohibited the 
different labor unions from using hats not bear- 
ing the union label, and many of the unions have 
imposed fines on all members who buy unlabeled 
hats.

THE STATE CAPITOL. 





THE COST OF MAINTAINING THE NEW 
BUILDING IN ALBANY. 

ALBANY, Feb. 5.—Some interesting “facts 
in regard to the cost of maintaining the new 
Capitol, the State Hall, the Geological Hall, and 
the Executive Mansion are submitted by Super- 
intendent Andrews in his annual report to the 
Legislature to-day. The Capitol, he says, ab- 
sorbs by far the greatest portion of the annual 
appropriation of $150,000. The amount now ex- 
pended annually conveys the false impression 
that the cost is greater than under the old sys- 
tem. Formerly the maintenance of the Capitol 


was mixed largely with the cost of construc- 
tion. That which is completed must be 
properly cared for and preserved on the 
scale followed in the construction of the 
edifice. A finished portion of the Capitol 
has over 30 miles of water, steam, and gas pipes. 
To furnish beat nearly 3,000 tons of coal are re- 
quired, while 6,000,000 cubic feet of gas are con- 
sumed for necessary light, in addition to that 
furnished by electricity. The two items for heat 
and light enter far more largely into the cost of 
maintenance than wll the others, with the excep- 
tion of service. Under the many changes that 
occurred during the construction of the build- 
ing it is not strange that many and serious mis- 
tukes were made, which can only now be rem- 
edied by great expenditure of money. The 
dangers from a possible explosion of the old boil- 
ers in the basement and the annoyance from 
dust and irritation required the removal of the 
boilers to the new boiler house. 

The annual cost of zas, according to the most 
accurate meter measurements possible, together 
with the electric lighting, involves an expense 
of over $20,000. This expense is reasormable when 
everything is considered. It is hoped to lessen 
the cost when the electric light apparatus is per- 
fected. The fact that only a small part of the 
system is 1n operation makes the cost necessarily 
large. Thesystem is now under disadvantage 
from location of plant. When the boilers are 
removed the large and very desirable space 
which they now occupy can be utilized. Itis rec- 
ommended that $35,000 for the proper prepara- 
tion of the place and the removal of the old 
boilers and change of the plant be appropriated. 
A portion of the appropriation would have to 
be used in replacing the old steam coilstin the 
basement, which, owing to faulty construction, 
cannot resist the strain In extreme cold weather. 
The cleaning, repairs, removals of interior fur- 
nishings, the supplying of,extra‘furniture, made 
necessary by the increasing demands of public 
business; the creation of new departments, the 
necessity of keeping an extra force sufficiently 
large to guide sightseers, ali have to be con- 
sidered. A large portion of the force employed 
is necessarily kept for the accommodation of 
visitors. A careful estimate of tho number of 
visitors annually places it at 300,000. 

The item of repairs alone is very consid‘rable 
and exceedingly difticult to estimate upon. 
The building is still settling toa slight extent, 
and must continue todo so for some time to 
come. ‘The leakage of water pipes, Jaid as they 
are in the cement floors, is most serious. While 
the building is flreproof, he says, yet the rooms 
contain inflammable matter of the most expen- 
sive kind. Accidents from fire have been com- 
paratively rare. To guard against these a force 
of night watchmen is necessary to patrol all 
parts of the building, whose vigilance is secured 
by their béing required to call up the Central 
Telephone office every half hour from 5 P. M. to 
6A.M. A complete check against neglect of 
duty is a report from the teiephone office every 
morning. During the past year as much of the 
appropriation 98 possible has been expended in 
providiug new carpets for the Executive, Sen- 
ate, and* Assembly Chambers, and other rooms 
where the o]d ones had become worn and filthy. 
The furniture and furnishings generally in the 
building, in order to be in keeping with its 
grandeur, are necessarily of the most elaborate 
and expensive character. The wear and tear is 
principaily confined to chairs and sofas, and the 
items for this purpose alone and for the renewal 
of other furniture is consequently large. 

Four new elevators have been constructed out 
of the $15,000 appropriated by the last Legisla- 
ture. The work on the elevators gives great 
satisfaction, A temporary restaurant has been 
provideé, as good as the money which could be 
spared from the appropriation could make it. 
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LOSSES BY FIRE. 

A tire at Bridgeport, opposite Norris- 
town, Penn., yesterday afternoon, destroyed the 
extensive flour mills of Hibberd & Brooke, situ- 
ated at the end of the bridge which crosses the 
river at De Kalb-street. The firemen were com- 
pelled to cut holes through six inches of ico in the 
canal to get theirsuction pipes at work. The fire- 
roen suffered severely from the intense coldand 
were coated with ice. The loss will reach 
$40,009, including the building. The loss is cov- 
ered by insurance in the Norristown Mutual and 
the Norristown Fire Insurance Companies. One 
hundred and fifty barrels of flour in the lower 
story were saved, The fire was caused by a de- 
fective flue. Alfred Brooke, one of the owners 
and operators of the mill, isa member of the 
Union Leagae of Philadelphia. 

A fire yesterday morning broke out on 
the fourth floor of the old Calendar building, on 
Sabin-street, Providence, R. I., occupied by 
John T. Cuddy, manufacturing jeweler, and the 
American Tubing Company. The fire was start- 
ed by one of the girls employed in an old unused 
forge, for the purpose of heating the room, and 
caught on to a wooden partition and spread 
thence to tke roof. There were nine girls and 
one man on the floor when the fire started. One 
of the girls fainted and had to becarried down 
stairs. The others escaped down the stairs with 
the Joss of their outside clothing. The ther- 
mometer registered 6° below zero, and about a 
dozen firemen had their hands and ears frozen, 
some of them badly. The loss is about $8,000. 


The horseshoe nail works of Merrick & 
Co. and the handle factory operated by Dickey 
& Sonat Fallston, Beaver County, Penn., were 
burned yesterday morning. The building and 
machinery of the first named were valued at 

20,000, and weve insured for $11,000, The handle 
factory was worth $5,009, and carried an insur- 
ance of $2,000. The thermometer registered 13° 
below zero. and the intense cold and small sup- 

ly of water made it impossible to save the 

uildings. Forty men who were employed in 
the two establishments are thrown out of work. 
The nail works were crowded with orders, and 
were running night and day. 

A large double brick block at Wilkes- 
barre, Penn., owned by the Hon, Charles A. 
Miner and occupied by Judge Charles FE. Rice, 
of the Luzerne County courts, and Gen, William 
H. McCartney, attorney, was destroyed by fire 
last evening. The fire was caused by the burst- 
ing of afurnace in the cellar of the building. 
Loss on building, $22,000; on furniture, $8,000. 
The loss is partially covered by instrance, 


A fire broke out yesterday in the un- 
occupied one-story frame store No, 201 East 
Eighty-second-street, which is owned by Charles 
Jones, of One Hundred and Fifty-eighth-street 
and Alexander-avenue.

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SAVED FROM THE GALLOWS. 

NASHVILLE, Tenn., Feb. 5.—The fourth 
trial at Clarksville to-day of Dr. Peter F. Bel- 
lamy, charged with complicity in the murder of 
James Brown, colored, resulted in the acquittal 
of Dr. Bellamy and the dismissal of the case 
against Ransom Morrow, accused of the same 
crime. Dr. Bellamy, who is a son of the late 
Rev. Jesse Bellamy, O. D., was arrested for the 
murder of Brown in 1877, in Montgomery Coun- 
ty, and discharged for want of evidence. Brown 
was shot and his body partially burned by Will- 
iam Morrow, who asserted that Brown had at- 
tempted to assault Mrs. Bellamy. whois Morrow's 
sister. Subsequent developments led to the arrest 
of Dr. Bellamy, William Morrow, and Ransom 
Morrow, his father, for the killing of Brown. 
They were convicted and sentenced to imprison- 
ment for life. The Supreme Court granted Dr. 
Bellamy a severance, and the third trial resulted 
in a disagreement of the jury. William Morrow 
and Ransom Morrow were afterward tried for 
the murder of Dick Overton, colored, in 1883. 
Overton was shot by William Morrow for an at- 
tempt to assault his daughter. William Morrow 
was convicted and hanged June 19, 1885. Ran- 
som Morrow was acquitted. The Morrows and 
Dr. Bellamy were quite wealthy at one time and 
occupied a high social position, but they have 
been financially ruined by their frequent trials.

POET SQUIRE'S GYRATIONS. 


SUCCESSFUL IN FORCING ENGINEER TOWLE 
TO RESIGN, 


Rollin Mucilaginous Squire, about-whose 
Ways no man knoweth and whose political acu- 
men is only equaled by his poetical brilliancy, 
cut up some more antics yesterday. He dis- 
charged about a dozen employes, and did not 
make public the names of the relieved officials, 
The comments in THE TIMEs on his recent gyra- 
tions as Brevet Commissioner of Public Works 
have not been conducive to his equanimity. He 
has consequently decided to work in the dark in 
future. 

While some faithful employes have been dis- 
charged the sinecurists have not been touched, 


and those that remain faithful to the muci- 
laginous Commmissioner will not be, even 
though the wages of the laborers and women 
cleaners have to be reduced to get money to 
support the high-priced and useless favorites. 
Among the discharges made yesterday were 
eight laborers employed on what is known as 
the cut-off gang. These discharges are made in 
order to find out the extent of the men’s * back- 
ing.” Those whose friends include Senators, 
Assemblymen, or ** boodle” Aldermen will be re- 
appointed, while those who have respectable, 
non-political influence will have to look some- 
where else for work. 

One of the first men discharged by te Mu- 
cilaginous Commissioner was Henry B. Towle, 
who had been employed in the Sewer Bureau as 
a rodman at $1,200 a year. Squire bas been 
anxious to get rid of the father of this young 
man, Stevenson Towle, who for years has served 
as engineer in »charge of sewers at a salary of 
$4,800 a year. He yesterday received the elder 
Mr. Towle’s resignation, to take effect on March 
lnext. In his resignation Mr. Towle says: 

“1 would urge on you the importance tothe public 
health of continuing the improvements to the old 
sewers, and the construction of the intercepting and 
marginal sewers for the relief of the water front, plans 
for all of which are now ready. A thorough ——o 
of the vast and complicated underground works of the 
city, acquired by years of persona! labor and examina- 
tion, was necessary in order to determine on plans 
best suited to improve drainage and sewerage orixi- 
nally so defective, each seweriand drainage district-re- 
quiring separate consideratign. 

“While many extensive sewerage works have been 
constructed to this end, and with great benefit to the 
health of the city, much more remains to be done. 
Miles of old sewers are past repairs, and need to be en- 
tirely rebuilt. Plans are how ready for the improve- 
ment of several large sewerage districts in the older 
part of the city, which work should have precedence 
over other street improvements, and even over the 
construction of new sewers so urgently demanded by 
the rapid building operations in the upper part of the 
city, especially as the moneys appropriated and avall- 
able for carrying on the‘business of this office is en- 
tirely inadequate for the purpose, as plans arenow 
ready for new sewers, the cost of which work is esti- 
mated at over $1,000,000.” 

In accepting the resignation R. Mucilaginous 
Squire says that his brief experience as the bead 
of the department has taught him that the 
proper management of the sewerage and drainage 
of the city is one of the most difficult and im- 
portant problems committed to the charge and 
responsibility of the department. He appre- 
ciates the tact that Mr. Towle has devoted 16 
years of his “early and ripe manhood” to the 
study and solution of the sewerage problem. 
When giving Mr. Towle all this and much more 
“taffy” of the muctlaginous kind, Mr. Squire 
does not refer to the fact that he reduced the 
salary of the engineer from $4,810 to $3,200a year.

SENTENCE OF A WEALTHY MANUFACTURER 
FOR ASSAULT. 

For 385 years past George Jackson, an 
Englishman by birth, has carried on a woolen 
industry near Little Falls, N. J., on the turnpike 
leading from Paterson, gradually building up 
an extensive business and creating quite a vil- 
lage of working people. When sober he is one 
of the kindest-hearted men, generous to a fault, 
but when in liquor is irascible and has had fre- 
quent quarrels, none of them resulting in any- 
thing serious, however. For some ‘years he has 
quarreled with a family named Schanz, near his 
mills. Several weeks ago two or three of the 


Schanzes were driving past his place when he 
got into an altercation with them. They reined 
up their team and talked back. He ran into his 
house and got a shotgun, and thus armed again 
ordered them to drive on past his place. 
They refused, with insuJting remarks, 
when he raised his gun _ and _ fired 
it toward one of the men. A few shots 
passed through the man’s hat. Thereupon he 
a from his wagon with his companions, 
and they gave Mr. Jackson a terrible thrashing, 
kicking him brutally as he lay onthe ground. 
They then drove on to Paterson, where they 
procured a warrant for his arrest on a charge of 
assault with intent to kill. He was tried and 
convicted and yesterday the court sentenced 
him to pay afine of $1,000 and to one year at 
hard labor in State prison. 

Mr. Jackson is about 75 years of age, 18 very 
wealthy, has great property interests at stake, 
and his paves character and the circum- 
stances of this affair had led people to suppose 
that he would be let off with a heavy fine. His 
sentence to State prison created something akin 
to consternation, and already steps are being 
taken to get up the largest petition ever sent to 
the Board of Pardons for the remission of this 
part ot the sentence. 


DR. FARLEY BECOMES INSANE, 


POSSIBLY ANOTHER CASE OF THE BAD EF- 
FECTS OF COCAINE, 

Dr. James L. Farley, a well known elo- 
cutionist of Brooklyn and Surgeon of the Four- 
teenth Regiment, became insane on Wednesday 
last, and was taken to the Flatbush Asylum. 
His case was pronounced hopeless, and he was 
placed in the incurable ward. Dr. Farley has for 
some time been suffering from brain trouble 
but his friends thought it was caused by 
too much devotion to. literary work. He 


had been treating himself for nervousness 
with hypodermic injections of cocaine, but the 
drug soon ceased to relieve his sufferings. The 
first knowledge of any serious trouble came to 
his friends a few weeks ago, when the doctor 
called at the house of a friend where he was to 
read in the evening at an early hourin the 
morning. He smilingly informed his host that 
he wanted to be on time. He had an engage- 
ment to give a series of Friday afternoon read- 
ings before the Young Men’s Christian Associa- 
tion beginning yesterday. 

Dr. Farley served in the Fourteenth Regiment 
during the war, his appointment as Assistant 
Surgeon being dated April 19, 1861. He was made 
Surgeon on Jan. 24, 1862, and honorably dis- 
charged on June 10, 1868. In the following year 
he went again to the frontas surgeon of his old 
regiment, and at the close of the struggle was 
brevetted a Lieutenant-Colonel of Volunteers 
for heroic conduct. He has been Surgeon of 
the Fourteenth ever since, with the rank of Me- 
jor. Heis about 50 years of age and is a sonof 
the Rev. Dr. Farley, who was for many years 
Pastor of the Church of Our Saviour, on Clin- 
ton-street. 





A TRAMP WHO WAS RICH YEARS AGO. 

Cyrus J. Murray, a homeless man of 43, 
was arrested on Thursday evening for begging 
in the streets, on complaint of Thomas J. Wat- 
son, of No. 185 West Forty-fifth«trect. He ac- 
costed Mr, Watson and begged for money fora 
night’s lodging. He was given 10 cents, and Mr. 
Watson, watching him,saw him accost a number 
of other persons and caused his arrest. Justice 
Power yesterday committed him for three 
months asa vagrant. Murray was a prisoner in 
the Jefferson Market Police Court on Sunday, 
haviog been arrested for vagraucy. He asserted 
then that he had been a schoolmate of Justice 
Duffy, who was on the bench, and he was dis- 
charged. Murray claims to have been a wealthy 
man yearsaeo. He says that he was in the 
wholesale shoe business in this city in 1863, but 
wasruined by urfortunate business ventures 
and domestic difficulties. He claims at one time 
to have been worth $200,000, and says that his 
wife, who is wealthy ip her own right, lives in 
Norwood, N. J., and refuses to recognize him or 
do anything for him. In the prison he wrote 
a letter to Justice Duffy begging him to procure 
his reiease.

YOUNG MAISNER FINDS HIS LAST MARRIAGE 
ANYTHING BUT FUNNY. 


The trial of young Adolph Maisner yes- 
terday in the Harlem Police Court for abandon- 
ment of Rose Espero, his pretty and petite wife 
of two days, served to show how easily a man 
may be caught in the bonds of matrimony in 
the State of New-York, even when his intentions 
are otherwise. It appeared in the course of the 
testimony that Rose was a girl who was restive 
under the weary hours of work in Macy’s 
and Altman’s, and that she had joined a 
“Mikado” company, when she was _ intro- 
duced to Maisner by a woman friend. For 
three weeks they saw each other and kept 
up a vigorous correspondence, Adolph pressing 


his alleged suit with great vehemence, and even 
going so far as to introduce the girl to his father. 
er. e dazzled her with fairy tales of his wealth 
and proposed that they should fly to San Fran- 
cisco because his father insisted upon his marry- 
ing an heiress who was exceedingly ugly. All 
the tinsel of the theatre faded before these fan- 
ciful visions, and when, on the 17th of January, 
he said they must get married that night fool- 
isn Rose consented, and Maisner, who had suc- 
ceeded in the same game twice before, though 
the dentists did not know it then, took her to 
his employers and had a civil contract read, as 
was related in last Sunday’s TIMES.

AN INTERESTING VISITOR FROM THE WILDS 
OF SIAM. 

In the parlor of the Ashlafid House yes- 
terday afternoon littie Krao, who has been 
christened by scientists in Europe, where she 
has been on exhibition, as “Darwin's missing 
link,” held her first reception in this city, her 
visitors being principally physicians and news- 
paper men who had been specially invited. 
Krao is a member of the race known as the Tree 
Dwellers of Laos, and was captured about five 
years ago by a party of which Dr. George G. 
Shelly, who now has charge of her, was one. She 
was 6 years old at that time, and since has 
been submitted to the influences of civilization, 
which have not been thrown away on her. She 
has learned to talk English and German fairly 
well, and she received her visitors yesterday 
with a smiling bow which would have done 
credit to a lady in society. 

The most peculiar feature that strikes a 
stranger upon first seeing Krao is the luxuriant 
growth of black glossy hair, which falls in long 
tresses from her head and covers her body almost 
completely with a hairy envelope about an inch 
in thickness. Only in the palmsof the hands 
and the feet isthe grayish yellow skin uncoy- 
ered, and these have all the peculiarities of the 
same members of a well developed ape. The 
fingers are so flexibie that they can be bent back- 
wardso thatthe endsrest onthe back of the 
hand without causing pain, and can be twist- 
ed in every direction like the _ feet 
of a monkey. The nose of this singular 
specimen of a low level of humanity is 

evoid of cartilages, as.are the ears, which are 
situated further} back on the head than in the 
higher race. Her arms are long and lean, and 
can be twisted backward, completely around 
the neck, without causing the least inconven- 
jence or pain. Whether Krao is atypeof an 
aboriginal race whose development hnas_ been 
suddenly cut short, which is what Dr. Shelly 
claims, or isa specimen of retrogression froma 
higher toa lower state of development, is a ques- 
tion that has never been satisfactorily settled. 
Many travelers in the northern part of Siam, 
where she was caught, have written of the Tree 
Dwellers of Laos, but thisisthe only member 
of that singular family or race that has ever 
been brought to this country.

Dilks, Steers, and Byrnes. The officers are: 
Superintendent Murray, Chairman; Inspector 
Dilks, Treasurer, and Sergt. Washington Mullin, 
Secretary. The sum of $5,628 was collected from 
ex-members of the force, and the Treasurer of 
the Police Department bas $41,092 set aside. The 
latter sum was deducted from the pay of mem- 
bers of the force, and is subject to a decision of 
the courts. Some members of the force having 
objected to the deduction in pay, the Treasurer 
retused to pay the deductions to the Trustees, 
and they instituted a triendly mandamus suit, 
which is now on appeal. Thirty-seven death 
claims, amounting to $44,400, have been filed.

MORE EXCITEMENT THAN DANGER.

A PASSENGER TRAIN RUNS INTO FIVE 
FREIGHT CARS AT NEWARK. 


A careless switchman caused a collision 
on the Delaware, Lackawanna and Western 
Railroad at Newark yesterday afternoon. Five 
loaded box cars had been run on a siding near 
the Broad-street station. At2o’clock the loco- 
motive R. G. Ralston drew a train of passenger 
cars from Bloomfield and Montclair to the sta- 
tion. The engine, instead of keeping to the main 
track, ran onto the open switch and off to the 
siding on which the box cars stood.# Engineer 
Henry Dalrymple saw that a collision was inev- 
itable, and he threw the lever of his engine as 
far back as he could. The whole train came toa 
standstill momentarily, and then, plunging sud- 
denly forward, dashed with terrific violence into 
the train of box cars. The collision smashed the 
windows of the passenger cars, and threw the 
passengers from their seats. The wildest con- 
sternation prevailed among them for a time, the 
women shrieking and the children crying. When 
they found, however, that the danger was past 
and they were comparatively uninjured, they 
were quickly reassured. 

The locomotive’s pilot, headlight, drawhead, 
and cylinder were completely wrecked, and two 
of the box cars were driven over the switch for 
the distance of a block and did not come to a 
standstill till they had reached the station plat- 
form. Others of the box cars were thrown from 
the track. Wrecking engines were sent at once 
to the scene of the accident. Cyrus Genung, 
the switch tender, says that he opened the switch 
to allow the box cars to run onto the siding and 
closed it after the * pusher” had withdrawn from 
it. He did not know how the switch was thrown 
over again.

THE NEWTOWN HEALTH COMMISSIONERS 
DENOUNCE THEM AS DISGRACEFUL. 

The Board of Health of Newtown met 
yesterday to receive the report ot the commit- 
tee which investigated the alleged abuses in con- 
nection with the burial of the poorin Calvary 
Cemetery. The report was presented to Justice 
Emanuel Brandon, and is a severe arraignment 
of the Calvary Cemetery authorities. It states 
that the committee saw the trenches open in 
which coffins containing bodies’were stacked 15 
deep and 100 tiers in length. Each trench had 
1,500 bodies in it without any layer of earth be- 
tween the coffins, as required by the health laws. 
The report stated that it was the custom to dis- 
inter the bodies of children to make room for 
Jarger coffins, and thatthe bodies were kept 
above ground for several hours. These prac- 
tices were denounced as disgraceful and detri- 
mental to the public health, and it was recom- 
mended that vigorous action be taken by the 
board to suppress them. 

The diecussion which ensued showed that the 
whole board was unanimous in supporting the 
committee’s report. The bill introduced by Sen- 
ator Murphy in the Senate, Thursday, intended 
to divest the local boards of health of much of 
their power was discussed at length, and a com- 
mittee will go to Albany to opposefits passage. 


REPUTED INFLUENCE A CURSE. 

At the Plymouth Church prayer meet- 
ing last night Mr. Beecher introduced what he 
termed a rare subject for a prayer meeting. He 
said: ** My attention has been called of late to 
Scranton, Wilkesbarre, and the coal regions, and
